Trorento, March 2 (BUP)--Mem- 
bers of the United Church of Can- 
ada have been called upon to give 
greater attention to Christian res- 
ponsibility.

In this 
resolution Doctor Dobson says that 
the church should declare man's 
human rights and his fundamental 
freedoms. 

The resolution calls for a provin- 


cial conference to adjust mutual 
responsibilities and authorities. 
Dobson says this would enable 


Canada to bear both her interna- 
tional and civil responsibilities and 
guarantep the fundamental free- 
doms accepted by all the signator- 
jes to the United Nations charter. 

The resolution urges the Domin- 
fon to--sign the United Nations 
declaration of human rights--pre- 
pare and publish a Canadian dec- 
laration of rights--and enact a 
Bill of Rights embodying in law 
the responsibility of the state to 
protect basic human rights, the 
rights of families and the rights of 
individuals. 


February Tax

Tax Collections here for the year 
1948 are down about $6,000 over 
last year at this time. Total tax 
collections so far this year amount 
to $42,398.17 as compared with 
$48,555.40 in 1947. Total tax arrears 
stood at $2,869.24 at the end of 
February as compared with $2,600.- 
96 at February 28-47. 

Collections for the month of

as against $211.42.

Clement Attlee 
said last night that the Brussels 
talks will cover the whole range of 
economic, social and political pro- 
blems.

Toronto, March 2 (BUP)--Rey- 
erend H. A. Boyd, who recently 
returned from China, where he 
spent 35 years as a missionary, 
says the present horrors in Com- 
munist dominated parts of China 
are worse than anything endured 
under the Japanese. 

Reverend Boyd told the Torento 
and District Ministerial Associa- 
tion of the United Church at its 
Toronto meeting yesterday that 
when the Communist Army takes 
over a new area it turns it over 
to the Communist Organization to 
consolidate by a police system. 


And he says--“This is ruthless 
and thorough.” 
Reverend Boyd says the Com- 


munists destroy everything that is 
opposed to them--especially relig- 
ions. He says that Christians are 
tortured, killed and obliterated 
and no organization but Commun- 
ism is tolerated.

Town Employees Have Pay 
Raised 5% Across Board 


All town employees arg going to 
have their pay checks boosted by 
five per cent. The increases were 
authorized last night by Council 
when it struck the 1948 estimates. 
Several applications had been re- 
ceived for salary hikes and some 
of them were quite large. 

Mayor Lamb said the Council 
should be very careful about rais- 
ing salaries. “You can’t raise one 
without raising the other,” said he. 
“T would advise an increase all the 
way across the board on a percent- 
age basis if you are going to do 
anything.” he told members. 

Deputy-reeve J. Nesbitt said he 
agreed with the Mayor except in 
the instance of the engineer's re- 
quest for a raise. “I think he should 
have a §600 increase,” said Mr. 
Nesbitt. The engineer had asked 
for a $1,000 raise. The deputy- 
reeye said he didn’t think Lindsay 
could hire a good engineer for the 
figure they were now paying Mr. 
Oobb. 

Council finally agreed after re- 
yiewing applications for increases 
from the Fire Department and Pol- 
ice Department that the percent- 
age basis of raising wages was the 
only equitable way to do it. The 
five per cent rate was agreed on and 
amounts to a total annual salary 
expense increase of §1,500. 

The only ones who didn’t benefit 
under the scheme were members 
of Council themselves. They de- 
cided to sit tight with the present 
$5 per meeting up to a restricted 
number of meetings rate. 


NEGLECT HINTED

Ontario's Premier George Drew, 
has announced that his Govern- 
ment has endorsed proposals to 
convert Southern Ontario power 
from 25 to 60 cycle. 

Drew made this announcement 
in a speech in Toronto Thursday. 

And here are the highlights of 
the proposal, (which have already 
been approved by the Ontario Hy- 
dro Electric Power Commission. 

The conversion will be recom- 
mended by the Government to the 
coming session of the Ontario Leg- 
islature, 

The change-over will cost 191 
million dollars. 

Sixty cycle power will be cheaper, 
and it will avoid flickering. 

A much wider range of consumer 
equipment will be available with 
frequency standardized at 60 cycle. 

Most of the advantages gained in 
the conversion by present 25 cycle

areas will also be gained by the 
60 cycle districts. 

Domestic and commercial con- 
sumers in both urban and rural 
districts won't have to pay for the 
change-over. 

Industrial consumers will have 
to pay one third of the cost of their 
conversions. The switch to 60 cycle 
power will increase the life of in- 
dustrial equipment by one third. 

Hydro engineers are in full ap- 
proval of the scheme. 

The Ontario Hydro plans to 
spend an additional 300— million 
dollars during the next four years 
on new generating plants, trans- 
mission lines and other facilities. 

When all plans are completed 
the’ combined system will repres- 
ent a capital investment of about 
one billion dollars. 

These plans will have an ulti- 
mate increase in generating cap- 
aclty of two and one half million 


horsepower.

maintenance,

ter. He sald they might or might 
need the grant they were request- 
ing but “it would be nicg to have it 
behind us.”

The recent sustained cold wave 
has old-timers checking their 
memories, and statisticians con- 
sulting the records, Locally this 
spell is the coldest since February 
of 1933, when there were 19 days 
in the month below zero. 


Lindsay's 1948 tax rate will be 
thirty seven and one half mills if 
the Board of Education pares its 
estimates by $2,939 between now 
and next Thursday night. If the 
Board of Education does not take 
this action the tax rate will be 38 
mills or one mill higher than in 
1947. Town Council decided to ap- 
peal to the Board of Education to 
reduce its estimates at the close 
of an over five-hour-long session 
Thursday night. When members 
had gone through the various de- 
partments and set up the amounts 
felt necessary by the various heads 
ite was found that a considerable 
mill rate increase would result if 
some cutting back was not done. 
After reductions had been made in 
practically all departments it was 
found that the tax rate was still 
going to be a mill higher than last 
year. Council voted unanimously to 
appeal to the Board of Education 
for a $2939 reduction in their esti- 
mates which would keep the net 
tax rate increase at one half mill. 

Education costs in the mainten- 
ance of public and high schools 
here amounted to 13.25 mills of 
the total tax rate. During the 
meeting concern was expressed ov- 
er the rising costs of education in 
Lindsay. Education will cost Lind- 
say an estimated $71,174.02 in 1948. 
This compares with $112,502.25 
which represents the amount of 
money the town will probably 
spend in all other — departments 
combined. Mayor Chas. Lamb said 
he didn’t think there was very 
much could be done about the cost 
oi education. He said he was under 
the impression that the estimates 
submitted would be as close as 
they could reasonably be made. 

Regardless of wha’ action the 
Board of Education takes on Coun- 
cil’s request the mill rate will def- 
initely be established by by-law 
at a special meeting of Council 
next Thursday night.

Bol- 
derstone had seen him leave in & 
tax! with a 17-year-old local girl, 
The Brockville girl was located 
about five p.m. in the Lindsay hotel 
by Constables Bolderstone and 
Eberts. This girl along with Mec- 
Clentic were taken to Brockville 
Thursday. 

McClentic also pleaded guilty to 
theft of a typewriter, but denicd a 
charge of failing to pay wages toa 
former employee of his sign paint- 
ing business which he operated for 
about eight months, No charge was 
laid against McClentic for passing 
worthless cheques in Lindsay. 

The accused man, according to 
police, had been living with the 
young Brockville girl in a small 
hotel here and had done several 
sign painting jobs around the main 
street. Lindsay merchants’ reports 
of “bad cheques” put local police on 
the alert and Constable Bolder- 
stone learned that McClentic had 
been in town. Starting the investi- 
gation at 9 a.m. on Wednesday, the 
Lindsay constable located the 
wanted girl and later saw McClent- 
ic leave town with the 17-year-old 
Lindsay girl, who was subsequently 
Charged with vagrancy in Port 
EBope.

Behind The Headlines: 
THE FALL OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


BY BRITISH UNITED PRESS

LEROY POPE 
Now that the Communists have 
seized complete’ control, of Ozech- 
oslovakia by force, two questions 

arise. 

One question is ---“How did it 
happen?” the order is--""What 
could, or should, have been done to 
prevent it?” 

The U-S State Department at- 
tempted to answer both questions 
eae public- a hitherto res- 
tricted report on Czechoslovakia 
drafted last September. 

The answer to the first question 
4s not directly contained in the U-S 
State Department document. But 
it is there by interference. The 
document says--we quote--“Czech- 
oslovakia is by no means subject 
to Communist dictatorship or ruled 
by unconcealed terror. And during 
recent months Communist strengtn 
has beei reported as declining.” 

The interference is clear, Com- 
munist Premier Gottwald (Gott'- 
yahld) and his ruthless interior 
minister Vaclav Nosek (Vah'slahv 
Noh'sehk), decided to force a crisis 
and use the police power illegally 
now because they did not dare risk 

election, either now or in May 
a. the next election is scheduled 
to be held. 

Aside from this implication that 
the Reds eventually would use 
force because Communist  senti- 
ment.in Czechoslovakia was declin- 
ing, the U-S State Department's 
report of last September has an- 
other explanation for “how it hap- 
pened.” 

‘The document says that all part- 
fes and all the people in Czechoslo- 
vakia are prevented from resisting 
the Communists effectively  be- 
cause of the overriding desire to 
keep the mutual assistance treaty 
signed with Russia in December 
1943. 

early all Czechs and Slovaks, 
even the Rightists, regard Russta 
as their-only practical protection 
against a resurgence of German 
power. 

Their Communist mentors are 
telling them to remember Munich. 
At the time of Munich, these men- 
tors say, {t was only Soviet Foreign 
Commissar Litvinov who was wil- 
ling to commit his country to resis- 
tance to, Germany; and then only 
under agreement with the Western 
Powers. Britain. and France re- 
fused, andthe United States re- 


mained aloof from the Europes 
picture until Germany took the in- 
{tlative by declaring war, 

The Czechoslovaks didn't want 
a Communist dictatorship-----' but 
they preferred that to a break with 
Russia and any prospect of an 
early resurgence of German power. 

That, apparently is the argument 
which was used by the Communists 
to Mne, up such strong support 
among the Czechoslovak labor un- 
fons 

The recent events provide other 
answers to the question of “how 
did it happen?” It's now clear that 
no part of the Czechoslovak army 
was loyal to President Benes (Nay’ 
nesh). On the contrary, were firm- 
ly under the control of General 
Ludwig Svoboda (Lood’yig svoh- 
boh’duh), the Communist war min- 
ister. 

The actual instances of Com- 
munist illegality are too numerous 
to mention. The wavering social 
democratic party was forced into 
line by sending troops to occupy 
its headquarters. All rival parties 
and all opposition newspapers have 
been suppressed. There has peen 
a huge wave of arrests. 

As for the other question-“What 
could or should have been done to 
prevent it?” the U-S State Depart- 


_jment’s answer seems to be a flat 


“nothing!”” 

That's what British United Press 
Correspondent R.H. Shackford re- 
ports from Washington. He says 
the U-S State Department has 
not been in the least surprised by 
what has happened. Indeed it has 
been expecting the curtain to fall 
in Czechoslovakia ever. since the 
Russians forced President Benes 
last spring to reverse his first de- 
cision to join the Marshall Plan. 

With the Czechoslovak army un- 
der Communist control---with the 
Baltic countries overrun and forc- 
ed into the Soviet. -- With Polana 
Communist‘dominated-- with big 
Russian armies in the Balkans and 
Germany, the Western Allies are 
not even in as good a position to 
help Czechoslovakia now as Bri- 
tain and France were at Munich in 
1938. 

Of course the fall of Czechoslo- 
yakia is resounding defeat for the 
West, a defeat for freedom too. 

It brings Communist power very 
far West, indeed, and when its 
implications «sink in deeply, these 
events will cast a dark shadow 
over all the Western world.

The following figures throw ad- 
ditional light on this question: At 
the outbreak of War in 1939 the in- 
dex of farm prices stood at 843 
As of December 1st last this figure 
had risen to 181.3 representing an 
increase of 115.1 per cent. During 
the same period general wholesale 
prices rose from 92.2 to 179.5 or 92.6 
per cent and the cost of living in- 
dex from 100.8 to 143.6 or 42.5 per 
cent. You will note from these fi- 
gures that the food index has risen 
more than any other item in the 
cost of living. However, as an off- 
set to this higher cost of food 
average weekly earnings .of em- 
ployees in the Manufacturing In- 
dustry in Canada increased during 
the same period from 100.1 in 1939 
to 163.6 at the end of last year.

So says 
Mr. C.H. Goodhand, who is i 
charge of Lindsay's municipal re- 
fuse yard at the northeast outskirts 
of the town. Appearing before 
Council Monday night Mr. Good- 
hand told councillors that all was 
not well with his work. 

He had two problems which he 
asked Council to help him solve. 
One concerned the burning of 
shavings av the dump during sum- 
mer months and the other the 
dumping of egg shells other than 
in the allegedly prescribed trench- 
es. 

Mr. Goodhand told councillors 
that on one or two occasions in 
the past fires started in the dump 
had spread to adjoining property 
which was outside the town limits. 
He recalled one occasion when he 
had called the fire department to 
put out a fire which had crossed 
the line and said he had been told 
by ex-reeve Richard Butler not to 
do it again. On this point Council 
assured him that if fire spread to 
adjoining property as a result of 
burning material at the dump he 
was justified in calling the fire 
brigade to put it out. 

The egg shell problem was not so 
easily solved because Council was- 
n't sure what the regulations called 
for regarding their disposal. How- 
ever, they promised to look into the 
matter and make the alleged of- 
fender comply with the rulings 
whatever they happened to be, Mr. 
Goodhand was under the impres- 
sion that the egg shells had to be 
placed in trenches and buried. He 
said the stench from them lying on 
open ground in summer was pretty 
bad.

A verdict of accidental deat 
was returned by a coroner's j 
Wednesday night inquiring in 
the death of George Wilson. C.N 
section foreman, who was instant] 
killed on February 17th, when he 
was crushed between a freight car 
and a loading ramp in the Lind= 
say yards. 7 


The jury, out over an hour, | 
found that the late George Wilson 
came to his death by accidental 
means. They could find no negli= 
gence on the part of any employee. 
The jury recommended in the i 
terest of safety of section employ: 
ees that safety division of the 
CNR. give special attention to 
safety practices that will afford de- 
finite protection to this type of 
employee. 


Dr. M. F. White, the attending 
physician, testified that life had 
expired when he arrived on the 
scene of the accident shortly after 
three o'clock. The body was in an 
upright position facing the freight 
car with the back against the 
ramp, he added. “I am of the op- 
inion that it was instantaneous 
death.” 


Mr. Edgar Thibadeau, section- 
man, who was working with the) 
late George Wilson at the time of! 
the accident testified that they 
were opening -a drain under track 
No. 6 near a ramp and about 2 1-2 
feet away from a standing car. 
“After working there for a while 
Mr. Wilson asked if any cars were 
coming, I stepped clear and looked 
east and saw a tank car comin: 
I yelled........but it was too late.” 


Mr. Gerald Sauder, roadmaster, 
was of the opinion that they didn’t 
practise safety first in this case. 
He pointed out that the section 
workers should not cross the tracks 
within ten feet of rolling stock. 
“He should have went down to 
section gang and asked them to 
give them more room to work in”, 
“The practice carried out was very 
common”, he added. 


Mr. Sauder agreed with Crown At- 
torney L. Jordan that it is quite 
possible for men working that they 
would forget momentarily that a 
car was ten or twelVe feet away. 
Other witnesses included, Mr. 
Saunders, engineer or 
yard engine No. 1; Ralph Donald 
son, yard foreman--who controls 
the crew of the yard engine; Roy 
Junkin, foreman’s helper; and 
W. E. Pierce, yardmaster. All testi- 
fied that there were no rules or 
regulations requiring a man to be 
on a moving car--or the distance 
which a car can be “shunted.” 


Crown Attorney Jordan pointed 
out that when repairmen are work- 
ing on a big job they can put up @ 
blue flag which “kills” that track 
however there is no protection for 
section men, Before the jury went 
out the Crown Attorney stated that 
it was their duty and privilege to 
bring forward a recommendation.

ANOTHER CHANCE — 

An unusual request was made 

Monday. It concerned some people who had wandered 

i i and narrow and were anxious to 
eee ca See ariel pathway. An intermediary 
for the erring ones asked Council to lend their support 
in a small financial way to the cause. To this request 
members were as one man willing to accede. 

This was to an observer, a heartening bit of 
human drama — it was something good to witness in 
a world which on the surface seems very callous and 
selfish. It serves to renew our faith in our fellow men 
and indicates that there is still a good deal of goodness 
in the hearts of men after all. 

To anyone who has never been in the position to 
need “another chance” it is probably hard to appreciate 
just how much it sometimes can be desired, and how 
great is the relief of knowing that it is going to be 
granted. It is true that sometimes all those who seek 
another chance are not really ready for it, in the sense 
that they have reached the point that they are fully 
ready to forsake the old and perilous way of life, but 
it would nevertheless seem like a dangerous thing to 
refuse it. 

How much better to use a few dollars in-granting 
someone “another chance” than to Jose the oppor- 
tunity of helping someone on the road up. One re- 
covery might well be worth a score of losses.

This was 
probably wild Rye or Indian Wheat 
land it seems likely that the Indians 
cultivated {t as well as harvesting 
it from its wild state. 


FIRST ARRIVAL OF CATTLE 
Though the first persons to 
establish permanent settlement did 
not arrive until 1604, the previous 
hundred years had witnessed at- 
tempts at colonization by English, 
French, Portuguese and Spaniards 
at various points in both Canada 
and the United States. Cattle and 
swine appear to have been landed 
| at Canso and Sable Island as early 
as 1518, and again in 1550 and 1583, 
but historians differ as to the fate 
j of the animals. There is some evi- 
dence that descendants of these 
animals were found on the Island 
early in 1600, though one authority 
claims that 


they were from the |

The cultivation of agricultural 
crops goes back to early days. 
Jacques Cartier sowed turnip seed 
in 1534 somewhere in the vicinity 
of the present city of Montreal, 
but no settlement was established. 
Probably the first wheat field in 
North America was planted in 1604 
at what is now the town of St. 
Stephen, N.S, by a group of 
French settlers on | 
By 1606 there is -reference to the 
sowing of wheat, barley, rye, hemp, | 
peas, cabbage, radish and flax at | 
Port Royal (now Annapolis Royal). } 
These crops suggest the beginning | 
of vegetable gardening in Canada | 
and the culture of crops for cloth 
and rope. In the same year the} 
erection of fences, sheds for hogs | 
and the enclosure of fields and the 
erection of a water mill for grind- 
ing feed is reported—undoubtedly 
the first mechanical industry in 
North America.

The 2-lamp, 40 watt fluorescent unit with ballast consumes ap- 


proximately 100 watts. The ballast losses increase when the 2-lamp 


ballast is operated with only one lamp, so that consumption is not cut 
in half but is reduced to only 70 watts. 


We thus do not feel that it is good policy to be turning off lamps in 


this manner, and would advise against it as a general procedure.” 


As an alternative, we would suggest that when possible, alternate 


fixtures be turned off.

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after it was found that if you put 
a shiny reflector at its back that 
you could see yourself a whole new 
field of enterprise and vanity was 
opened up. 

Not that you really see yourself 
in the mirror. You can tell this 
by looking at yourself in the mir- 
ror and raising your right hand. 
It looks, as you view yourself, as 
if you were raising your left 
hand. So, evén though mirrors 
have been in vogue for quite a 
number of years now and. show no 
signs of going out--far from it-- 
no one actually has seen herself 
as others see her. 

But this is a minor detail and 
the development of mirrors for the 
home, for the office and for show- | 
places goes on. 

Miss Minita Westcott. the execu- 
tive secretary of the mirror manu- 
facturers Association of Chicago 
was in Montreal recently giving 
demonstrations of what can be 
done with the modern mirror. 
Speaking . to. homemakers. par- 
ticularly, Miss Westcott says that 
mirrors should be chosen with 
care. “Remember,” she says, “A 
mirror should do something for a 
room. Be sure to hang it close to 
whatever it goes with...hang it,” 
she Says, “Where it belongs.” 

One of the chief functions of a 
mirror, is to reflect the color and 
liveliness of a room, Another is to 
beautify the room. So In choosing 
a mirror you should use the same 
care as you would in choosing a 
wardrobe, It’s like buying a hat 
for instance. At hat must comple- 
ment your ensemble, and a mir- 
ror must complement your home. 

Miss Westcott suggests that you 
place the mirrors in your home at 
about the level of your own eyes. 
Because you must be able to look 
into a mirror to appreciate it. 

The modern trend, she says, is 
for larger and larger mirrors be- 
cause it has been found that the 
larger the mirror, the larger the 
room looks. And in these days 
when homes are being built so 
small, the whole scheme of decora- 
tion should be to give the impres- 
sion that there’s more space than 
actually is the case. 

Mirror making is a process that 
demands exact craftsmanship from 
Start to finish. Some mirrors have 
been made so expertly in the past 
that they have become family heir- 
looms. Framed mirrors especially, 
have become prized possessions, 
and some of them are very exqui- 
site they call for no extra care 
and can be washed with clean wa- 
ter and then dried with a perfect- 
ly clean cloth. Then--just watch 
them gleam and sparkle. 

Mirrors, by their shape and size 
can be used to give varying im- 
pressions of a room. 

If for example you want to make 
@ room appear with a higher 
ceiling than it acutally has, then 
use tall mirrors, If you wish on

WHY DOESN’T SOMEONE GO INTO ACTION

All over Ontario various municipalities are giving 
study to ways and means of protecting themselves 
against a future power crisis such as is being experi- 
enced now. 
ere latest suggestion comes from Controller 
B. C. Roelofson of Toronto. He wants the Toronto 
Hydro to inform the city what the possibilities are for 
installation of a power generating steam plant in the 
city. Roelofson thinks the hydro shortage will continue 
8 time. 
oe eee steam generating equipment probably 
would not be feasible or economical but there are other 
ways of obtaining auxiliary power which might. Why 
should they not be gone into and something done 
about the power situation of this town. : 
The facts are very plain at the present time. 
Lindsay is desperately short of power and this shortage 
of power is working hardship on both domestlo and 
industrial power users. The question is then, : Do the 
people of Lindsay wish to experience a like crisis next 
year and the year after that when it can be avoided by 
attion on the part of town officials now?” ; 
Hydro commissioners in Lindsay have said they 
are willing to go into the matter of providing the town 
with auxiliary power if the people want it. They will 
not do so uuless the people ask them. ; : 
Therefore the people of Lindsay have it in their 
own hands to determine whether they want to provide 
for future emergencies or whether they are content to 
be martyrs to an unnecessary power shortage. \ 
Who will show some leadership in this vital 


matter?

NEWSPAPERS — BEST MEDIUM OF ADVERTISING 
SURVEY DISCLOSES — 

We are grateful to our contemporary the Oshawa 
Times-Gazette for unearthing some very valuable in- 
formation concerning the value of newspaper adver- 
tising as compared with radio advertising. The real 
value of radio as a medium of advertising has always. 
been a subject of controversy since first it entered 
the field. Up until recently there has been no really 
authentic data to show whether the newspaper or 
radio was the more effective medium, The Medill 
School of Journalism at Northwestern University has 
just concluded a personal visitation survey among the 
yeads of three Wisconsin papers, in both urban and 
rural districts. 

The results of the survey reveal that: 

“They discovered, among other things, two very 
pertinent facts.” 

“Readers consider newspapers more reliable 
than radio as a news source. 

“Newspaper advertising is the more useful kind. 

“Newspaper people will take a great deal of 
satisfaction in those two conclusions for they are 
statements which they have been making for many 
years, Newspaper people have long insisted that more 
reliance can be placed in stories appearing in news’ 
papers than in bulletins broadcast over the radio. Long 
experience in the gathering of news, with the keen 
sense of responsibility for truth and accuracy that is 
a cardinal tenet of the newspaper business, accounts 
for the greater confidence placed in newspapers by 
readers. Radio news is more apt to be incomplete and 
broadcast on the fly without the checking and recheck- 
ing that goes into the newspaper story. 

“As for advertising, the eye is still more receptive 
than the ear. A newspaper ad can be studied at leisure, 
read over and over until its message sinks in. If a radio 
listeners’s attention is momentarily diverted, the ad- 
vertiser’s whole message is apt to be lost. The radio 
message is broadcast once and then it is gone; the 
newspaper ad often is kept for later consultation and 
reference. 

“There may be some tendency to dismiss the 
results of the Northwestern survey as being prejudiced 
because it was obtained by students of a journalism 
school, but the Medill school specializes in training for 
as well as for newspaper work and the conclusions 
must be taken as the output of an unbiased agency.” 


WAS FIVE PER CENT ACROSS THE BOARD 
A FAIR WAY TO INCREASE SALARIES? 

On first glance it seemed that the suggestion of 
increasing salaries on a straight percentage basis as 
was acted upon by Council Thursday night was a fair 
way to do it. However, after some consideration, the 
picture does not present as much balance as at first 
might have been expected. In fact the plan seems to 
have had several shortcomings, For example if you 
were earning $2,000 you received a $100 increase, but 
if you were earning $1,500 your increase would only 
amount to $75 and so on down the line, Thus it is evi- 
dent that the intended fairness of the plan didn’t 
materialize... the largest income groups obtained the 
largest increases while the smallest income groups re- 
ceived the smallest increases. 

Apart from this there is another angle to the 
“across the board” percentage basis of increasing sal- 
aries which perhaps should be considered — It omits 
the element of merit entirely. Under this system the 
slacker and the hustler are increased whether clrcum- 
stances warrant it or not, It seems that when the 
merit factor is eliminated from making salary in- 
creases there would be a tendency among those 
affected in the industrious group to be discouraged and 
wonder “if it was worth the effort.” 

Initiative and skill should be considered in 
making any promotion, financially or otherwise. What 
other fair way can an individual be rewarded? 

It is true that as it was Council spent over five 
hours determining their 1948 estimates and that to 
have gone over each town employee’s salary on an 
individual basis would have taken a lot more time, but 
increases might have been more meritoriously distrib- 
uted. Perhaps another year Council will be in a 
position to give more consideration to this important 
matter,

THE UNIVERSITY OF ADVERSITY by Lewis Miligan 

Clear and deep thinking is a “gem of purest ray 
serene,” and such gems are very rare in these times. 
I have just been reading an address by the Right Hon. 
Arthur Meighen on “Universities and the Nation,” de- 
livered recently to the Toronto Alumni Association. Mr. 
Meighen is one of the clearest thinkers and ablest 
speakers in Canada. I can say that without prejudice, 
for I am not nor have ever been a member of his politi- 
cal party. 

It is possible to think and speak clearly on the 
surface of things. Mr. M. J. Coldwell is one of the best 
examples of that. His arguments are logical enough 
and quite conyincing to many people, but they are for 
the most part based upon superficial and shifting 
premises. Like all socialists, he over-simplifies social 
and economic problems. He has simple solutions for all 
of them, and promises perpetual prosperity and social 
security for everyybody under a planned economy. 

Mr. Meighen, on the other hand, penetrates be- 
low the surface of things. “What is this social security 
we have been hearing so much about?” he asks. “In a 
factual sense there is no such thing. It does not belong 
to this world. This is a world of danger and adventure. 
It is only by going through danger and adventure that 
we acquire the capacities to face and master them.” 
That is not good stuff for getting votes at election time, 
put it is fundamental truth which no amount of super- 
ficial talk can destroy, and no political devices can 
overcome. 

We have only to cast our minds back over the 
history of the past generation and to look around upon 


the state bf the world today yto realize that there is ~ 


no such thing as security, Yet within the last forty 
years there has been more talk about security — 
national, social and domestic — and more organized 
attempts to establish such securities than in all pre- 
vious time. Hurope before the First World War was 


seething with conflicting ideologies which promised _ 


social security, and after that war there were numer- 
ous conferences and pacts for collective security — 
to say nothing of the great League of Nations. But the 
clash of ideologies only increased in intensity, and the 


Second World War was’started by politicians who were _ 
and social security _ 


obsessed with ideas of national 


which they planned to impose upon neighboring 


particularly those who were under the impression 
that Hydro was owned by the people and managed by 
the Ontario Hydro Commission. The announcement 
now raises the question: “Who really owns Hydro, the 
people or the Government of Ontario?” 

If what the people have been told is true and they 
really do own Hydro, it seems as though any under- 
taking by Hydro involving a huge expenditure of 
Hydro’s money should be proposed by their Hydro 
Commission. If, however, the Ontario Government has, 
taken over Hydro then proposals such as that whi oh 
has been made are probably in order. } 

The conversion of power from 25 to 60 cycle 
current in a large section of Ontario will, it is said, cost 
some hundreds of millions of dollars. This represents 
a lot of money and, while the Ontario Government 
says consumers will not be required to contribute, it 
ean be safely assumed that if they do not pay directly 
in Hydro bills, they will pay some other way. Any 
money any government spends must ultimately come 
from the people for there is no other place for it to 
come from, 

It seems that at the present stage in Hydro 
affairs, all time and money should be directed toward 
securing sufficient power to service present equipment. 
The proposal to push through the change-over scheme 
at this time looks something like a smoke screen to 
cover up the Hydro Commission’s sad plight in the 
present power shortage. 

It is perhaps as well that the people of Ontario 
are going through this ordeal because if it seryes no 
other purpose than to illustrate the folly of publicly- 
owned projects it will have been worth while. 

As it now stands the people probably realize by 
now that Hydro’s failure as a publicly-owned enter- 
prise is due in no small measure to the fact that it has 
been made a political football of the first order. This 
usually happens to state-owned projects and the public 
continues to pay and pay for something which they 
own but can never control. 


WHAT, ANOTHER HYDRO? — 

The request of the Bell Telephone Co. of Canada 
Ltd., to parliament last week for permission to in- 
crease its capitalization has been responsible for the 
advancement of one suggestion which should be 
quickly disposed of. Following the hearing of the re- 
quest, a member of parliament suggested that the 
Bell Telephone Co, be taken over by the Dominion 
Government and operated as a publicly-owned concern. 
The suggestion should be promptly turned down. 

Canada, and to bring it closer to home, Ontario, 
has had some very sorry experiences with publicly- 
owned projects. It is only necessary to direct attention 
for the moment to the Ontario Hydro-BDlectric Power 
Commission to realize the weaknesses which are {n- 
herent in publicly-owned utilities. 

There is no substitute for private ownership of 
any utility or for that matter, any business. It is more 
efficient, more careful in its financing and above all, 
more far-sighted in providing for future demands 
which may be made upon it. 

With all due respect to the employees of govern- 
ment agencies, their abilities and their initiative, it is 
nevertheless a fact that the element of red tape creeps 
in and eventually stvangles the whole organization 
when government encroaches on fields essentially 
competitive. 

It is not difficult to imagine how hopeless would 
be our lot if our major businesses become government 
property. Freedom to participate in competitive busi- 
ness, using fair tactics, on whatever sized scale js as 
essential to democratic progress as any of our other 
freedoms. Business must be free and competitive if the 
public’s best ingferests are to be served. 


war among the nations today is due chiefly to the ideol- 
ogists of Russia who believe they have the only remedy 
for social security! 

Mr. Meighen’s criticism of the universities is that 
they have departed too far from their original and 
proper purpose, which was to provide higher education 
in the sciences, philosophies, the arts and literature. He 
complains that political subjects and occupational 
studies have been introduced which do not belong to 
the academic sphere. “The best equipment for wise ex- 
ecutive action,” he says, “is practical contact with 
world affairs and such understanding of human nature 
as comes from experience and experience alone.” 


BLAMEWORTHY — 

There are 24 power houses large and small on 
the Trent Canal system from Trenton to Haliburton. 
There is a power house in Trenton, and others at 
Locks 2, 3 (a private one), 5 and 6. This brings us to 
Frankford. In the Campbellford area are power houses 
at Locks 9 and 10, the big one at Ranney Falls, others 
at Locks 13 and 14. The large station at Heely Falls 
sends most of its power to Peterborough and supplies 
us with about 70 per cent. of the power we use. Hast- 
ings has three power houses. (Norwood not on the. 
Trent canal system, has one). In Peterborough the 
Quaker Oats Company has its own on the Otonabee, 
the city has its own at Auburn (this provides for only 
about ten per cent. of our needs) and the C.G.E. has a 
station at Nassau. There is also a small plant at the 
Water Works.on Water Street. Lakefield has a power 
plant, so has Bobcaygeon. There are two at Fenelon 
Falls. The small one at Young’s Point has been aban- 
doned. Farther north are plants at Haliburton and 


' Minden which are not directly connected with the 


Peterborough-Trent system. 

From this system we secure most of our power, 
but there is a link with the Lake front line at Port 
Hope and a tie-in with the new line north of Peterbor- 
ough from the Madawaska River area. Through the 
whole Hydro system is looped, it can reasonably be 
from the three lines across Highway 28 and none from 
Quebec. There has been a good flow in the Otonabee 
and at Heely Falls — our chief providers — since the 
thaw, but the Great White Father which is the Hydro 
Commission of Ontario has ordained from his Toronto 
seat of autocratic power that Peterborough must share 
his ignominy and failures. The local Hydro officials 
have nothing to say in the matter, and cannot fairly be 
blamed for failures to which they did not contribute. 
The Ontario Ciommission, however, is eminently 
blameworthy. —The Examiner. 


WHAT IS THERE AGAINST 
COMPANY LABOUR UNIONS? — 

In its new labour code the Ganadian Congress of 
Labour again asks that company unions should be 
outlawed. Why? We have never seen a satisfactory 
answer to that question. The company unions are often 
characterised by goodwill and co-operation with their 
employers, to the advantage of both; whereas the 


‘ national unions too often take the attitude that the - 


interests of the unions and of the employers are an- 
tagonistic. Take, for instance, the demands of C. H. 
Millard that the steel industry should be investigated. 


We are not in a position to judge whether or not the © 


steel jndustry needs investigation. But, obviously 
there is something radically wrong in. the relations 
between the union and management when it is the 
workers in the industry that are calling for outside 
interference, apparently because they believe their em- 
ployers are making too much money. There is some- 
thing to be said for a curb on excessive profits, whether 
by taxation or otherwise. But the demand should not 
come from the employees im the industry, who are 
calling for higher wages and shorter hours. ‘If condi- 
tions were as they should be the employees would be 
interested in seeing their industry as prosperous as 
possible. The objection to company unions appears to 
be that they promote a feeling of common interest be- 
tween management and labour, which tends to in- 
crease rather than restrict production. F %

THE HYDRO COMMISSION IS 
A BUNGLER OF LONG STANDING — 

A well-managed business firm keeps an ear to 
the ground and an eye to the future. The Ontario 
Hydro Commission has recurring periods when it 
buries. its head in the sand and comes up for water 
only to find that there isn’t enough to keep its gener- 
ators in full operation. We are glad to commend the 
present large development plans, including the Des 
Joachims rapids project on the upper Ottawa, but these 
come two years too late and do not excuse the present 
power shortages. 

The shortages may partly be blamed on the dry 
autumn and early frost, but the plain fact is that the 
Commission did not foresee the present great post-war 
demands until they had to be met. It is not the first 
time that the Commission’s vision has been short or its 
faith in Ontario’s future small. After the first Great 
War it .was unprepared to meet the demand. In April, 
1920, there was a power shortage. In November of the 
same year Peterborough plants had to shut down 
several times because of a power shortage, Local 
people petitioned for more power and an “indignation 
meeting’ was held on October 12th. In July of 1922 our 
factories had to close again for lack of power. 

Despite these sorry post-Great War precedents, 
the Hydro-Dlectric Power Commission of Ontario has 
once more been caught with its power down. The 
Hydro needs men of vision, or at least of good sense. 
at the top. Nevertheless, the Chairmanship of the Com- 
mission has been vacant for an entire year. Premier 
Drew has finally appointed ex-Mayor Robert Saunders 
of Toronto to the position. As Mr. Saunders takes up 
his duties he will be well advised to get on with the 
job and not waste time in attempting to excuse the 
bungling that has darkened Ontario.

RESULTS OF OPERATION FOR 
LOW BACK PAIN AND 
SCIATICA 
Until recently, nearly all cases 
of low back pain and sciatica were 
thought to be due to strain or 
sprain of the sacroiliac joint--the 
joint between the last bone of the 
spine and the nip bone. The fact 
that first strapping this joint with 
adhesive tape, relieved pain, and 
the wearing of a snug abdominal 
pelt for several months brought 
completo relief, seemed to prove 
that sacroiliac sprain was the 
cause of practically all cases of low 

back pain. 

However, during the past few 
years, by careful examination, in- 
jection of a dye and X-rays, it 
has been found that a crushed or 
ruptured disk--the fibrous cushion 
between the bones (vertebrae) of 
the spine--is the cause of many 
cases of low back pain and sciatica, 
as the crushed disk presses on the 
roots of the nerves supplying mus- 
cles in te lower back. By remoyal 
of the crushed disk, thus taking 
pressure off the nerves, thousands 
of patients have obtained complete 
or almost complete relief from pain 
However, just as with other new 
forms of treatment or methods of 
operation, there have been some 
failures from this operation re- 
ported, so that an end-result study 
of intervertebral disk operation is 
of interest. 

In the “Journal of Joint Surg- 
ery,” Dr. R.E, Lenhard reports his 
survey of a series of 843 patients 
by means of a questionnalre as to 
symptoms. These patients all had 
heen operated on for low back pain 
by the removal of the intervertebr- 
al disk. While the answers were 
simply “yes” or “no” few of the 
patients were “entirely” relieved of 
all symptoms, so that they were 
classified as having excellent res- 
ults, able to perform their normal 
activities without complaint. The 
results, therefore, were reported as 
good, improved, or not improvea. 

The results obtained were thar 
63 1-2 of the patients showed gooa 
results, about 20 per cent were im- 
proved, and 16 1-2 per cent not im- 
proved. The symptoms persisting 
after operation were numbness of 
legs, ¢ramping of foot, weakness of 
back. When we think of the terrible 
pain in the back and leg before op- 
eration, these symptoms do not 
seem serious. 


HELPING THE HARD-OF- 
HEARING 

Organizations interested in help- 
ing those who ate losing or have 
lost their hearing do not like to 
hear an individual described as 
deaf. They point, out that the 
number of deaf individuals is not 
large but the number who are 
hard-of-hearing is very great. A 
great many of these can be helped 
to obtain sufficient hearing for 
contentment and happiness. 

In “Hygeia,” the health maga- 
zine, Louise M. Neuschutz states 
that when you find yourself not 
hearing distinctly om having to 
Strain your attention to hear the 
ordinary voice, the first step should 
be to obtain a medical examina- 
tion and diagnosis of the ear 
trouble that is the cause of your 
defective hearing. Impairment of 
hearing may be due merely to an 
obstruction such as impacted wax 
in the outer ear or enlarged ton- 

, Sils or adenolds, or to thin blood or 
emtional disturbances. This exa- 
mination with simple treatment 
will free many people of their 
worry about loss of hearing. 

Just as defective vision is mea- 
sured in diopters, equal to a meter 
in measurement, so defective hear- 
ing is measured in decibels. A 
declbe, is the lowest or least 
amount of sound that can be heard 
by the human ear, As the normal 
human ear can hear up to 120 de- 
cibels, {t would seem that we could 
lose the ability to hear several de- 


cibels less than 120 before we 
would be considered hard-of 
hearing. 


Hearing authorities state that 
when we lose 18 to 20 decibels, we 


are hard-of-hearing, although loss 
up to 30 decibels is present in 
Some cases with apparently no 


need for a hearing aid. “When 1!t 
progresses beyond this, under- 
standing the spoken word {s no 
longer possible without the aid of 
an electrical of mechanical de- 
vice, and the individual is de- 
finitely classed as hard of hear- 
ing.”

At that time, there was no 
known cure for acng (pimples), ex- 
cept that patients were told they 
would grow out of it before they 
were 30 and that they should not 
eat candy or pastry. The pimp- 
les came at the age of puberty 12 to 
14 in girls, 14 to 16 in boys) and 
would disappear after girls and 
boys emerged into womanhood and 
manhood.

I have spoken of the various 
methods of treatment—X-ray, vios- 
terol, injection of pituitary extract, 
thyroid extract by mouth and the 
use of vitamin A by mouth or by. 
irjection. 

in epidemic of skin ailments in 
Holland, including a number of 
cases of pimples (blackheads or 
comedones), is reported by Drs. WwW. 
J. Hohmann and G .W. Beening of 
the University of Gronigen. The 
epidemic was first thought to be 
caused by the use of cosmetics; but 
} 13 cases of acne treated, none of 
the patients used cosmetics. These 
physicians thought that the -pat- 
ients had not been receiving en- 
ough vitamin A in thelr food, and 
decided to try vitamin A in foods, 
ointments and other preparations. 
Tie results were Very satisfactory. 
A~ epidemic of comedones (black- 
heads) occurred during the war in 
France, also when vitamin A foods 
Were scarce. 

Some montns ago I mentioned 
the use of vitamin A in acne, as 
reported by seven research work- 
ers. Foods rich in vitamin A are 
cornmeal, bananas, butter, raw caT- 
rots, cheese, eggs, green » lettuce, 
peaches, peas, sweet potatoes, fresh 
prunes, salmon, squash, tomatoes. 


THE TONSILS ARE USEFUL 

No one has been able to tell us 
just what use the appendix ‘5 or 
was to the body, yet no one thinks 
of having the appendix removed 
until it starts to give trouble. 

Some years ago I read of two 
Scottish mining engineers who 
went into a hospital and had the 
appendix removed before they set 
sail for a remote part of Africa. 
This, of course, looked like good 
sense because there is no known 
use for the appendix, and an at- 
tack of appendicitis--hundreds of 
miles from a surgeon--would be @ 
serious, if not fatal, matter. 

On the other hand, there js a 
definite use for tonsils in the body 


teen age. Yet parents think no- 
; thing of haying their child's ton- 
sils removed if they are large, but 
with no sign of infection. 

In “Hygeia,” the health maga- 
zine, Dr. Frank K. Novak, Jr. states 
that the tonsfls are a part of the 
throat’s protection against infec- 
tion. If then, the tonsils are a part 
of the throat’s protection against 
infection, why remove them under 
any circumstances? 

The reason tonsils are removed 
{s that when the tonsils are dis- 
eased (infected), they no longer are 
able to do their special work, which 
{s filtering poisons out of the blood. 
When tonsils are infected, they not 


from the blood but actually are full 
of poisons themselves, which pois- 
ons are carried by the blood to all 
parts of the body. Poison from in- 
fected tonsils is the commonest 
cause of rheumatic fever and ar- 
thritis, and rheumatic fever is the 
commonest cause of heart disease.

An 
enlargement of the tonsils is no 
reason for removing them, unless 
they interfere with breathing. A 
small tonsil, or fragment from a 
tonsil that has been removed, can 
be infected and cause trouble else- 
where in the body. 


“STONES” IN APPENDIX 
CAUSE SYMPTOMS 

Some years ago, surgeons found 
in some cases of appendicitis what 
appeared to be small stones found 
in grapes, and immediately the 
news spread that grapes caused 
appendicitis. This almost put the 
growing of grapes out of business. 

Fortunately, some research 
workers carefully examined these 
supposed. grape stones, and found 
they were made up entirely of 
“dried out” waste material from 
the food---that is, the feces or 
waste of the lower bowel. Since 
that time grapes have been eaten 
without any thought about appen- 
dicitis. 

However, these little seed-like 
pieces of waste matter called faca- 
liths or coproliths can cause dis- 
turbances in the appendix and ac- 
count for many cases of so-called 
chronic appendicitis. | Sometimes 
colic--belleved caused by the pass- 
age of a kidney stone through the 
tube carrying urine to the bladder 
--really js caused by these little 
hardened pieces of waste matter. 

Many years ago, a young physi- 
clan suggested that appendicilis 
was caused by eating “gassy” foods, 
which caused so much gas pressure 
in the lower bowel that it closed 
the opening of the appendix into 
the bowel, waste matter got “drled | 
out” too much and caused these 
hardened “stones” to form. Irrl- 
tation of the Mning of the appendix 
by these stones caused catarrhal 
appendicitis, which often became 
infected, causing pus, and requir- 
ing immediate operation. 

In “Radlology,” Syracuse, N. Y., 
Dr. S.F. Thomas reports the oc- 
currence of these hardened waste 
matter “stones” in six patients be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 56 years, 
In five of these cases the stone or 
stones had caused a thickening of 
the wall of the appendix, as Nature 
tried to prevent the stone from 
breaking through the wall under 
pressure. Dr. Thomas points otf 
that this pressure against the 
thickened wall may be the cause 
of the colicky pain in chronic ap- 
pendicitis. 

The suggestion is that when 
chronic appendicitis {s suspected, 
an X-ray of the abdomen, patient 
lying on his back, should be made

INTERNATIONAL DISC JOCKEY 
If a group of teen agers from 
Mexico found themselyes plunked 
down in the middle of any city in 
Canada or the United States many 
things might seem strange. But not 
the music. That is, if the travelling 
Bobby soxers were Martha Mac- 
Donald fans, 

They'd only smile and say “si, si” 
when an orchestra struck up 
“Bongo, Bongo, Bongo, I don't 
want to leave the congo.” And they 
wouldn't be the tiniest bit puzzled 
by “I’m looking over a four leaf 
clover.” 

The same goes for any group 
of foreign teen-agers who are at 
the other end of Martha MacDon- 
ald’s short-wave broadcasts to 
Mexico, Europe and the far East. 
In those lands, Martha MacDon- 
ald is as much a part of the vocab- 
ulary as Bing Crosby, and Frank 
Sinatra are over here. 

Martha, who {s pert and 21, talks 
to the small fry of other nations in 
a language they can understand-- 
jazz and swing records. She does it 
by way of two weekly broadcasts 
over a Boston radio station. 

The American State Department 
gave back one quarter of the sta- 
tion’s time last year. Martha’s pro- 
grams use part of that time to help 
fill the hole in information activit- 
ies left by the voice of American 
broadcasts. 

It makes Martha the only inter- 
national disc jockey in the United 
States. Her jazz program in French 
is known as “Le Jazz Hot Ameri- 
can.” It's a half hour show during 
which plays all the popular Am- 
erlcan tunes. Between records she 
chats in both English and French 
-- telling her listeners about the 
songs, the orchestra and the vocal- 
ists. 

The broadcasts are beamed first 
of all to French youngsters. But 
they are heard in most other coun= 
tries, and in Latin America and 
even in the far East. Her wide- 
spread audience {fs revealed — by 
thousands of letters she gets in all 
languages. 

Most of the letters are requests 
for names and addresses of Ameri~ 
can teen-agers so that the writers 
can learn more about life in Am- 
erica. Martha is conscientious 
about answering her fan mail..even 
ones in languages she doesn't un- 
derstand, She says there's usually 
someone around who can help ner 
translate them. 

Martha ts particularly well fitted 
for her job as disc jockey. She’s 
a recent graduate of Bryn Mawr 
where she majored in French, the 
second language of her broadcasts. 
And she made rampus radio her 
extra curricular activity.

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KNOW YOUR NYLONS 
Conversation about stockings ac- 
counts for an impressive number of 
woman-hours. Stockings rank con- 
versationally right up with the 
weather,-butter and where can fa- 
ther get a shirt. it: 

It was not always so. There were 
days when we took our hosiery. for 
granted, something we bought 
when we got a run in our last pair 
or used as an excuse for not Hav- 
ing stuck to our budget. But the 
advent of nylon in Canada in 1941 
changed all that. Then we talked 
about the new stockings, discussed 
our experiences with them, and 
decided they were a very good 
thing. When they Were taken away 
from us, we talked about that 
plenty. 

Let us slide quickly over the 
painful time when we talked about 
just stockings, any kind of stock- 
ings we could get, dreaming always 
of the day when nylon stockings 
would be back. Well, they are back 
and we are certainly talking about 
them. If you get bored listening 
to your friends recount in detailed 
triumph how they got their nylon 
stockings, and if you know they 
won't listen once more to your 
story about how you got yours, 
you can still hold your own con- 
versationally if you throw in a 
few interesting facts about them. 
So, here are some of the facts you 
are looking for and some of the 
answers to questions people are 
asking. For good measure, we're 
going to tell you something about 
nylon fabrics, too. 

Nylon yarn !s made in Canada 
at Kingston, Ontario. C-I-L does 
not make stockings or fabrics, but 
makes only the nylon yarn which 
it supplies to the Canadian Textile 
trade. The stockings you buy are 
made by Canadian hosiery mills. 

It was not an easy thing for a 
hoslery mill to switch over from 
the heavy rayon yarns used for 
the past few years to the fine, 
Gossamer nylon yarns women 
want. Complex adjustments have 
to be made to great banks of knit- 
ting machines so that they can 
handle yarn which js less than 
half the size of the rayon yarn 
previously used. 

When you buy your nylon stock- 
ings, you will notice the gauge 
number stamped at the top.’ The 
term “gauge” is used for full-fa- 
shioned hosiery. The gauge num- 
ber refers to the number of need- 
les {in each inch-and-a-half width 
of the needle bar of the machine. 
The greater the number of needles 
per iInch-and-a-half, the closer the

FEEDING AND 


“with good feeding and manage- 
ment many flocks of layers are 
maintsining a@ production of 50 to 
60 per cent a rate which is consid- 
ered quite satisfactory for flocks 
producing cegs for hatching” says 
Prof. C M. Huntsman, Poultry De- 
partment, Ontarlo Agriculture Col- 
lege. 

It does, however, require more 
knowledge and skill for an operator 
to maintain a production of 70 to 
80 per cent. A rate which is highly 
desirable when producing eggs for 
marketing. 

Having ascertained the amount 
of scratch grain and the amount of 
Jaying mash required daily to pro- 
duce eggs at 50 or 60 per cent rate 
and at the same time maintain or 
slightly increase the body weight 
of the birds he encourages the 
birds to eat extra amounts of both 
kinds of feed without changing the 
ratio. 

He may resort to the rise of 

artificial light, the feeding of 
pellets or of moist mash to at- 
tain and maintain maximum con- 
sumption of feed and top-rate 
production of eggs 

He gives the birds fresh supplies 
of feed each day in amounts they 
will clean up without dulling their 
appetites. 

He provides plenty of oyster shell 
grit and water. He does not forget 
to give them warmed water during 
periods of cold weather. 

His management program in- 
cludes attention to details and the 
practice of regularity. Every week 
he culls and sells any non-layers, 
poor layers or broody birds which 
may appear in the flock and then 
makes the necessary reduction in 
the amount of feed. 

He protects the birds from dis- 
ease and parasites by good care, 
prompt action and preventative 
measures. By proper ventilation, he 
guards them against draughts, ex- 
cessive dampness and excessive 
heat. 

He never neglects them for a day 
nor even a half day. He treats 
them as friends and avoids scaring 
them. Their comfort and the de- 
tails which maintain top-rate pro- 
duction are his pleasure. OAC 
News. 

TESTING FARM SEED WORTH 
THE TROUBLE 

The yield and quality of a harv- 
ested crop depends a lot on the 
quality of the seed that is planted. 
The only was to nkow the purity 
vitality, weed seed content and 
sanitation is to test the seed before 
planting. Anyone who feels quall- 
fied can make a test, but first, 
it is necessary to secure a repres- 
entative sample of the lot of seed 
to be tested, says George A. Ellfott, 
Assistant Chief, Seed tavoratory 
Service, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa. 

To find the number of weed 
seeds or other foreign seeds {na lot 
of cereals, take one pound ana 
place !t on a table where there is 
good light and separate the weed 
seeds in the one period to be tested 
and properly name them. If any 
difficulty is found in indentifying 
the weed seeds send those of which 
there {s doubt to the nearest seed 
laboratory of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

All that is required to make a 
germination test is a five-inch 
flower pot or other container of 
similar size. Fill with fine loamy 
soli and plant 100 seeds to a depth 
of two inches, keeping the soil 
sufficiently moist. Mast seeds ger- 
minate well at ordinary room tem- 
perature of about 68 to 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit, but they should not 
be placed too near a stove or rad-

inion Department of Agriculture. 
SEED POTATOES SET RECORD 

IN U.S.A. 

Production of certified seed pota- 
toes in 1947 in the United States 
was the largest on record. Reports 
from certification officials in 31 
states show that a total of 443 
million bushels of certified seed 
were produced. This total is 4 
per cent larger than the previous 
record crop of 42.4 million bushels 
in 1946 and more than twice the 
1936-45 average of 20.3 million bu- 
shels. Most of the increase was in 
the two newer varieties, Chippewa 
and Katahdin.

Agreements for the second year of 
operation are now being entered 
into by the Polish veterans and 
A high percentage of 
these men will continue on their 
originel farms. 

“Fear was expressed a yeat ago 
that the advent of the Polish vet- 
erans would tend to depress wages 
for farm workers. It is the definite 
opinion now that the competition 
of these men with other workers 
has not reduced farm wages, Jt is 
believed that the minimum wage 
set in the agreement had the effect 
in many areas of raising wages of 
farm workers. 

“Relatively few of these workers 
are now engaged at the minimum 
wage of $45 per month and board. 
The current wage varies from $50 
to $60 per month, with a few as 
high as $75 to $90 per month.”

Fixed Ceiling On Wheat Said 


‘Essential To Success of Agreement } 


The view of the Canadian goy- | 
ernment with regard to the wheat | 
talks in Washington was given in 
Ottawa by sources close to the gov- 
ernment. They said that the Gana- 
dian government views a fixed 
ceiling price for wheat as essen- 
tial to the success of an interna- 
tional agreement. 

Such a price would provide sta- 
agricultural prices. 
The government would be prepar- 
ed, however, the officials said, to 
agree to some open market trading 
over and above quotas fixed in the 
agreement. 

Government sources sald the 
agreement was viewed by Canada 


‘as an extension to a world-wide 


scale of the five-year Anglo-Cana- 
dian wheat agreement. 

In the United Kingdom-Cana- 
dian contract, Canada agrees each 
year to set aside a specified quote 
of wheat. This wheat is to be ship- 
ped to the United Kingdom at a 
fixed price, negotiated in advance. 
Any wheat Canada then has to 
sell on the foreign market in addi- 
tion to that quota is sold at prices 
considerably higher than the fixed 
prices. 

The 1947-48 price of best quality 
Canadian wheat to the United 
Kingdom is currently one dollar 
fifty cents per bushel. However, 
the Winnipeg quotation earlier 
this week for the same grade sold 
to countries other than the United 
Kingdom was two dollars sixty 
seven cents per bushel.

There is a good market 
for poultry meat at this time of 
the year, especially in districts 
which attract the tourists. 

True the brooding costs early in 
the season are higher as compared 
to raising chicks later in the year. 
However it is easier to maintain 
uniform brooding temperatures 
during the cooler weather when 
there is less variation from day 
to day. The early chicks are suf- 
ficiently developed by the time 
the nice warm weather arrives to 
take full advantage of the abun- 
dant succulent green grass avail- 
able in the spring, which helps to 
lower the cost of growing the birds. 
If the weather happens to be ex- 
tremely hot during July and Au- 
gust, the early hatched chicks 
can withstand the heat better than 
their younger brothers and sisters. 

The only thing the chick buyer 
must keep in mind is that it takes 
three weeks to hatch a chick. You 
could decide to buy some seed 
grain and probably get delivery 
immediately, but if the eggs are 
not in the incubator you will wait 
three weeks for your chicks. Make 
up your mind to-day when you 
Want your chicks and place your 
order now. Buy your chicks from 
a hatcheryman whose breeding 
stock has been carefully selected, 
pullorum tested, and especialiy 
mated to produce high quality 
chicks. -Be sure not to grder@too

Artificial Insemination Plans 
Doctor J. A. Henderson-- of the 
Ontarlo College of Agriculture-said 
in Ottawa the other day that the 
Ontario Provincial Government 
plans to encourage artificial in- 
semination for cattle. He said the 
government backing will take the 
form of making the service avail- 
able to all farmers in the province. 
Henderson said the province 
would bear one-third of the cost of 
bringing artificial insemination to 
dairy and cattle farms. 

The other two-thirds would be 
contributed by cooperative assoc- 
{ations and to a limited extent by 
private interests. The money wil 
be’ spent on the construction of 
buildings at various points across 
the province and on the purchase 
of well-bred bulls. 

Already a few private firms and 
farmers cooperative associations in 
Canada have been exploiting the 
ten-year-old breeding formula. At 
Kemptville a firm intends to breed 
five thousand Holstein calves in 
the next year by the process. 

In the United States almost two 
million cows will be bred artifically 
in 1948. Henderson pointed out that 


in the States every year. 

Another advantage is that a 
cow from the Windsor area could 
be bred by a bull from the Ottawa 
area without transporting the fe- 
male animal to the male. Hender- 
son said the Ontario Agricultura’

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“Nancy Didn’t Mean To Be Funny, But...

She’s Dancin 


Look, Ma

NEW YORK—(NEA)—"Most of 
the things I do that people laugh 
at weren't meant to be funny,” 
Nancy Walker said. “They started 

out as legitimate mistakes.” 

That sounded a little odd, com- 
ing froma young woman who Is 
generally regarded as the funniest 
actress to hit the New York stage 
since Fannie Brice. But she was 
scarcely the conventional picture 
of comedy’s First Lady of the 
theater as she sat propped up on 
a bed in her hotel room. She 

@..: dressed in plain skirt and 
sweater. Her face was innocent of 
cosmetics. And she gazed seri- 
ously from behind a pair of heavy, 
black-rimmed spectacles. 

“I can’t rehearse—I'm too self- 
conscious. About all a director 
can do is tell me when and where 
to move, so I won't bump into the 
other actors. I never know what 
I'm going to do ‘til opening night. 
Nobody else does. It must be un- 
believable agony for the producer 
and director of a show I'm in.” 

She spoke in a tone of incredu- 
lous dismay. But things aren't as 
bad as the over-modest Miss Wal- 
Ker paints them. After her per- 
formances in “Best Foot Forward,” 
“On the Town” and “Barefoot Boy 
with Cheek,” George Abbott must 
have had a fair idea of what she'd 
come up with on opening night 
when he picked her to star in 
“Look, Ma, I'm Dancin’!,” which 
opened last month. 

A starring part for a 25-year- 
old with only three previous shows 
under her belt is remarkable. It's 
More remarkable when you consid- 
er that Miss Walker isn’t likely 
to challenge any of this year's 
crop of pin-up girls. 

She stands 4 feet 11. Her face, 
as one reviewer ungallantly put 
it, needs only the addition of a 
cigar to make it the perfect por- 
trait of a tired businessman. It is 
a@ face generously endowed with 
nose, mouth and jaw. Her shoul- 
ders are broad, and they fit well 
up around her ears. Her figure 
Tuns to compaciness, and her legs 
to muscle. The ensemble, when set 
in motion on a stage, becomes a 
wonderful comedy asset. 

In “Look, Ma,” Miss Walker 
plays the daughter of a rich Mil 
waukie brewer who finances a 
pallet troupe's cross-country tour 
so she can appear with the com- 
pany. The star studied ballet danc- 
ing a year and a half, and serl- 
ously, to prepare for the part. 
She reasoned she would have to 
know the fundamentals of ballet 
technique before she could bur- 
lesque it.

Her performance drew ecstatic 
reviews in which several of the 
aisle-sitters compared her to the 
matchless Bobby Clark. That Is 
high praise. It’s also apt. To both 
of them, a stage isn’t an open 
space to hurry across to get to 
a microphone. A stage is some- 
thing to move around on. It’s tne 
arena for a style of comedy that 
depends as much on speed, wind 
and muscle as it does on funny 
lines and inflections. 

As young nancy Walker shuffles 
about the stage wearing a dead- 
pan look of monumental disgust, 
or executes a spavined pirouette, 
it is plain to see that she and 
Bobby Clark are graduates of the 
same school. Not at the same time, 
of course, for Bobby is old enough 
to be her father. But if Nancy’s 
training in vaudeville was vicarious 
it was also thorough. 

Miss Walker's father is Dewey 
Barto. Old vaudeville patrons will 
remember him as half of the team 
of Barto and Mann. Nancy started 
touring with the act three weeks 
after she was born {n Philadel- 
phia. At that time a good act could 
work 52 weeks a year, year after 
year. So Nancy was on the road 
most of the time until she was- 14. 

She learned a lot from watching 
performers on the same bills with

Barto and Mann. But she learned 
more from her father. “I guess 
I owe ebout everything to my old 
man,” she said. “But he wasn’t the 
kind to push the business on you. 
Be knew that some day I was 
bound to play comedy, and he 
guided me, without my knowing 
itt 


Among Nancy's more influen- 
tial teachers were Olsen and John- 
son. “My father was with them in 
“Hellsapoppin’,” she explained, 
“and I watched the show every 
night for a year and a half. 2 
learned a lot about timing and how 
to treat an audience from them.” 

She thinks a few of the present 
crop of static, or night club, com- 
ics are “innately funny men,” but 
she’s not too devoted to their type 
of material. She much prefers situ- 
ation comedy to the topical gag 
on the grounds that it wears better, 
is funnier, and more people under- 
stand it. 

She save her greatest admiration 
for the vaudeville-seasoned com- 
edians. Bobby Clark? “I adore 
him.” Olsen and Johnson—Pro- 
fessor Lamberti? “They fracture 
mel” 

And her present job, with tne 
name Nancy Walker above tne 
title on the theater marquee? “I’m 
so in love with this show I can't 
begin. to tell you. I can’t wait to 
get there every day.” 

That may be one reason why 
she keeps “fracturing” her aud- 
fences eight times a week—with 
standees at every performacce.

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Debut of Electric Engraver Speeds 
Pictorial Journalism; Broadens Use of Photo 
Coverage for All Size Newspapers

Hackensack, N, J. — (NEA) — A 
red-hot needle that stabs at a piece 
of plastic 350 times a second js giv- 
ing newspaper readers in northern 
New Jersey today a preview of a 
vital Unk in pictorial journalism. 
The needle and the plastic are 
the production end of a direct pho- 
to-clectric engraving machine 
which provides another electrical 
shortcut in speeding picture cover- 

age of the news to readers. 

Developed after many years of 
experimentation, the electric engra- 
ver {s now in operational newspaper 
use for the first time in a small 
number of newspaper plants in the 
New York metropolitan area, As 
production and availability are in- 
creased, the machine should broa- 
den the use of hewspictures from 
the metropolitan dailies down to 
the small weeklies. 

The machine was developed by 
the Fairchild Camera and Instru- 
ment Corp., of Jamaica, N-Y., mak-

The first public showing of the 
machine was af the Bergen Eve- 
ning Recom, a daily paper in this 
suburban county seat, where it has 
been in operation for several weeks. 
There visiting publishers watched 
pictures become engravings in as 
Uttle as three minutes and 40 sec- 
onds for a one-column cut, and saw 
the engravings printed a few minut- 
es later in a paper that formerly had 
to rely on out-of-town engraving 
facilities for its local pictures. 


While they huddled around the 
Jathe-like apparatus, .a Record 
photographer handed the operator 
a picture of a Hackensack woman 
being honored in a big local home- 
making event. 

“It's for page one—today,” sald 
the photographer. 

The operator clamped the print 
—cropped exactly to the two column 
size in which {t would appear in 
the paper—on one of the machin- 
e's two cylinders. On the other, he 
fastened a shest of plastic, tighten- 
ed it, and threw a switch. 

There was a _ pulsating whine, 
something like a New Jersey mos- 
quito in a power dive, and a faint 
smell of burning plastic as the 
stylus, warmed up to 1200 degrees, 
began its lightning jabs. For a few 
seconds, the operator studied the 
needle through a microscope to ad- 
just the depth of the jabs to the 


water. A waiting copy boy rushed 
it away. 

Down in the Record’s composing 
room, page one was already locked 
up—except for a two column hole 
{n one corner. Printers took the 


plastic cut from the copy boy, moun- 
ted it on a metal base with adhes- 
ive, Page ong was trundled to the 
stereotype rollers for its last stop 
before the presses, 

And a few minutes later, the copy 
boy was back in the room where 
th engraver was whining and bur- 
ning and stabbing out a demonstra- 
tion, This time he had a bundle 
of papers under his arm. 

Over in the left-hand corner of 
page one was the two-column pic- 
ture of the woman that less than 
half an hour before was being 
rushed out of the photographer's 
darkroom. 

Later, an intense little man held 
up the plastic cut and posed for his 
picture. If he looked pleased, he 
had good reason. George Washing- 
ton Jr., whose family developed in- 
stantaneous coffee, 1s the inventor 
largely responsible for the direct 
engraver’s present form. 

Beside him was Donald G. Borg, 
editor of the Record, who feels 
proud at being a sort of “guinea 
pig’ among editors of whom Wash- 
ington’s invention will make possi- 
ble same-day publication of local 
newspictures. 

Others who watched the machin- 
e’> public debut saw far-reaching 
advantages to big papers, too, as 
well as those with no engraving 
plants of their own. They pointed 
out the machine's speed —about 20

g Production of creamery butter in 
Victoria County during January, 
1948, showed a decline of 14,761 
pounds as compared with the same 
month thg previous year. This is 
revealed in the Monthly Dairy Re- 
port issued by the statistics branch 
of the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


During January of this year, 
67,232 pounds of creamery butter 
were produced in this County 


while one year previous total pro- 
duction reached 81,993 Ibs. Cream- 
ery butter production in the eleven 
counties of Central Ontario was 
down from 536,227 lbs, to 488.090 
lbs. during the same months. Only 
County in Central Ontario to show 
an increase was Ontario--wnich 
produced 1.421 lbs. more. 

The production of both creamery 
butter and cheddar cheese in Jan- 
uary showed a decline from the 
same month a year ago all across 
the province. In the case of cream- 
ery butter the production was down 
15.2 percent amounting to 3,063. 
400 pounds in January 1948, as com 
pared with 3,610,900 pounds in Jan- 
uary 1947. Cheddar cheese produc- 
tion was down 45.8 percent amoun- 
ting to 627,300 pounds as against 
967,300 pounds. 

The quantity of whole milk used 
for the production of these pro- 
ducts in January 1948, is estimated 
at 178,739,900 pounds as against 
95,364,700 pounds in January 1947, 


® a@ decrease of 17.4 percent. 


Commercial dairies in Ontario re 
ted their sales of fluid milk in 
ecember at 34,804,900 quarts as 
against 36.953.200 quarts in Decem- 
per 1946, a decrease of 5.8 percent. 
Fluid cream sales in December 
amounted to 1,119,700 quarts, or 12 
percent more than in December: 
of the previous year when cream 
sales totalled 1,106,000 quarts.

Only U.S. Help Can Save 
ritain From Chaos 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 

The British Government has 
served notice on the British people 
that only additional help from the 
United States can save Britain 
from national bankruptcy, whole- 
sale unemployment, and a steadily 
declining standard-of-living. The 
grim survey of Britain’s plight was 
contained in the Government's ec- 
onomic survey for 1948. It shows 
for the first time the full extent 
to which Britain is depending on 
the European recovery program. 


The official document state: 
we quote---- 

“If we are forced by the absence 
of external aid to balance our over- 
seas payments before our reserves 
are exhausted, we shall be obliged 
to make such drastic cuts in our 
dollar and gold purchases as will 
bring wholesale unemployment, 
distress and dislocation of our pro- 
duction, and will delay for years 
the prospect of a decent standard 
of living for our people.” 

The economic white paper dis- 
closed that Britain's financial res- 
erves at the beginning of the year 
were about two billion 720 million 


dollars. 
Without further American aid, 
it said, these reserves would be 


down to about 900 million dollars 
by December 31st, 1948, and would 
disappear altogether in 1949. 

The report  sajd---we 
again--- 

“Our situation {s that without 
further substantial external aid we 
can have no hope of recovering our 
equilibrium or a reasonable stand- 
ard of ijfe within the next few 
years.” 

The British paper 
say: 

“If United States ald is available 
it must on no account be used 
merely to provide us with greater 
ease and comfort. It must be used 
rather to sustain our working 
strength ond efficiency while we 
develop those new sources of sup- 
ply at home, in the sterling areas, 
and elsewhere which will enable us 
to stand on our own feet when the 
period of aid is finished.” 

The British paper estimated 450- 
thousand would be unemployed at 
the end of the year as compared 
with 350-thousand In January.

Meeting in regular session 
Wednesday night the school trus- 
tees felt that this would be im- 
possible. At the special meeting 
Council a letter was read from Ed- 
ucation Board secretary John R. 
Wilford outlining reasons for their 
inability to cut their estimates. 

ong other things the letter stat- 

that the Board had pared esti- 
mates by $5,864 before passing 
them on to Council as it was. Three 
additional employees had been 
hired, the secretary pointed out 
in his letter, and this coupled with 
fairly extensive essential improve- 
‘nents were given as reasons for 
the inability to make further sac- 
rifices. The additional employees 
included an assistant caretaker, an 
extra teacher and an additional 
stenographer. The secretary also 
noted that the L.C.I. budget was 
down $2,500 from 1947 and that 
much of the essential expenditures 
were being made to public school 
equipment. 

Coun7il accepted the regrets of 
the Board of Education at being 
unable to comply with their request 
without comment, The by-law was 
passed and Mayor Chas. Lamb sald 
he thought the meeting might be 
recorded as the shortest one in 
Council's life.

British Briefs 


DECEMBER BEST MONTH YET 

FOR BRITAIN’S EXPORTS 

Mr. Harold Wilson, President of 
the Board of Trade, announced 
this week that provincial figures 
for December showed the daily 
trate of exports to be higher in val- 
ue than any other month since 
the end of the war, and about the 
highest for a quarter of a century. 
Exports in the month were nearly 
20 per cent higher in volume than 
in 1938, that is, they are now half- 
way to the mid-1948-target of a 
40 per cent increase. Mr. Wilson 
added a warning, however, that 
imports had increased greatly in 
Price and that December, despite

Well, a great many Ivan Ivan- 
offs don't think about those events 
at all. They are too busy trying to 
scrounge for a living, But those 
ordinary Russians) who do form 
opinions about foreign affairs have 
to form them on the basis of an 
entirely different set of informa- 
tion from ours. 

The Russians get only one side 
of the story. The Communist side. 
Moreover, the Communist side 1s 
not presented to the Russians 
themselves in the same way that 
the Western Communists present 
it. 

The Russian people and the in- 
habitants of the satellite countries 
are given a ‘far more grim picture 
of the world situation. 

And the Russian papers «t home 
and the Moscow broadcasts to the 
satellite countries and the Europ- 
ean countries marked for the fu- 
ture Communist penetraticn are 
filled with a picture of the Unitea 
States that goes to the extreme of 
viciousness. 

These home Russian papers and 
Moscow Broadcasts paint the pic- 
ture of a world already divided in- 
to two spheres, of a developing 
conflict as total and Ruthless as 
that between Rome and the Cart- 
hage in the ancient world. 

It takes no imagination to real- 
ize that the Russians paint them- 
selves as the modern Rome the 
United States as the modern cart- 
hage. 

How Is this vast Soviet campaign 
of vituperation actually carried 
out? What are some of the bitter 
themes that chase each other 
across the torrents of words that 
pour like an endless fugue from the 
great Soviet propaganda mills? 

Here are some recent examples--

by a higher-court. The preliminary 
inquiry proceeded with W. J. Ar- 
thur Fair, of Peterborough, acting 
for the five accused. 

Steve Wasylkiw, manager of 

Sent Hotel since the end of 
Govemver, 1947, testified that about 
9.40 on the night of the incident 
(January 31st) one of his waiters 
told him there was trouble in the 
washroom. Wasylkiw, who was in 
the tap room at the time, stated 
that on going to the washroom-he 
saw a man with his face covered in 
blood with Lionel Tracey standing 
in front of him. After some persu- 
asion he stated the men were fin- 
ally taken out of the washroom-- 
but minutes later a big fellow, the 
court dubbed as Mr. Peterborough 
or Mr. “X”, grabbed Lionel Tracey 
around ‘the neck. 


Some’ other fellow, which he 
uldn't identify then got the 
& ‘&” down, the manager testi- 
fied. “I then put the bar down 
and the fight broke-out all over 
the place.”

Toronto, March 8--(BUP)-- Dr. 
John M. Swomley of New» York, 
one of the leading pacifists in the 
United States has criticized the 
Christian Church for its failure to 
condemn war as contrary to the 
fundamental tenets of the Christ- 
jan faith. 

Dr. Swomley spoke in a forum 
discussion at Toronto Bathurst 
Street United Church last night. 

He said that according to the 
Christian belief a man’s first duty 
ls to God. And he added--“A man 
may not give his first duty to God 
if he is in the army since he must 
first obey the orders of his super- 
iors.” 

Dr. Swomley also criticized the 
Christian Church for not once rais- 
ing a question on the bombing of 
Hiroshima. He maintained that 
killing of innocent people was not 
an attribute of the love for all men 
as called by Christ's law. 

Says the U-S pacifist--"So long 
as the church makes a fetish of 
condemning thieves, drunkards 
and prostitutes and a host of oth- 
ers and Goesn’t condemn the one 
thing--war-- that includes all of 
these crimes, the church is ration- 
aliging and approving war.”

The President's Address 

The President, Mr. T. H. Stinson, 
K.C,, then addressed the meeting as 
follows: 
Ladies and Gentlemen:— 

This is the fifty-second annual 
general meeting of the Shareholders 


of The Victoria Trust and Savings 
Company. Fifty-two years is a long 
time in the life of man and usually 
in that time, in the life of any man 
he has many ups and downs but 
strange to say, that in the life of 
this Company, it has shown some 


progress “upward” in» every one of 
those years in some department of 
its business. It {s very gratifying to 
me to-day to be able to say once 
again that the year 1947 has been 
a year of sound progress in the 
affairs of the Company and the 
statement presented to you to-day 
is one of the best in the history of 
the Company. 

We meet to-day with our General 
Manager, Mr, Geo. A. Weeks, absent 
through illness but I am glad to be 
able to tell you that he is improving 
and I know it is the wish of 2very 
person present that he will soon be 
back with us and enjoying good 


health, Although he is absent from 
this meeting you are going to hear 
from him as he has sent a written 
Message to you in which he has 
analyzed the balance sheet In a very 
comprehensive manner and conse- 
quently I do not intend to go into 
the balance sheet with you. I say it 
fs a good balance sheet and on: 
that your Directors are very proud 
of and is one that will meet with 
your approval. 

We meet to-day realizing that 
world conditions in many parts of 
the globe are in a sorry plight. 
Life in many countries is unstable 
and uncertain — industry is dis- 


organized for lack of materials and 
fuel and the food supply is inade- 
quate. Unless help {s made available 
we must face the possibility of a 
collapse which would affect all the 
world, This brings Canada into the 
picture. We have a great country 
producing primary and manufac- 
tured goods which Europe needs, 
Our exports to Europe in 1946 
amounted to $932 millions. In the 
past few years we haye provided 
over two billion dollars worth of 
aid to Europe in the form of loans, 
credits and gifts. However, what has 
been done by Canada and other 
nations has not been enough. Plans 


are under way which it is hoped 
will in the course of a few years 
permanently restore European eco- 
nomic health, 

The most encouraging sign of a 
permanent solution arises out of the 
Marshall Plan. Considering our 
high degree of dependence on ex- 
ports, especially to- the United 
Kingdom and continental Europe, 
it is plain that the rehabilitation of 
Europe is a matter vital to this 
country. However, the needs are so 
great and the problem so vast that 
only the United States can under- 
take measures sufficiently compre- 
hensiye to provide any hope of 


success. The Marshall Plan is an 
admission that nations are inter- 
dependent and that North America 
cannot prosper indefinitely while 
millions outside its borders are 
going hungry. Our part in the 
Marshall plan will largely be in 
helping to furnish food — textiles, 
machinery and supplies to nations 
wrecked by the war. This will mean 


less goods for oreacives but if the 


materials we supply under the 
Marshall plan are paid for in U.S, 
dollars our present financial diffi- 
culties will be to that extent 
relieved. y

 There’s a new book on the mar- 
Ket to-day which is of Special in- 


terest to a widely known Lindsay 
man. He is Mr. D. P. Shier Bond 
St, and the reason he is so inter- 
ested is because he spent 35 years 
of his life in the Algonquin Park 
area while it was being pionesred 

Mr. Shier was employed during 
that time as a lumber grader by 
his uncle, J. D. Shier, a prominent 
lumberman of his time. The busi- 
ness he established at Bracebridge 
is still carried on by his two sons 
A. R. and M. D. Shier, who oper- 
ate a planing mill there now. 

Reference is made to the Shier 
lumber firm in the book “Algon- 
quin Story” written by Audrey 
Saunders as snatches of remines- 
cence by gnarled old lumbermen, 
Vivid little sketches of wild life 
episodes; intimate anecdotes of 
Canada's great and humble are 
unfolded in the unusual story. 

Quoting from the story’s refer- 
ence to the Shier lumber interests 
we read: “About the year 1900, the 
lumber firm of J, D. Shier of 
Bracebridge was cutting in the 
Ragged Lake section of the Park. 
Their Operations extended down 
into Porcuping Lake, just outside 
the southern houndaries, but all 
their logs came through the Park 
on their way to the Muskoka mill, 
by way of the Oxtongue River. All 
along this route the company’s 
employees had constructed a great 
series of slides and dams, some of 
which have been maintained or re- 
built until the present time. The 
dam now standing at the outlet of 
Ragged Lake is built on the orig- 
inal Shier site, but all signs of 
some of their improvements have 
been lost altogether. Only if you 
search with special care, will you 
see the remnants of the enormous 
timber chute that formerly carried 
the logs down the long incline be- 
tween Porcupine and Ragged 
Lakes.” 

“When the project was comple- 
ted. it was regarded as quite an 
engineering feat. On Porcupine 
Lake a dam had been built to con- 
trol the flow of water, and the 
chute itself was 1914 feet long. To- 
gether they had cost in the ne’- 
borhood of $5,200 to build.” 

And so the story goes on to re- 
late how, when the project was 
completed, J. D, Shier was on hand 
for the try-out and of how disas- 
ter marred the occasion. One man, 
Louis the flag man, thought it 
would be fun to ride down the 
chute on the head of water which 
would follow the flooding of it. 
He didn't reckon on the force of 
it and was plunged to his death 
by the gush of water which rushed 
him irresistibly into the pothole at 
the bottom of the chute. 

These and other anecdotes of in- 
terest to many in this région gO 
to make up the “Algonquin Story.” 


Some Favor, 
Some Oppose 
School Change 


“If we don’t enter this high 
school area the parents are going 
to send their children to better 
schools anyway,” stated Reeve 
Stanley J. Dix, of Mariposa, during 
an Edltcation Committee meeting 
at County Council Tuesday. 

A member of the Victoria Coun- 
ty Consultative Committee, Mr. 
Dix pointed out the difficultuies 
encountered at the Little Britain 
Continuation School. “If the pup- 
ils come to Lindsay all the teach- 
ers will be qualified........ you can’t 
expect one teacher in a continua- 
tion school to hold nine certifi- 
cates.” 

Mr. Dix gave credit to the work 
done by Continuation Schools. 
“They are one of the best things 
ever inaugurated in Ontario. 
but we've outgrown them. 
Continuation Scnools have servea 
their purpose.” He thought that if 
some people decide to hold the con- 
tinuation schools they might bite off 
more than they can chew. 1 
wouldn't talk this strong back 
home, said‘ Mr. Dix, “because the 
people would say I was trying to 
sell it to them.” 

Reeve James Butler of Eldon in- 
formed that already some pupils 
are going 29 miles from Bolsover 
to Lindsay---while others pass up 
Woodville to go to L.C.1. “Parents 
say that pupils receive a much 
better education In Lindsay.” Mr. 
Butler thought that open roads and 
heated buses were two reasons why 
pupils Jo not mind the longer trips 
for a better education. 

County Clerk F.L. Weldon stated 
“Buses seem to attract pupils who 
otherwise wouldn't be going to 
school.” Mr. Weldon pointed out 
that some centres haye had to turn 
down pupils from outside the 
municipality. “Lindsay Colegiats 
‘s already crowded but the Board 
of Education is not considering 
barring rural pupils.” 

Reeve C. Read, of Bobcaygeon, 
explained the situation in his yill- 
age. He was of the opinion that one 
of the reason’s the pupils in that 
area did not attend the 'Caygeon

Snow Hedges Cheaper 
And More Effective 
Than Snow Fences 


Snow hedges are given the pre- 
ference for long-term road protec- 
tion against snow over snow fences. 
The Dept. of Lands and Forests, 
Lindsay, says in a release to-day 
that not only are they more effi- 
cient but they are more economic- 
al. 

The department points out that 
ratepayers are insisting that roads 
be kept open for motor traffic 
during jhe winter, and this entails 
large expenditures of money for 
snow fences and snow plowing. It 
also notes the problem farmers 
have in keeping their lanes open in 
order that they may use the roads. 
“A great deal of labour is expend- 
ed in digging out lanes, and often 
the farmer is forced to leave his car 
at the end of the lane or at a 
corner along the road,” further 
comments the department. 

“Snow hedges of evergreens or 
belts of trees appear to be the ans- 
wer to the problem," department 
officials state, adding, “They will 
do a much more efficient job and 
over a period of years will be much 
more economical than snow 
fences.” 

The departmental report claims 
that “a hedge of the same height 
will be as effective as a snow fence, 
and when higher (5 to 10 feet) will 
be much better because it will not 
be covered and become useless as 
snow fences often are in seasons of 
‘eavy snowfall and bad storms.” 

Estimated life of the snow hedge 
or windbreak is from 50 to 75 years, 
vhile it is believed that snow fenc- 
es will require replacement in 15 
years. In addition the department 
points out that the cost of erecting 
and dismantling the snow fence 
will be saved each year,

THE DEMOCRATIC WAY TO DECIDE THINGS — 

The ratepayers of Orillia have just decided a very 
important matter at the polls. They have voted 1250 
to 62 in favor of construction of an $850,000 addition 
to their ever expanding power generating equipment.

SHELVING MARGARINE — 

Last week in the Commons the question was 
asked whether the Geneva Agreement permitted the 
importation of margarine into Canada, Mr. St. Laurent 
who replied said that, 

“Should it be found that the Geneva Agreement 
or the one substituted for it by the Havana conference 
does require this section (the ban on margarine) to be 
repealed or amended, the repeal or amendment can 
only be made by parliament . . . There is nothing to 
prevent making duties or taxes as high as may be 
proper to leave the dairy industry completely undis- 
turbed.” 

Mr. St, Laurent was not merely fobbing off the ques- 
tioner; he was trying to shelve the issue; he was 
perhaps indicating Government policy. 

If it is the Government's policy to leave the dairy 
industry “completely undisturbed” in its monopoly, it 
is kowtowing shamefully to a hard group of dairy mag- 
nates and special agricultural lobbyists. It is treating 
the people despicably, scornfully spurning their wishes 
and neglecting their needs. Children used to race 
home from school and pounce into the kitchen for 
several hunks of bread and butter. Now the wife of a 
small wage-earner with three children must refuse this 
after-school nourishment. She cannot afford to be 
liberal with butter costing seventy cents a pound. She 
could, however, afford to give them margarine which 
is as nutritive as butter. 

Is the Government going to play coward by al- 
lowing the ban on margarine to continue at such great 
cost to every household in this country? The ban is 
morally indefensible, wrong in principle and economi{- 
cally unjustified. The Government must not shabbily 
refuse to act merely because the dairy industry is a 
better organized group than the consumers. The Goy- 
ernment must heed the people.—Wxaminer.

Washington ts 
likely to) bring an extension of the 
Canada-United Kingdom Wheat

es the ‘World Wheat Agreement 
will bring about in the U-K con- 
tracts with Canada. 

A conference of British and Can- 
Adan wheat experts is expected to 
Atnrt in- Ottawa this week to dis- 
cuss possible modifications to the 
present wheat contract. 
© Goverment sources said in Ot- 
tawa that they did not. think the

Canada---through the Goyern- 
ment--- plans to spend just fifteen 
million dollars short of two billion 
(billion) dollars in the fiscal year 
1948-49 beginning April first. 

The exact figure, which is of 
course subject to Parliamentary 
approval, is one billion, 985-million, 
146-thousand and sixty dollars, 
That js a decrease of some 131-mil- 
ions from the estimates of the cur- 
rent fiscal year which ends March 
31st. 

Principal decreases in the es- 
timates are for the Departments 
of Veterans Affairs, Reconstruction 
Finance, External Affalrs and Ag- 
riculture. Principal increases: are 
for the Departments of Mines, and 
Resources, Health and Welfare, 
Revenue, Public Works, and Trans- 
port, and for Goyernment-owned 
enterprises. 

In a press statement accompany- 
ing the tabling of the estimates in 
the Commons, Finance Minister 
D.C. Abbott said the Government 
is, “curtailing its expenditures sey- 
erely at this time, notwithstanding 
increases in the cost of goods and 
services it pays for, because of the; 
need to hold in check the infla- 
tionary pressure of total expendi- 
tures, noth private and public.” 

Abbott said the Government par- 
ticularly was curtailing expendi- 
ture on capital goods that would 
involve further depletion of Am- 
erican dollar reserves. (BUP)

You will notice that the amount 
of real estate held for sale amounts

A further beneficial change {5s 
that of recent years the Company 
have been accepting mortgages on 
the basis of quarterly or monthly 
payments with a higher principal 
return than was the policy some 
years ago. This has resulted in a 
larger annual turnover in the 
mortgage account, 

A few weeks ago I totalled the 
present outstanding principal of 
the mortgages contained in two 
ledgers, and I also made a total of 
the original amount loaned on these 
mortgages. The present amount 
outstanding represented approxi - 
mately two-thirds only of the 
original amount loaned. As the 
mortgagee were made on the basis 
of loaning approximately 50%of the- 
value of the property, the amount 
for these loans represents now only 
approximately 33%of the property 
values. 

Last year in discussing our mort- 
gage investment I told you it re- 
pres2nted 45% of our total invest- 
ments and that our high liquidity 
would justify a slightly larger per- 
centage in mortgages. During 1947, 
we did increase our total mortgage 
holdings by $1,370,000, which is a 
very sizable increase, but by reason 
of the large growth in total assets 
the percentage increase is only 
about one per cent and our liquidity 
still remains very high. 

As I mentioned earlier, $1,140,000 
was paid off mortgages during the 
year, and this amount added to the 
increase in mortgage investment 
means that in round figures the 
Directors had the responsibility of 
investing two and one-half million 
dollars in mortgages. I think it 
would be fair to estimate that ap- 
proximately as many applications 
were declined as were accepted; 
every one of which had to be con- 
sidered and investigated, 

Securities and Accrued Interest 

By adding together the totals 
‘under this heading in Capital and 
Guaranteed Account you will arrive 


jat a grand total of $5,588,361, an 


increase from last year of $400,000.

FOR SMART SLACKS 


If you like slacks here 2re a few 
ideas to keep them fresh and clean. 
There is nothing worse than slop- 
py and unpressed slacks. Siacks 
made of rayon should be ironed on 
the wrong side to prevent a chine. 
Turn slacks inside out. First iron 
all pockets. Then put top of slacks 
over end of board, and iron waist- 
band and seams, pressing them 
flat as you go. Iron seat arza and 
the part of the legs that is on the 
board. Now, iron the legs (still fn- 
side out). Put them one at a time, 
flat on the ironing board, and iron 
both sides thoroughly dry. Press 
the seatns flat as you go. Avoid 
putting in the crease. You put it in 
after you have turned the slacks 
right side out. Now turn the slacks 
right side out. It probably will be 
necessary to touch up the top, over 
the end of the ironing board. When 
this has been done, match the legs 
to the crotch. Be sure to matcn 
the seams at the crotch also, for 
this is the secret of straight creases 
Now using your pressing cloth, 
press sharp creases. First press the 
inside of the legs, then the outside. 
Place the two legs together, ana 
press again. To iron shorts, turn 
them inside out and iron the pock- 
ets dry, so they won't bunch ana 
make an ugly shine on the right 
side. Then slip the shorts over tne 
end of the board. Iron the walst- 
band and pookets thoroughly dry 
before going on to the legs. When 
you have froned the legs, turn the 
shorts right side out. Match the 
leg seams evenly, and fron first the 
inside, then the outside of each 
leg, making your creases; then 
place the two legs together, and 
fron again making front and back 
creases sharply.

BRITAIN’S TASTE TESTER 

Across the Atlantic a red-haired 
British housewife is devoting her 
lime to solving food problems that 
don’t occur in our country. She 
does the menu experimenting for 
British housewives. They can’t af- 
ford to take chances with their own 
slim weekly rations. 

Mrs. Doreen Waskett is chief re- 
cipe inventor for the Ministry of 
Food. With her staff of six women 
She tries out recipes in a laboratory 
kitchen in London's west end. 

Literally, Doreen “knows what's 
cooking” three months ahead of 
the rest of Britain. She must plan 
her menus far ahead to include on- 
ly ingredients that will be available 
in every part of the country at the 
same time. If a single ingredient is 
short in any region, the recipe is 
discarded. 

The recipes that come out of this 
experimental kitchen are printed 
in Britain’s daily newspapers and 
in special pamphlets published by 
the Ministry of Food. If the recipe 
works out well, it may mean a wel- 
come new meal served to 12 million 
British families. 

Just imagine the problem of a 
British housewife who has to keep 
mealtime interesting when she's 
limited to 20 cents worth of meat 
a week..cight ounces of fats....two 
ounces of cheese..and about one egg 
per person. Besides running out of 
ideas, she can't afford to experi- 
ment with a new idea that might 
not turn out well and would ruin 
some of the precious rationed 
foods. 

So housewives watch for the pre- 
tested recipes put out by Doreen 


; Waskett. And she says the job isn’t 
easy. For instance, there was the 
peared with a special plum pudding 
calling for eight ounces of grated 
Taw potato. On that very day po- 
tato rationing was announced. 

“We got out a ‘stop press’ alter- 
native right away,” Doreen says, 
“using soaked andd squeezed bread 
crusts instead of potato.” 

Actually, the recipes are triple- 


able to British housewives. They’- 
te made available to British house- 


ives, They're cooked in each of | 


three kitchens--alike except that 
one kitchen is equipped with an 
electric stove, another with gas, 
and a third with oil. After each 
Separate cooking the dish is served 
to a “tasting panel.” 

If the tasters don’t like it--the 
Tecipe is thrown out. 

The head of this valuable service 
says most of her recipes go through 
a great deal of trial and error. “If 
I want !o use rice, she says, “and 
I find it's scarce.in some parts of 
the country, then I must -find a 
substitute.” Barley often is used for 
rice in Doreen’s recipes. 

Many a weary housewife writes 
to Doreen directly for special re- 
cipes. She may have received a gift 
food package from friends abroad, 
and want the best advice on how to 
Make it stretch. Others send in 
j their own suggestions to add “a 
pinch of this, or a spoonful of that 
to make a plain dish interesting.

The men can’t prove they are 
better drivers than women. In fact, 
@ man named R.C. Salisbury can 
prove that ‘women drivers have 
fewer accidents than men. 

Salisbury is safety director of the 
Wisconsin Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment. He has figures to show that 
the ratio of accidents to mileage 
driven is smaller for women drivers 
than for men. 

Eowever, Salisbury believes it 
would be unfair to say women are 
better drivers than men, The men, 
he says, do tougher driving and 
therefore run more risk of haying 
an accident. For example --- men 
undergo more strain driving 
through downtown traffic or on 
the highway than women do in 
driving to bridge clubs or taking 
the children to school. 

According. to the safety expert, 
the reason women drivers have 
fewer accidents is that they defin- 
itely are more cautious than men. 
And Salisbury wishes men drivers 
would develop some of that cau- 
tion instead of --- he puts it --- 
“picking on women for going to 
slow.” 

Although he champions women 
drivers, Salisbury believes their 
driving veeds improvement. 

Their main trouble, he says is 
that they take advantage of chiyal- 
ry. Th2y expect men drivers to 
yleld the right-of-way. And they 
don’t bother to put out their hand 
when they intend to stop or turn a 
corner, He says a woman seems to 
figure that the man driving the can! 
behind will be a gentleman and 
slow down. 

As Salisbury puts it, “When wo- 
men drive cars, they have to get 
over the idea that they are to be 
favored or humored.” 

Here are some of his suggestions 
for improving women’s driving:

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EDITORIALS 


A RECORD BREAKER — 

Canadians have just emerged from a year in 
which employment was at an all time high according 
to the Monthly Commercial Letter of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce. It is interesting to reflect on some 
of the information contained in this very valuable 
bulletin. 

Concerning Employment and Payrolls in 1947 
the Commercial Letter writes: 

“The employment record of the past year was the 
best in this country’s history. The upward trend which 

_ began early in 1946 accelerated rapidly in the spring of 
* 1947 and by October the number of persons employed 
jn industry and trade had reached an all-time high. 
There was a steady tightening in the labour market

from the late spring on, and by mid-August a condition 
‘of practically full employment of the entire labour 
force (98.6 per cent.) was reached. From February on 
. unfilled vacancies rose as unplaced applicants declined, 
“until September when the former were more than 
double the latter. After the middle of September there 
was a seasonal decline in unfilled vacancies which 
gained headway by the close of the year when the pre- 
yious position was reversed and unplaced applicants 
outnumbered unfilled vacancies three to one (185,000 
to 44,000). Nevertheless, the year ended with employ- 
ment at a higher level than at the same date in any 
There were only two major strikes 
those effecting the coal mines 
- and packing houses, and the total time lost through 
* labour disputes was only about half that in 1946. With 
demand in many lines greatly in excess of full produc- 
tion, seasonal fluctuations were less marked than is 
normal. Labour turnover was high, a not unusual con- 
dition in periods of full employment, but a greater 
degree of stability was apparent toward the close of 
the year.” 

The last sentence is probably the most significant 
of the whole commentary. It would seem to indicate 
that economic conditions in Canada are beginning to 
to level out and that some degree of normality is re- 
turning. While no one hopes for a depression, some 
slight recession, sufficient to stabilize our whole eco- 
nomic set-up might be a healthier trend than a 
continuation of inflationary activity which creates 
among other things an unsettled employment situation 
and general uneasiness among the public. 


FIRE FIGHTING IN SMALL CENTRES 
PRESENTS REAL PROBLEM — 

A Norland, Ontario, ladies’ organization at a re- 
cent meeting has taken the initiative on a matter of 
great importance to all small communities. It concerns 
fire protection and in the case of Norland the organiza- 
tion says it feels the village's present fire fighting 
‘equipment is inadequate. : 
i There are probably thousands of other commun- 
ities of like size in Ontario which are virtually unpro- 
tected if fire should occur. It is only necessary to 
turn to the columns of any daily newspaper to realize 
just how serious this problem is in isolated villages 
and rural communities, That some study should be 
directed toward finding a solution to it is very evident. 
The Norland organization is to be commended and en- 
couraged in its efforts to seek ways and means of 
lessening the danger presented if fire should break out. 
Its leadership in this connection might profitably be 
followed in every district faced with a lack of adequate 
fire fighting equipment. 

It would appear reasonable to assume in tackl- 
ing the problem that a solution can be reached. It may 
‘be that a number of communities in a given area could 
co-operate in providing themselves with reasonably 
effective fire protection, How this could be satisfac- 
torily worked out depends on a number of factors and 
could best be determined by those directly inyolved. 

However, the important thing is that a start be 
made. Fire is a very costly hazard from the standpoint 
of loss in property and life to say nothing of its 
attendant inconvenience. No effort should be spared 
to keep its advent and scope as limited as humanly 
possible.

FOLLOW JURY’S RECOMMENDATIONS:— 


It’s common practice with coroner’s juries to bring in 
one or more recommendations along with their verdict 
in the case of accidental deaths. The objective in doing 
this is to. try and help prevent a recurrence of some of 
these very sad and oftimes preventable tragedies. 

While it is quite possible that some of these recom- 
mendations might be impracticable to apply, no doubt 
there are many which would be both practicable and 
advisable. Whichever the case might turn out to be the 
wisdom of examining all suggestions for improving safety 
standards is not to be overlooked. 

If the recommendations and suggestions which are 
brought out as a result of a coroner’s inquest are com- . 
pletely disregarded then the time spent in holding it is 
ill-spent indeed. Just simply reviewing the facts of how 
a person or persons came by their death is not enough. 
Such a recital of evidence serves no useful purpose un- 
less some lesson is learned therefrom. 

All life is a series of experiences and it is on past 
experiences that future experiences hinge to a great ex- 
tent. If a disaster overtakes one of our number then it is 
the responsibility of those remaining to seek out the 
reason and try and prevent a recurrence. 

Life is too precious to risk it unnecessarily by ignor- 
ing the experiences of the past wherein dangerous prac- 
tices of living and working. have been exposed. 


DEATH ON OUR ROADS — 

Death has struck again on our roads! A tragic 
ending to an evening of pleasure occurred early 
Saturday as six men made their way back to their 
homes in Peterboro after attending a hockey game 
at Lindsay. One man was killed outright and five were 
injured as their car plowed into a freight train. Like

TRAVEL FORECAST — 

With the tourist season only a few months away, 
trayel agencies, summer hotel and tourist resort 
operators in Canada are giving considerable thought 
to what the future holds in store for them. In the past 
much of their business has come from visitors from the — 
United States. In this regard there has been some ap- 
prehension that the Dominion’s economic program 
might have an adverse effect. 

That the situation is not as dark as it appears on 
the surface, if proper methods are adopted, is indicated _ 
by a survey conducted by The New York Times which 
sought the answers to two basic questions: “Why do 
Americans want to go abroad?” and What do these 
Americans expect from their foreign hosts?” 

The survey indicated that in 1948 and in the 
following years, the American travel pattern will 
change considerably compared with the pre-war 
period. That Americans will be open to foreign travel 

suggestions as they never were before, and that Ameri- 
cans plan their foreign travel long in advance. 

Before the war most Americans travelled abroad

greatest respect on the part of motorists. 

All railway crossings are plainly marked several 
hundred feet back and there is only one way to cross 
them safely — by first making sure there are no trains 
in sight. Approach railway crossing with care, observe 
them with care and you will probably never be the 
victim of a crossing accident.

Thirty- 
one years old, he has guided “dude” 
anglers and hunters since his ‘teens 
He gets paid to chase a puck when 
pucks are in season, and to fish 
when they aren't. 


Percy, his Dad and his four bro- 
thers, are guides at “the biggest 
fishing resort in Ontario” near the 
famous tourist town of Bobcaygeon 
100 miles east of Toronto. 

The Nichols are among 32 ritides 
who pull-away from the floats at 
Bobcaygeon every morning with 
anglers wha seek—and find— 
mighty muskies, battling bass and 
plentiful pickerel. 


“To prove how good the fish- 
ing is back home, Joe Pflueger, of. 
fishing tackle fame, has developed 
most of his eastern lures on our 
lakes, and his tackle works bes: 
there. 

“Judge Reiber of Butler, Pa., fish- 
ed those lakes for 50 years, and 
brought his son each summer as 
soon as he was old enough. The 
judge passed on this summer, after 
being stricken while fishing, the 
way he always wanted to go.” 

Percy has caught a 29 1-2 pound 
muskellunge one of the biggest ever 
taken taken there, and says few 
anglers visit his paradise without 
taking fish. 

Sturgeon and Pigeon Lakes are 
holding their own against heavy 


fishing, in spite of no limit on 
guides, who do some of their own 
restocking by means of natural 
propagation in a damned-off creek 
they maintain. Muskies and bass 
are netted there, transported to 
the lake. 

The muskie is their most coveted 
fish, averaging over 10 pounds, and 
a real scrapper. He takes the plug 
or spoon with a smash and leap, | 
then sulks and leaps again, often 
requiring close to two hours to sup- 
due on a good steel casting rou.

DAMAGE DONE BY NOISE 
TO MIND AND BODY 

I write often about the damage 
done to us by noise because the 
great majority of us do not realize 
how great is the mental and physi- 
cal damage done to us by the great 
volume of necessary and unneces- 
sary noise about us. 

‘As mentioned before, Nature pro- 
vided us with two keen cars &0 
that we could hear even the slight- 
est sounds and prepare our mind 
and body to meet or avoid the 
danger which noise so often meant 
to early man. 

In the “Mexican Medical Jour- 
nal", Dr. S. Ramirez Moreno states 
that noise causes physiologic and 
even organic disorders of various 
degrees. It produces mental fatigue 
and abnormal emotional reactions. 

Continuous noise in factories, in 
working centers and In agricultural 
fields lessens physical ability, div- 
erts attention, and {s the cause of 
accidents in work. 

Noise of any intensity prevents 
concentration of professional per- 
sons working with the mind and 
causes a definite amount of mental 
changes. 

“Noise from macnines and from 
similar noisy systems should be 
controlled by the use of proper de- 
vices so as to obtain a greater pro- 
duction and better quality of work 
and also in ord-r to protect the 
worker against functional, organic

In “Rocky Mountain Medical 
Journal,” Dr. Lewis J. Moorman 
states that the most urgent need 
of our civilization is a- family doc- 
tor who can see the human organ- 
ism as a composite or complete 
whole and deal with it physically 
and psychologically, according to 
its individual needs. 

The rapid developement of ad- 
vanced scientific methods of diag- 
nosing and treating all the differ- 
ent ailments has pushed aside the 
time-honored relationship between

Despite the fact that about 80 
per cent of the people who call 
for a doctor will recover without 
his aid, they would have a poor 
time from the mental and emo- 
tional standpoint without the ad- 
vice of a wise doctor.

“Such a heart 1s normal, Its pos- 
sessor should be encouraged to do 
anything he wishes, and should be 
told firmly that his heart ts free of 
disease.” 

A heart examination by the tam- 
ily doctor will show if the heart 1s 
normal. If {t is not, he will refer 
you to a keart specialist.

The main cause is in the new 
hearing aids, which aids have been 
deyeloped by the help of ear -pe- 
cialists, and the use of the auao- 
meter which enables the ear spe- 
cialist to tell the exact amount and 
kind of hearing abillty present. 
Just as the eye specialist can pres- 
cribe the type of seeing loss pres- 
ent, so can the proper type of hear- 
ing aid be prescribed for the hard 
of hearing. Because the proper type 
of hearing ald oan be prescribed 
for the majority of the haid-of- 


hearing individuals do not need a. 
hearing aid, 

With the first sign of loss of 
hearing, they should consult their 
family physiclan who, if unable to 
locate the cause of the loss of hear- 
ing, will refer them to an ear spe- 
clalist. The family physician may 
find that some common condition 
may be interfering with hearing 
and may be able to remove er cor- 
rect the condition. 

Thus, wax packed against the 
outer side of the eardrum is a com- 
mon cause of hard of hearing. By 
putting in the outer ear a few 
drops of peroxide of hydrogen, 
leaying it in for a few minutes 
with the patient's head resting on 
the opposite side, then with a pow- 
erful syringe injecting hot baking 
soda solution--half a teaspoon to 
a glass of water-- the wax can be 
remoyed and hearing restored. 

Other obstructions to hearing 
observed and removed or correctea 
by the ear speciallst are enlarged 
tonsils and adenoids, thin blood, 
and fear of deafness (psychosis).

King, Indianapolis, Indiana, states 
that the Indiana Legislature in 
1945 adopted a provision in law re- 
quiring the State Board of Health 
to “provide facilities and person- 


persons of middle and advanced 
age and. diseases common thereto." 
Thus Indiana has the Division of 
Adults’ Hygeine and Gerlatrics in 
the State Board of Health. Dr. 
King \s Director. 

As we well know, and as pointed 
out by Dr. King, we always have 
considered the aged as hopeless 
victims of mental and physical 
weakness and nothing much could 
be done tor them. Today we realize 
that not only can they regain 
and maintain their health but also 
that they are a comfort to them- 
selves and their families. In fact, 
instead of being a lability they 
are an asset to the community, 

“Because of the rapid growth of 
our population beyond the medium 
age of life, there will be a corres- 
ponding increase in chronic !llness, 
disability, and in mental and phys- 
ical impairment,”

ohildren formerly doomed, so can 
geriatricians not only save the

CHALLENGE WHEAT BOARD | 


MONOFOLIES 

Progressive Conservative M-P’s 
reported in Ottawa that they would 
challenge the constitutionality 
present and prospective monopolies 
wielded by the Wheat Board. 

Under existing legislation the 
Wheat Board alone is the sole 
agency authorized to buy wheat 
from Prairie producers. 

A broadening legislation now be- 


fore the House of Commons would | 


extend this purchase monoply to 
coarse grains as well. That 1s, 
providing the Provinces concur, 

Informed sources in Ottawa said 
that Progressive Conservatives 
would challenge the present validi- 
ty of the present wheat and other 
monopolies when discussion }s res- 
umed in Parliament next week. 
They will urge that old and new 
wheat board legislation alike be 
referred to the Supreme Court for 
an opinion as to its constitutional- 
ity. 

The practical eftect of a Su- 
preme Court of Privy Council rul- 


ing upsetting existing wheat legis- | 


lation would be far reaching. At 
the very minjmum the Government 
would have to recast the legislation 
s0 as to delete {ts compulsory 
features. 

And also give the producer the 
Option of selling his wheat either 
to the Wheat Board at the Govern- 
ment controlled price, or to the 
open -narket at world prices. 

U.S. FARM SITUATION 

The egg situation in the U-S ap- 
pears to be clearing up, Prices in 
late weeks have been in the up- 
Grade, and U-S Department of Ag- 
riculture officials think it may not 
be necessary to apply supports. 

Just the reverse was true a 
month ago, Prices were better than 
two cents under support levels, on 
a national average. But since then, 
consumer demand has pushed 
farmer returns to where they aver- 
age, according to the Department, 
nine cents above the support level. 
Officials believe prices have ad- 
vanced another three or four cents 
since these figures were compiled. 

Meanwhile, the Department re- 
ports that in general, prices of 
farm products dropped nine per 
cent during the month ended on 
the 15th. 

It's described as one of the 
sharpest drops on record, The last 
comparable declines came in 1920 
and 1921, the “bust” years follow- 
{ng the First World War. 

But this doesn’t strike farm ec- 
onimists as being another “bust”. 
Commodity markets broke early in 
the month but shortly Jater began 
to level off. Prices of a few com- 
Modities, it appeared last week, 
were beginning to rebound.

Damaged hides, reduced gains, 
loss of milk production and inferior 
carcass quality all contribute to 
this loss, which can largely be pre- 
vented by thorough application of 
warble fly will be emerging in the

The warble grubs are now be-

In order to kill all the grubs that 
will be emerging in the coming 
months, treatment at monthly 
intervals {gs necessary from now 
until July. A single treatment kills 
only those grubs which are well 
established in the animal"s back 
at the same time of treatment. 

Thorough and repeated treat- 
ments are necessary as a single 
grub is capable of developing into 
a fly that can lay 200 eggs which 
may mean 200 more grubs next 
year, Every grub that escapes 
| allve 4g a potential source of worry 
to the cattle and loss to the owner. 

Individual hand treatment with 
derris powder solution is recom- 
mended for herds of less than 100 
head. For larger herds, the use 
of a powder sprayer is desirable, 
Derris powder preparations for 
hand treatment differ from those 
suitable for the power spray, and 
directions on the package should 
be followed.

FEEDING AND MANAGEMENT 

OF CHICKS 

“The management and feeding | 
of chicks for the first six weeks is 
one of the most important times of 
a bird's life - If they are properly 
handled to this time they are well 
away to making a profitable bird” 
Says Prof. J, EB. Bergey, Poultry 
Dept. O. A. Coilege. 

We should realize that a chick is 
hatched with a few basic instincts 
necessary to give {t a good start in 
life. It will peck at any small object 
in the hope it is something to eat, 
and will also instinctively take a} 
drink of water, Its instinct also | 
prompts it to seck warmth by) 
crawling under something warm. 
These instincts will be quite suffi- 
cient to make normal growth if 
under the carg of the mother hen. 
But, since we raise these chicks un- 
der artificial heat, the chick has | 
much to learn from its unnatural 
mother. Therefore, they are at the 
mercy of the operator, and it is his 
skill and judgment that is respon- | 
sible, 

In nature birds are not over- 
crowded. A lesson could be taken 
from that and fewer chicks raised 
in one group, allowing adequate 
space for every chick. Where birds 
are housed in colony houses, and | 
are kept confined for six weeks, 
one half a square foot of floor space 
should be allowed. |

Promised in Airplane Shift to VHF 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
Within the next two or three years 
Very High Frequency radio should 
Produce a reyolution in aircraft 
navigation, 

The Qivil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration is converting most of its 
communication and air navigation 

@ facilities to very high frequency, 
called simply VHF, 

Your standard radio dial is mar- 
ked in kilocycles—about 550 to 1600, 
If you could tune lower you would 
hear the static, Jamming and inter- 
ference of th2 low frequcney band 
which CAA now uses, But a couple 
of steps above your home raqos 
range is a Wide band measured by 
megacycles which are kilocycles 
multiplied by 1000. This is VHF, 
an area in the ether free from stat- 
ic and interference. 

The broad VHF band has ample 
ether space for television chan- 
nels and for thousands of new air- 
craft radio channels. It no longer 
is necessary to crowd the growing 
volume of aircraft communication 


into the noisy lower-frequency 


(on) bands. 

VHF also permits use of radio 
transmitters and equipment which 
is smaller and lighter, needing less 
power than low-frequency radio 
and radar gear. 

There will be no need for pilots, 
using VHF, to wear earphones 
continuously, absorbing painful 
bursts of static along with the tire- 
some “beam” signals. Information

During the interval radio 
manufacturers expect to produce 
communication and navigation re- 
ceivers to meet the new VHF needs 
and purses of all who fly, includ- 
ing private plane owners. 


CAA says there are scores of 
new ideas and possibilities to help 
aviation in connection with the 
new use of VHF. One is a device 
well along the road toward mass 
production which automatically 
computes distances. Using the pulse 
technique, it will show the pilot on 
a dial the exact distance of his 
plane from any VHF range station 
within reach of his receiver.

Industrial Hygiene Expert’s Study Shows 65% 
Of 2000 Heart Patients Examined at Random 
Capable of Some Type of Productive Activity

New York—(NEA)—Can persons 
having heart disease work?

That's the answer, with reserva- 
tlons, made by Dr. Leonard J 
@ Goldwater, professor of Industrial 

Hygiene at the School of Public 
Health, Columbia University, 

Goldwater, in a report soon to 
be published by the American 
Heart Association, points out that 
a study of 2000 unselected heart 
patients attending a New York 
clinic revealed that 65 per cent 
were performing some type of 
useful or productive activity. 

Nor is the ability to work lim- 
ited to certain types of heart vic- 
tims. 

“Capacity for work,” Goldwater 
says, “depends on the severity of 
the disease rather than the type.” 
However, he points out that some 
severe types of heart disease “re- 
quire complete bed rest or very 
strict limitation of physical or 

mental activity.” A physician, pre- 
r | ferably one familiar with the phys- 
ical deniands of the job to be per- 
formed, should make the decision. 

“In 1939 there were at least 
8,000,000 persons in the United 
States with some form of heart 
disease," Goldwater says. “With 
the steady aging of our population, 
this number will increase through 
additions to the ranks of those 
whose heart and blood vessels show 
the effect of this aging process. 

Productive employment of heart 
victims {s'-one of the problems 
to which the American Heart As- 


sociation is devoting time, money 
and study. 


“Tt is sound economics and good 


sociology to keep as many as pos- | 
sible of these men and women © 
from becoming burdens to their é 


families, their communities and 
to themselves. They must be per- 


mitted to be useful members of : 


socicty as long as this {s reason- 
ably possible.” 
Goldwater also believes that per- 


sons with heart diseases are good © 


employer risks. 
“The employee who has a physi- 


cal impairment wants desperately ‘ 


to keep his job. His attitude to- 
ward the job and the employer re- 
flects that desire. 

“If the individual js placed in 
a job which an experlenced physi- 
cian believes is suitqble,- there 1s 
little or no risk beyond that to 
which ‘a normal person would be 
subjected,” he says. 

In certain dusty trades, he says, 
heart disease may result from 
damage to the lungs from inhaled 
dust, but “there is no evidence that. 
the physical exertion required by 
any ordinary type of occupation 
can in. itself produce heart disease. 

“If the blood vessels are already 
diseased, exertion may result in a 
pain in the region of the heart. 

Goldwater points out that most 
authorities believe there is no re- 
lationship between effort and heart 
attacks.. Their opinion, he says, 13 
based mainly on the fact that more 
than half of all acute attacks oc- 
cur while the victim {s asjeep or ‘at 
rest, while only two per cent are

associated with unusual exertion. 

He recommends the following 
program to communities that want 
to help increase the employment 
possibilities of people with heart 
diseases: 

1, See that adequate facilities 
exist for finding and selecting jobs 
for persons with heart diseases. 

2. Educate employers to the ad- 
vantages of employing -handicap- 
ped workers. s 

3. Educate the public to the fact 
that within reasonable limits and 
under medical supervision, a great 
majority of persons having heart 
disease may safely work and other- 
wise lead fairly normal lives. 

4. Develop vocational training 
programs. :

Super-Carrier

»..WASHINGTON..— (NEA)... —.A 
vital part of America’s future de- 
fense planning is temporarily stal- 
led over the question of moderniz- 
ing and widening the Panama 

Canal—or digging a new one. 

The problem now being debated 
by the top policy brass includes a 
hot bundle of long-burning issues: 

A feud between the Navy and 
Air Force over the importance of 
carrier operations. 

Evidence of Communist infiltra- 
tion into the ranks of U.S. Govern- 
aeent workers in the Canal Zone. 

big bug in the Air Force’s new 

super-fast jet bombers. 

Admiral, Chester W. Nimitz be- 
gan getting the whole thing out 
into the .open- when he released 
his final report upon retiring as 
Chief of Naval Operations recent- 
ly. He implied that America’s. best 
bet for the future was to invest in 
giant carriers, big enough to launch 
bombers. These, he indicated, 
would. be the same as having large 
land bases and would have the ad- 
ditional strategical value of being 
mobile. 

Nimitz's plan offers a cure for 
the biggest headache of the Air 
Force's new, fast jet bombers— 
the fact that they have a very im- 
ited range. And it would solve the 
@ proviem of increasing the range of 

the Air’ Force's jet fighters as es- 

corts for the long-range conven- 
tlonal~-bombers.- 

The Air Force thinkers, who 
shudder at the thought of operat- 
ing from carriers, answer Nimitz 
something like this: 

The Navy’s three biggest carr- 
jers, the Midway, Coral Sea and 
Franklin D, Roosevelt are too big 
to get through the Canal now, 
Routing from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific could be a fatal strategic 
delay. Therefore you would have to 
build’ enough of the giant carriers 
for two oceans lecause Russia, the 
only potential enemy, is a threat 
in both oceans. And in the event 
of action, half of the carrier 
strength would be wasted for most 
practical purposes. 

Planning of the Air Force for the 
future has centered around the 
development of huge, long-range 
bombers which can strike any place 
on the globe from the U.S. But so 
far this plan 1s vulnerable because 
they haven't found a way to get 
both long range and speed built 
into a bomber, The experimental 
500-mile-per-hour bombers only 
have an, 800-mile range. 

Navy spokesmen admit that the 
plans for °60,000-ton carriers in- 
yolve widening, the Panama Canal. 
Fresident Truman apparently had 
the Navy’s plan in mind when he 
recently asked Congress for 2,480,- 
000,000. {to widen and modernize 

é: Canal in’ a 10-year program. 

But Congressmen suddenly cool- 
ed off to the Canal modernizing 
program after Panamanian demon- 
strations against allowing the U.S. 
to lease-bases. down there. Two

congressional committees are in- 
vestigating evidence that the Com- 
munists have agents on the U.S. 

These 
probers, the House Civil Service 
Committee and the Un-American 
Activities Committee, have heard 
Teports that.some of the demon- 
strators against the U.S. were act- 
ually U.S. Government employes. 

This explosive situation in the 
Canal one has completely muddled 
the question of building giant carr- 
fers The Navy, naturally wants to 
go ahead with its program to 
start building them. But Congress 
apparently first wants to see the 
outcome of the rouble in Panama, 
Thus it looks like the President’s 
modernization might be stalled for 
a long time and with it the Navy’s 
hope for giant carriers. 

But there'is hope for the’ Navy 
in another angle to the canal ques- 
tion. In the past there have been 
many proposals to dig a canal 
through Nicaragua. It would furn- 
ish an estimated 900-mile shorter 
Toute between oceans, could be 
made wide enough for the largest 
of ‘ships and would be an extra 
passage im case of damage to the 
vulnerable Panama locks, -

Lindsay's Armed Holdup 
Featured In Story 
On Police Radio 


Lindsay's only armed robbery in 
the Jast ten years----the holdup of: 
the G.S. Byrnell store on Deceme 
ber 20th and the subsequent cap- 
ture of two Oshawa youths, ---is 
still receiving publicity across Can- 
ada. , 

In a current issue of the Mon- 
treal Standard, the “colorful” writ- 
er W.J. Banks, tells of the Lindsay 
holdup and how the new radio set- 
up of the Ontario Provincial Police 
figured in the capture of the two 
teen-age boys. 

Entitled “Radio Dragnet” the ar- 
ticle reais as follows:--- 

“A 70 miles per hour, Doug. 
Struke and Ron MacDonald of the 
Ontario provincial police chased 
the fleeing gunmen toward Toronto 
As one officer guided the swaying 
white-and-black police _ cruiser 
through the winter traffic, his 
companion leaned from the win- 
dow to pump revolver shots at the 
tires of the car ahead:” 

“In the latter, two young hold-up 
men cursed their failure to figure 
on one added factor which Ontarlo 
lawbreakers must take into ac- 
count from now on—the new radio 
setup of the provincial police. The 
“Job" in Lindsay, some 80 miles 
back, had gone off quickly and 
cleanly. The plan to avoid large 
centres on the way to Toronto, 
ditch the stolen car in the suburbs 
and filter through to their city 
hide-out, had seemed foolproof.” 

“But on No. 11 highway near 
Aurora the police cruiser picked up 
the description of the car flashed 
from Lindsay, and broadcast from 
the new police transmitter at the 
former tuwn. So the chase was on! 
As the fugitives raced south, Struke 
and MacDonald described the 
chase to the Aurora dispatcher, 
who reluyed their messages ahead 
of them. A North York Township 
cruiser joined the hunt, ana av 
the city limits Toronto police set up 
a road-block, Seeing this, the 
bandits leaped from the still mov- 
ing car and took to the wooded 
grounds of a roadside property.” 

“But the officers were at their 
heels. The gunmen submitted 
famely enough when faced with 
service revolvers in the hands of 

determined policemen. Back in 
Lindsay na day or so ater, they 
heard themselves sentenced to 
penitentiary terms, with lashes. 

Protection for every farm, Vil- 
lage and town as swift and com- 
plete as now exists in the big 
centres of population: that is tne 
aim of the Ontario provincial po- 
lice as they bring their new FM 
network into full operation,” 

“The lergest and most up-to- 
date police radio system in North 
America” {s the claim made for 
the new setup. Under the super- 
vision of Commissioner William H. 


Stringer, OBE, and the direct con- 
trol’ of Inspector Trimble of~ the 
tadio communications branch, in- 
Stallations covering 11 districts are 
going into service in rapid suc- 
cession, By the year's end it is 
expected that the system will be 
in full operation from Windsor to 
the Quehec border and as far 
north as Burk’s Falls.” 

“Efficiency {s the keynote of the 
hookup, which is streamlined to 
provide maximum police coverage 
within the shortest possible notice. 
It involves 41 fixed transmitting 
and recelying stations and about 
300 radio-equipped cruiser cars.” 

“With our new facillties we will 
be able to patrol thousands of 
Square- miles of territory with al- 
most as much ease as we once 
patrolled a 10-mile area,” one of- 
ficial said. “Sometimes it took us 
hours to raobolize our forces in the 
event of an emergency. Now it 
can be done in minutes.” 

Already the units in operation 
have paid dividends in cracking 
some important cases like that of 
the Lindsay hold-up. 

The complete network calls for 
250-watt transmitting stations at 
each of the 11 divisional points 
with 30 “repeater” or sub-stations, 
each of 60 watts, dotted through 
the districts to improve coverage 
and boost transmission volume be- 
tween the cars and master sta- 
tons.”

Pleads Guilty

Sald Brigadier Campbell “this 
dictatorial attitude of non-co-oper- 
ation as exemplified by Mr. Drew’s 
actions, 1s most strikingly borne out 
by his attitude in this time of ec- 
onome crisis in cur nation’s battle 
for econome independence.” 

Campbell severely criticized the 
Ontario Premier for not reaching 
an agreement on the taxation issue 
with the Federal government. 


He said--“We are suffering, I 
feel under a type of dictatorship 
that, unless checked, can grow into 


serious consequences,

Wave Of Strikes Sweeping States: 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 

More than 400-thousand Ameri~ 
can workers are {dle now. And the 
U-S is in the midst of its biggest 
strike tle up in almost a year, 

The majority of the strikers are 
in the meat and soft coal indus- 
tries. Meat production has been cut 
in half by the strike of more than, 
100-thousand packinghouse work= 
ers, Spokesmen for the soft coal in- 
dustry expect a complete shutdown 
by nightfall. Already about 309- 
thousand of the 400-thousand soft 


coal miners are idle in 11 states. 

The C-I-O packinghous, work- 
ers began their strike at midnight 
Monday. President Truman made 
a last-minute plea to avoid the 
walkout. But it failed. 

In the plants of the big four 
packers and many independents 
across the United States, the wor- 
kers left their jobs. They are ask- 
ing for 29-cent hourly wage increas- 
es--in the first hig walkout to sup- 
port demands for a third round 
wage increase. 


Tuesday about 133 meat plants were 
being picketed, Most of the activ- 
ity is peaceful. But a striker and 
a policeman were injured in a clash 
at Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

Experts say meat prices will jump 
if the strike continues for any 
length of time. 

In the coal industry, production 
has dropped more than one-million 
tons a day. And steel firms indic- 
ate they may be forced to cut pro- 
duction or even close if the strike 
continues. 


John L. Lewis never officially 
called a strike. The miners began 
walking out yesterday after Lewis 
charged that mine owners had bro- 
ken their contract by refusing to 
set up a 100-dollar-a~-month pen- 
sion plan. 

The U-S Government js expected 
to step into the coal industry tie- 
up. But informed sources say no 
action be taken for a day or 
two. The sources indicate that gov- 
ernment peacemakers will wait to 
see if miners go back to their jobs

Mr. Johnson explained that Sil- 
verwood’s are dividing up their 
butter supplies to their customers 
to give all a certain amount. “By 
the 10th of April the situation 
should be in a fair position.”........ 
The worst of it should be over by 
then.” 


Mr. C. M Murdoff, Manager of 
Dominion Stores stated that they 
were still getting what they need-- 
but he thought too much publicity 
would increase panic buying--one 
of the reasons given for the shor- 
tage of butter. 


“We are the only chain store 
which had 1st grade butter during 
the last five weeks. nd now we 
are definitely short of grade no. 2 
butter as well.” Mr. Murdoff was 
of the opinion that if everyone was 
careful they would pull through al- 
right. 

Mr. Murdoff pointed out that in 
Bowmanville on Saturday there 
wasn't oNg pound of butter.

Industry 


Brantford, March 16 |(BUP)The 
Ontario Milk Producer's Associa- 
tion will shortly submit its new 
milk marketing scheme to the On- 
tario Legislature. 

J. ©. Weaver, second vice-presi- 
dent of the Association told the 
Brantford branch of the Associa- 
tion last night that if the Ontario 
government made this scheme law 
it would set a pattern for a radical 
change in the marketing of all 
commodities in the province. 

Weaver says the plan includes 
direction by the Association of all 
milk--deduction of fees to finance 
the organization--and insistence on 
government controls and control of 
surpluses and shortages in separ- 
ated areas, 

Weaver says the scheme will be 
of tremendous benefit to producers 
and consumers alike. 

He says under it all milk prices 
Would be based on the cost of pro- 
duction. He says in this regard the 
Association has been assured of the 
complete co-operation of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
Agriculture Minister.

Newfoundland People 
To Determine Fate 
Of Canada Union 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 

The people of Newfoundland are 
to have an opportunity of express- 
ing their opinion on whether their 
island should enter confederation 
as the tenth Province. 

The Newfoundland Government 
announced in St. John’s today that 
the question of union with Canaaa 
{s on the referendum ballot that 
will be presented to the people in 
May. 

The Newfoundland convention 
that met to decide the alternatives 
to be vresented to the people re- 
jected the question of union eith 
Canada Jast January. However, the 
final authority on the matter was 


the British Government, and it 
was decided in London that con- 
federation should be presented to 
the people. 

Two other choices are to be 
presented to the Newfoundiand 
people. They are: responsible guv- 
ernment or government by comm- 
ission with the understanding that 
such a commission government 
would only be for five years. 

In Ottawa government sources 
stated that Canada has been ofit- 
cially informed of the United 
Kingdom's decision to place union 
with Canada on the ballot paper. 
However, the sources said that 
Canada made no specific proposals 
to Britain on the matter.

Hannam, President of the Canad- 
jan Federation of Agriculture, says 
that despite their precarious ec- 
onomic ccndition, the United King- 
dom and Europe still represent the 
best long-term market for Canad- 
jan agriculture products. 

Hannam, who is third vice-pres!- 
dent of the International Federa- 
tion of Agriculture Producers, was 
speaking at the Middlesex fair in 
London, Ontario, yesterday. 

He sald {n December when the 
matter of Canada’s export markets 
was reviewed by the Government 
the question arose whether the 
United Kingdom should continue 


to be regarded as Canada’s “best | 


customer.” 

He said, “Many persons were of 
the opinion then, and still’ hold 
the view, that the time had ‘come 
to clear the way for shipments: to 
the United States.” 

But Hannam says a “temporary” 
market is of no value to agricultur- 
al producers. 

He says in times of surplus .sup- 
ply the U-S would likely experince 
a surplus along with Canada be- 
cause of the similarity of agricul- 
ture in the two countries. And he 
says that such a situation would 
spell danger to the Canadian farm- 
er.

sonic Lodge, Lindsay. He was also 
a member of the Lindsay Lodge

He was born at Lindsay the son 
of the 1ate Mr. and Mrs. John W. 
Anderson, 
former Mary Ann Wasbrough. 

Keenly interested in affairs of 
the community, Mr. Anderson was 
for many years a member of the 
School Board and was instrument- 
al in bringing about a health meas- 
ure of importance to the town. Tn 
the latter connection he was a 
Jeader in a movement which 
Prompted the Lindsay Board or 
Health to launch a special anti- 
diphtheria toxoiding campargn 
during which hundreds of Linasay 
children were immunized to tne 
disease, It was the first of its kind 
here. For over ten years he taught 
the St. Andrew's Presbyterfan 
Church Bible Class.

Hospital 
Crowded 


Port Perry, March 12--"We have | 
the only hospital between Lindsay 
and Oshawa........There is a definite 
meed for extended hospital facili- 
ties in this district,” declared Dr. 
G. M. Rennie. He was commenting 
on the death Wednesday of Mrs. 
Harvey Rowe, of Manchester, who 
died in Oshawa General Hospital 
from burns suffered when an oil- 
soaked cigarette she was lighting 
burst into flames. 

Unable to find accommodation at 
the Port Perry hospital, the woman 
was rushed to Oshawa 15 miles 
away where she received blood tran 
ions. 

“I don't believe Mrs. Rowe could | 
have been saved under any circum- | 
stances”, said Dr. Rennie, “but the 
fact still remains our hospital here | 
had no room for her.” 

He said the 13-bed Port Perry 
hospital is “badly overcrowded.” 
“We often have people brought in 
here on their way to Toronto hos- 
pitals-and I have to operate on 
them immediately to save their 
lives," he said. “If it hadn’t been 
such an emergency I wouldn't even 
have been able to get her into the 
Oshawa hospital.” 

“We're so overcrowded right now 
We even have a patient in the oper- 
ating room,” sald Olive M. Hanna, 
hospital superintendent. She said 
married nurses living in the village 
have had to come back to keep up 
the hosptal's staff. “We've adver- 
tised and we can't get anyone,” 
she safd.

“Mr. Pethick is 
fond of dogs and Mr. McLean is 
fond of Sheep which are his liveli- 
hood,” continued Mr. Richardson, 
who added that the act may have 
been implorable. Crown Attorney 
L. Jordan contended that the ac- 
cused didn’t do what any dog-lover 
would do. “We should hear an ex- 
Planation from Mr. McLean,” de- 
cided Magistrate E.A. Gee. 

Mr. McLean in taking the stand 
testified that he was feeding the 
sheep (numbering 24) and when 
he went to throw out the second 
fork of feed he found them scat- 
tered and saw a dog chasing them. 
“I tried to scare the dog away with 
the fork...When I couldn’t stop 
him from chasing the sheep I hit 
him with the fork and knocked him 
over.” The accused stated he didn’t 
know whose dog it was. “I gave it 
two belts in the head with the axe.” 
Mr. McLean said he had never 
killed a thing in his life ... I'm 
chicken-hearted.” 

“For a chicken-hearted man, you 
did a good job” commented the 
Crown Attorney.

West Europe Democracies 
Score Notable Victory 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 

The democracies of Western 
Europe won a notable victory to- 
day in the East-West so-called 
“cold” war. 

The five-nation treaty confer- 
ence ended successfully, and fruits 
of the meeting are a 50-year draft 
treaty of military alliance betwen 
Britain, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 

Designed to halt the western 
march oi Communism, the pact 
binds the five nations to come to 
the defense of any one of them at- 
tacked by an outside force. 

The agreement is looked upon as 
the foundation of a western Eur- 
opean Union stretching from the 
Arctic to the Mediterranean. 

However, details of the alliance 
will not become known until next 
week, when the Foreign Minister 


of the five nations add their sign- 
atures to the document. 

The conference agreed on the 
treaty in ning days. And that is be- 
lieved to be a record time for a 
pact of such importance. 

First reaction to the. five-nations 
treaty came from Moscow: And, of 
course, the alliance was denounced. 

Radio Moscow, asserted that the 
decisions reached in Brussels will 
lack “either legal force or interna- 
tional authority.” 

The broadcast quoted an article 
| from .the Communist newspaper 
“Tzvestia” which says the decisions 
will not be valid because the peo- 
ple of the countries concerned 
were not consulted. 

Moscow also repeated the charge 
that Western policy is “fraught 
with dangerous consequences to 
)peace.”

died in a fall from his quarters in 
Cernin Palace Wednesday. 
President Eduard Benes (Bay- 
mesh.) who went into seclusion‘ after 
the Communists took over the Goy- 
ernment, led the nation in mourn- 
ing the beloved statesman. But 
it was the New Czech Regime hea- 
ded by Communist Premier Klement 
Gottwald (Got-Vahld) that conduc- 
ted the Mammoth State Funeral. 
Czechs from every walk of life 
joined in. 

Extreme police precautions were 
taken for the funeral. Orders were 
Issued that no windows along the 
line of march taken by the fun- 
eral cortege were to be opened. 
Gottwald made the chief oration 
at the State Funeral, which was 
held in the Pantheon of Prague 
Museum. Benes did not march in 
the procession. His place was taken 
by Gottwald. 

Following the state funeral rites 
at the Pantheon. Masaryk’s body 
was moved to Lany, 40 miles south 
west of Prague. He will be buried 
there beside his mother and father 
in the family burial plot. 
Western newsmen were not per- 
mitted to attend the state funeral 
service. Only 10 tickets were made 
available for reporters and these 
were given to Slav newsmen by the 
Ministry of Information.

But Sightless Judge Pieroni ‘ 


His Back,’ Muncie’s Court Attendants Insist

MUNCIE, Ind.—(NEA)—Justice 
is blind here. 
By now court attendants are 


used to seeing him walk into court 
each morning, led by his dog 
“Baron”, and promptly at 8:30 be- 
gin the orderly trials of petty 
thieves, drunks and traffic violat- 
ors. 

Justice is Mario Pieroni, blind 
since childhood, who swept into of- 
fice January 1. 

Blindness, however, doesn't keep 
him from actually observing voice, | 
manner and attitudes of witnesses 
and defendants. 

“That judge can see behind his 
back,” a courtroom attache said 
recently. 

For the first week, Magistrate 
Pieroni used a Braille typewriter 
to record docket entries and mem- 
oranda. Now he dictates these to 
a clerk. But he insists on silence in 
the courtroom, where accoustics are 
poor, because he is unable to see 
those on trial and must rely on his 
hearing. 

Pieroni recently surprised a be- 
draggled defendant and lawyers in 
his court when he refused to accept 
a guilty) plea. 

The defendant had said: 

“I don’t know whether I did it 
or not. Guess I was drunk. Tl 
pay the fine, whatever it is—but I 
want out of here.”

Anything can happen on St. Pat- 
rick’s Day and a lot of sons of the 
old sod thought something was 
really going to happen in Lindsay 
this morning. Everything was going 
along in grand style until some one 
happened to glance up at the sky 
and saw the vapor trail which ex- 
tended from horizon to horizon. 
Some thought it was St. Patrick’s 
ghost shooting across the heavens 
on a sort of tour of inspection of 
the Irish of the land, others were 
sure it was a sign that the patron 
saint was not all pleased with the 
fact that there was no parade in 
his honour at Lindsay this morning 
and. still others didn’t bother to 
think but just gazed in awe at the 
spectacle. 

Realizing that Lindsay's good 
Irishmen didn’t want to be kept in 
suspense any longer than was nec- 
essary, the Post set out to get at 
the real meaning of the phenomen- 
on. It was soon evident that the 
less superstitious of the townspeo- 
ple were inclined to take a very 
practical view of the whole thing 
they wouldn’t even stretch their 
imagination so far as to agree that 
it might be a meteor oy comet which 
was responsible. It was nothing out 
of this world at all they asserted..., 
It was nothing more or less than 
an airplane flying at great height 
and at the outside, a jet-propelled 
craft. 

Still trying to pin the thing down 
so that there would no longer be 
any doubt in the minds of the 
more fanciful.

Mr. A. Amodeo, of Lindsay Fruit 
Market, stated that the import res- 
trictions on fruit has effected about 
60 per cent of his business. He stat- 
ed that no head lettuce, beans, 
spinach or cauliflower are being 
received from the States but that 
they are aljlowing a quota of new 
carrots and some have arrived al- 
ready. “Of citrus fruits we are only 
allowed to import about half the 
quantity,” said Mr. Amodeo. “About 
all we can do is hope for the best."

“The ees of this case 
should be pointed out to the pub- 
lic” said Magistrate E, A. Gee in 
police court this morning in giving 
an elderly Lindsay labourer a one 
year suspended sentence for mak- 
ing false statements for the pur- 
pose of obtaining Unemployment 
Insurance. The accused who plead- 


_ ed guilty, paid $5 costs and signed 


a bond of $200 to be of good be- 
haviour for the one year. It was 
the first case under the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act to be pros- 
ecuted in Lindsay. 

According to Mr. Frank Sewell, 
who acted for the Government, 
the accused signed documents on 
April lst and April 8th, 1947, stat- 
ing that he was unemployed for a 
two week period. Mr. Sewell stated 
that on contacting the employer if 
was found that he had worked foe 
six days of the period in question 
The accused gave Mr. Sewell a vol 
untary statement on January 13th 
Stating that as it was casual work 
he figured he was considered unem- 
ployed. Restitution for the full 
amount of $13.80: had been made: 
informed Mr. Sewell. 

“IT thought I was entitled to it-- 
but I guess I wasn’t”, commented 
the accused. Magisrate Gee pointed 
out that by making false state- 
ments one is liable to a jail sent- 
ence up to three months. “This is 
the first case under the Act in 
Lindsay--but probably won't be 
the last,” commented the Magis- 
trate.

Another men’s de- 
partment head stated tnat ne had 
seen the accused on numerous oc- 
casions in the store and also identi- 
fied several articles exhibited. 


The accused stated that he had 
bought some of the stuff and 
thought he was too feeble to go to 
jail. “The accused was not too feeb- 
le to go shopping in a wholesale 
way,’ commented Crown Attorney 
Lorne Jordan.

OTHERS SAY 


WEARING O’ THE GREEN. . - : 

St. Patrick’s Day is just as important to the Trish 
as is St. Andrew’s Day to the Scots and St. Dayid’s Day 
to the Welsh. As a-tribute to their wit and humor we 
have dug up a few facts about St. Patrick which we feel 
sure will be of interest not only to the Irish but to all 
those who loye Ireland. 

The true birthplace of the saint who used the 
shamrock to explain the Trinity, is not known, as a 
haze of tradition and a procession of centuries obscure 
his history, but France, England, Scotland and Wales 
all claim him. 

One story has him an Englishman born near 
Daventry who later moved to the mouth of the Severn 
where pirates caught him and took him to the Emerald 
Isle, Another makes him a Scot, born near Dumbarton 
in 387. Yet another, which tells of his birth in the Vale 
of Rhos in Pembrokeshire, in 373, later refers to him as 
being of Caernarvonshire. : 

All accounts seem to agree that he was taken by 
force to Ireland where he spent some years in minding 
herds and learning the Celtic language. Some say he 
was sold as a slaye to Michu, chief of County Antrim. 

Escaping from Ireland in a boat which according 
to one legend was exporting Irish wolfhounds, he ulti- 
mately reached Burope and entered the monastery of 
his great-uncle, St. Martin of Tours. Here he stayed for 
some years until 432 when he decided to go back to 
Ireland and convert the natives to Christianity. 

At first the Druids were his bitter foes, but in 
time Patrick destroyed their power and even persuaded 
many to become Christians and to enter monasteries. 
Skilled harpists and poets, they taught their art to the 
students and the harp became the badge of Christian 
Ireland. 
Except for one trip to Rome, St. Patrick stayed in 
Ireland and is credited, amongst other miracles, with 
having rid the country of both snakes and toads. Pages 
might be filled with the miraculous deeds ascribed to 
him.

Many time-honored gardening 
practices have been declared wrong 
lately by scientific investigators de- 
termined to find better ways, it 
they can. 

And several better ways have 
been discovered for moving plants 
from seed boxes, cold frames and 
hot-beds where they have been 
started carly, to the garden where 
they will mature. 

Paul Work, author of ‘Vegetable 
Production and Marketing,’’ profes- 
sor of vegetable crops at Cornell 
University, was asked to describe

the methods of transplanting now 
considered to be best, as a result 
of research. 

“In preparation for transplant- 
ing,” he said, “hang a cloth bag 
, containing plant food in a bucket 
of water and let it soak overnight. 
Use 4 ounces of a balanced plant 
food 5-10-5 or similar, to each gallon 
of water. 

“Make a hole for the plant and 
set it In place. Then pour into the 
hole, over the plant roots, %4 pint 
of starter solution. While the solu- 
tion is in the hole, draw in the loose 
soil and firm it around the plant. 
| The solution not only supplies nu- 
,-trients but puddles the soil about 

the roots, making very close con- 

tact between soil and root and mak- 
ing it easy for the plant to take up 
water.” 

“Can you pack the soil too tight?”’ 
he was asked. 

“When starter solution or water 
is used, not much pressure is need- 
ed to firm the soil,"’ he replied. 
“When liquid is not used, firm pres- 
sure is needed to insure contact, 
because water will not cross an sir

“Roots of plants should not be 
pruned. In removing plants from 
pots, flats or seed beds, care should 
be taken to avoid breaking and cur- 
tailing the root system. Ordinarily 
replacement of lost roots must take 
place before the plant can grow 
very much. 

“Rarely should tops of plants be 
pruned,. as shown by ample re- 
search results. Pruning removes 
part of the ‘factory’ which has 
to make the new plant material 
(carbohydrate) upon which growth 
depends. 

“The usual object of pruning foll- 
age is to curb wilting. The plant 
will make its own adjustment to 
this, Pruning is likely to take off 
more foliage than necessary.,Dead 
or partly dead issue does no harm, 
though wholly dead leaves may be 
picked off. : 

“Shading is good practice when 
plants are succulent, when soil:and 
alr are dry and when sun is hot. 
But good plants can usually be set 
successfully without shade, espe- 
cially if water or starter solution 
is used or if good contact between 
soil and root is established other- 
wise. Commercial growers very 
rarely provide shade. This is a case 
for common sense, judgment and 
experience.” 

Some of this adyice may contra- 
dict rules which you may -have 
followed, and which in your opinion 
worked well, If you have nothing | 
to complain about in the results 
you have been getting with trans- 
plants, there is no compelling rea- 
son to change. But Mr, Work's’|

Children Taught Traffic Safety 
By Parents and Teachers But 
Last Chance to Avoid Child 
Fatalities Remains with Motorists 


Bight-Year-Old Girl Kille¢ By 
Truck! Cnild Killed Instantly in 
Front of Home! Knocked from 
Bike, Boy Dies in Hospital! Such 
headlines appeared in “Ontarlo pa- 
pers more often last year than eyer 
before. 

Official Ontario statistics show 
that 132 children tinder 15 years 
of age were killed in the Province 
by traffic accidents in 1947. Ontario 
had fewer traffic fatalities last year 
than in 1941, but more of them 
were children. 

True, every year there are more 
cars on the roads and more child- 
ren to be hit by them, but we can't 
afford to be discouraged in bur ef- 
forts to reduce child accidents. 
Safety experts point to the fact that 
traffic deaths among school chil- 
dren (aged 5-14) actually went 
down in the last quarter of 1947 
compared with the same months 
of provious years. 
Teachers must 
claim considera- 
ble credit for this, 
they say, because 
more and more 
emphasis has & 
been laid on — 
safety training 
in the schools 
since the end 
of the war. 
Last June and 
again in Sep- - 
tember the Ontario Department 
of Highways and tie 
ment of Education co-c 
bring accident facts and preven- 
tion ideas into all classrooms, even 


giving children safety material to 


take home to thelr parents. In ad_ 
dition, community safety councils 
and police departments have given 
local schools help in teaching traf- 
{lc safety 

It usually takes at least two to 
make an accident: often a driver 
and a pedestrian. Children are nor- 
mally pedestrians, and pedestrians 
usually come off second-best in any 
collision with a car. It’s the child- 
ren who suffer the consequences, 

Who's Responsible? 

Child psychologists say there 
are definite limits to the training 
of children in avoidance of accl 
dent hazards. The best children, 
they say, are the greatest hazards 
because they concentrate on doing 
well whatever happens to be their 
imiediate Job whether it is a game 
or a task. This keeps accident pos- 
sibilities out of their minds, The 
busier they are the less likely they

On the other hand, it is well 
known that children learn by ex- 
ample. If mother dashes across 
against the red lignt, her youngster 
can hardly be expected to behave 
safely on streets. If older brothers 
and sisters or anyone else ignore 
traffic hazards, what sort of habits 
will the admiring small fry develop? 


Are You Responsible? 


If you accept the safety experts’ 
verdict that traffic tragedies are the 
responsibility first of motorists, se- 
condly of parents and teachers and 
last of chide Ba, you can 


start to examine your performance 
as a motorist first. Here 1s your 
new driver's exam, not in the for- 
mal traffic laws, but in the com. 
mon-sense safety rules which may 
prevent tragedies to young lives; 

Do I always: 

1. Watch out for children? 

2. Drive slowly with extra cau. 
tfon whenever I see children 
and in school zones or residen- 
tial areas, whether I see child- 
ren or not? 

3. Keep clear of bicycles? 

4. Look out for children qarting 
out from between parked cars? 

5. Try to anticipate the unexpect_ 
ed whenever I see children 
playing in or near the street? 

Unless you can answer “yes” with 

a clear conscience to all of these 
five questions, you can’t blame the 
children for the traffic accidents 
which kill and maim so many of 
them every year. Watch out for 


children.

And it was in 1889 that a new 
sextette appeared on the American 
concert stage....the aeriel ladies 
sextette---the famous Smith Sis- 
ters of Ohjo, 

The six sisters were a sensation 
in their day, just as the Andrews 
sisters are today. 

Last month the Smith sisters 

came out of seclusion to sing again 
».to bring back memorles of the 
gay nincties. 
They appeared on a nation-wide 
radio pregram broadcast from New 
York City to sing the favorite tune 
of their day---"“Long, Long Ago.” 
When the scheduled program was 
over, the studio audience demand- 
ed an encore. So the six Smith sis- 
ters’s sang again...and again. 

And as they sang they recalled 
those voncert days in the nineties 
when they appeared before large 
audience in all of the 48 states. 

It was near the little town of 
Washington; Court House, Ohio, 
that the Smith sisters were born. 
First came Jeanette. Then Emma, 
Marguerite, Gertrude, Grace 
and the next baby Olive. 
The gitls formed a sextette and 
sang for school programs and so- 
cial gatherings in south general 
Ohio communities. Then they were 
booked for minor concert engage- 
ments. That was in 1889. 

Finally they hit the “big time’-- 
--they were booked by the Shearer 
Lecture and Musical Bureau of 
Cincinnati. 

They received 100-dollars for 
each of the 17-hundred concerts 
they sang in the 10 years they were 
on the road. Not much compared 
with the salary paid today’s sing- 
ing stars. But as the sister's ex- 
plain: 

“That was really big money then. 
That was in the gay nineties.” 
The Smith sisters still have the 
theatrical touch despite the fact 
that their ages range from 74 to 84. 
They still enjoy talking about the 
days on the concert’ stage. ~ 
“We don't like to admit it,” says 
84-year-old Jeanette, “but it is the 
‘ruth that we used to sing when old 
General Gordon of the Civil Wat 
was lecturing.” 

A twinkle appears in her eye as 
she continues: 

“My, he was a funny old sort and 
we girls were young and had to put 
up with him.” 

But President McKinley was dif- 
erent. Let the “baby” sister---74- 
year-old Olive----tell about him. 
She says: 

“How we loved William McKin- 
ley. He liked to hear us sing and 
used our sextette during his cam- 
paign.” 

William Jennings Bryan was on 
many of the same lecture circuits 
as the Smith sisters. And, as 82- 


year-old Emma recalls, “He was 
such a fine looking man.” 
The sjsters---all but “baby” 


Olive---were married early in the 
1900's. They scattered....one to New 
York...one to Missouri....the others 
to other American states, 

Then, as their husbands died, the 
sisters returned to Ohio to make 
thelr homes in the Columbus. 
That's where they live today, in a 
newly sanded house in which they 
stored their souvenirs of a historic 
era...the gay nineties. 

The Smith sisters still sing. Their 
voices aren't as strong as they were 
in the gay nineties. The tone isn’t 
as golden. But they sing....and they 
do it well. 

That's the story of the six Smith 
sisters...the famous aeriel ladies 
sexlette of the 1890's....the six voic- 
es out of the past, (BUP)

EDITORIALS 


PRIVATE BUILDING SHOULD BE ENCOURAGED — 

At least two members of Town Council came oul 
strongly in support of the private builder when the 
matter of housing was raised at their committee 
meeting. 

When it was suggested that Lindsay embark 
upon another wartime housing program attention was 
drawn to the need for more encouragement being 
given private puilders. It was contended that the em- 
ergency stage of the housing situation had been passed 
and that since this was the role mass housing schemes 
were designed to fill, future use of the plan in Lindsay 
should be carefully considered. 

Allowing that wartime housing filled a need in 
meeting and alleviating the housing crisis it has not 
been without its drawbacks. The demands made upon 
municipalities for free services, concessions, and dirt 
cheap land, have been out of all proportion to anything 
yet offered as an inducement to get private builders 
interested in housing projects. On Lindsay Council’s 
own say-so the taxes derived from these properties will 
not carry them properly let alone recompense the town 
for its outlay in bringing the houses here. 

These and other things are, it is believed evidence 
enough that government-sponsored housing programs 
are not entirely satisfactory from an economic stand- 
point. This is to say nothing of the wisdom of encour- 
aging private enterprise in the interests of promoting a 
healthy building trade. 

In any event further housing development 
schemes do, as was pointed out call for exhaustive 
study before commitment. 


SNOW FENCES NEVER WERE 
ENTIRELY SATISFACTORY — 

It is interesting to note the trend of thought 
among Dept. of Lands and Forests officials regarding 
snow protection devices. A recent announcement by 
the Lindsay office calls attention to the value of hedges 
in protecting highways and laneways from the snows 
of winter. It goes further than that and emphasizes 
their superiority over a long-term period in affording 
protection. 

While snow fences have in the past been of very 
great value in combatting highway drifting it cannot 
be honestly said that they were entirely satisfactory. 
As is pointed out by the department their main weak- 
ness lay in their height. Standard snow fence has a 
height which in many cases is not level with the surface 
of our modern highways which are well shouldered up. 
Placed 25 or 30 feet back from the highway, its effec- 
tiveness is very limited because drifting begins in earn- 
est on the highway when the snow fence has been 
overflowed. In this section of Ontario it doesn’t take 


long for the capacity of the snow fence to retard drift-. | 


ing to be reached. 

Hedging of our highways would make drift 
prevention much more effective for a much longer 
time. True, it is first necessary to develop the hedge 
and in between the time the hedges are set out and the 
time they reach standard snow fence height their use- 
fulness is limited, but it is nevertheless a worthwhile 
scheme. Such hedges would serve a twofold purpose— 
they would ultimately furnish good highway protection 
and they would be of great value to bordering land in 
soil conservation. 

Encouragment to this plan seems to be’ merited. 


THEY MUST BE INSTRUCTED 
CAREFULLY AND REPEATEDLY — 

A recommendation that parents should teach 
their children trafiic safety has come out of the in- 
quest into the death of a Lindsay school girl. Most 
people will agree that it is wise to do this but the next 
thing is, how many will take the trouble to do it. 

Teaching children safety practices requires 
much patience and tact. They cannot be expected to 
absorb all the suggestions we offer for their safety in 
a moment, a month or a year, This is a very compli- 
cated world into which they have been projected and 
even some of the veteran travellers in it find it diffi- 
cult to practise safety first at all times in daily living. 
It is not enough simply to tell a child to “look both 
ways before crossing the street” and expect the child 
to be able to take care of itself. Coaching children in 
safety must be persistent if it is to be effective. Perhaps 
one of the best ways to teach children safety on the 
street is for parents to take them along with them 
frequently for walks and explain why certain procedure 
is followed. Practical lessons in this field are undoubt- 
edly the most effective and certainly the most easily 
digested. Having learned something by actually doing 
it makes a very distinct impression on the mind, of a 
child. It has been suggested that the reward system of 
teaching a child to live safely is very effective. Under 
this plan the child being instructed is given a surprise 
reward such as a candy bar or some Other treat on 
occasions when it is observed putting safety lessons 
it has had, into practise. 

However, more important than the method used 
in accomplishing It, is the necessity for parents to teach 
their children safety first at home and on the street. 


WOULD THE THREAT OF A SHOOTING WAR 
STOP RUSSIAN AGGRESSION? 

The so-called “cold war’ in Burope has occupied 
the attention of the whole world for many weeks now. 
Of late the tension has mounted and on every hand 
people are asking, “Does it mean war?” and “When 
will it come?” Before either of these two questions 
can be answered there is another for which the an- 
swer must be found — ‘Would the threat of a shooting 
war stop Russia’s expansion?” 

As the world knows, Russia came dangerously 
close to defeat in the last World War. The people were 
badly shaken as was their faith in their leaders. That 
was a defensive war for the most part — what would be 
their reaction if called upon to participate In a war of 
aggression? The answer to this lles in the fact that 
Russians do as they are told — They live under a dicta- 
torship, a type of government which nelther tolerates 
nor heeds public opinion. 

While it is probably true that the Communist 
leaders of Russia would prefer to avoid a shooting war, 
it 1s doubtful if its threat would cause them to aban- 
don their objective which, of course, is a Communist 
controlled world. They have tasted of success on a 
scale far greater than Hitler did in his early years of 
aggression without much gun play. It would’ be diffi- 
cult, if not entirely impossible, for them to let Com- 
munism recede to within the boundaries of Russia 
again and there confine it. It would mean that even 
irue Communists in Russia would lose faith in its 
worth, Communism, like all radical and dictatorial ways 
of life, needs to have its appetite constantly whetted by 
fresh achievements in order to stay alive. It thrives on 
aggression and a show of might — stripped of its 
power to be aggressive it would”soon crumble and 
decay. Wor its followers there can be no truly peaceful 


OTHERS SAY 


MODERN RURAL SCHOOLS — 

‘The old order keeps changing. Reform has finally 
caught up to the “little red school house” which ap- 
pears (o be on the way out. Premier Drew pointed out 
the other day that 50 new schools were completed in 
Ontario last year. Many of these new structures show 
the “remarkable changes’ the premier, who is also 
minister of education, spoke about when he remarked: 

“As a result of the recommendations of a com-~ 
mittee of architects we appointed in 1944, the new 
rural schools throughout this province are the begin- 
ning of a completely new type of school construction, 

“During the past few months I have visited 
school after school in the most remote areas of the 
province, where the educational facilities are equal to 
any in the largest city. 

“There is no better example of this new type of 
construction than the Greer Memorial School in Mus- 
koka. Built along the main highway in the open 
country, this school has several extremely modern 
classrooms and by an ingenious device of collapsible 
walls provides a large auditorium as a meeting place 
for the residents of that area.” 

The successor to the little red school house brings 
many advantages to country children which their urban 
cousins uave enjoyed for years. But the old rural 
school in which one teacher taught all the grades sent 
forth many self-reliant young citizens who worked 
their way to the top. The country school marm with 
often eight classes to teach had little time for spoon- 
feeding and thus her pupils had to rely more on their 
own thinking powers to solve problems. This training 
proved valuable once they faced life’s struggles and 


assumed responsibilities. 4

councils or committees to sponsor movie service in the 
community. The National Film Board, which has no 
rental library of its own, distributes its films through 
the National Film Society, public libraries, universities, 
departments of education and community film 
councils. ‘

The National Film Society, a non-profit associ- 
ation to promote the study, appreciation and use of the 


security based on honest’ endeavor and subsequent 
accomplishment, 

Therefore, to get back to. the original thought, 
it seems very probable that even the threat of a shoot- 
ing war would fail to stop Russian aggression. In view 
of the warnings being issued by responsible democratic 
leaders of. the Western World, war with Russia cannot 
be dismissed as unlikely — when it will come if it does, 
probability depends to a large extent on Russia’s suc- 
cesses or failures in the next few months. 

The democracies only hope of avoiding all out 
war js to launch a “cold war” counter-offensive strong 
enough to undermine and destroy Russia's Commun- 
istic propaganda. 


MORE ABOUT SAFETY TEACHING — 


The other day the Post commented on the;neces- 
sity for safety education among the children of our 
land as means to averting traffic tragedies: Since that 
time the current issue of ‘Health and Welfare’ has 
arrived and is this month featuring an article entitled 
“Safety on the Street” by: P, B, La Trobe, General 
Manager, Ontario Safety League. Some of the observa- 
tions contained in the article will, it is believed,’ be of 
interest to safety-conscious Lindsay citizens. 

Mr. La Trobe writes and we quote throughout: 

“Although adults have much to learn about 
safety, the best place to begin safety education is with 
our future generations. The dangers of tomorrow may 
be totally different from those of today but we can 
make great strides in safety work by developing in 
our children a mental attitude that will enable them to 
cope more efficiently with the dangers of the future 
as they arise. Proper attitudes, instilled by proper 
methods of accident preyention education, will greatly 
lessen accident rates.” 

“The ramifications of public safety work extend 
to every walk of life and ate constantly entering new 
fields as the progress of civilization introduces new 
dangers, As long as life goes on, public safety educators 
must devise ways of enabling the public to live’ safely 
in an ever-changing world,” F 

“Probably one of the most. common types of 
accidents that claim the lives of so many of our young- 
sters each year is the swiftly-moving drama which 
frequently takes place near a city school when a child 
suddenly darts out from behind a parked car into the 
path of a moving vehicle. Although driving at a moder- 
ate speed, the operator of the car is unable to stop 
in time and one more name is added to the casualty 
list. The driver cannot be held directly responsible as 
he was conforming with the law. And the child, .un- 
tutored in the principles of traffic safety, cannot be 
blamed for the tragedy. Basically at fault is the lack’ of 
city ordinances requiring speeds of 15 miles per hour 
and less in school zones, prominent warning ‘signs, 
adequate parking regulations and intelligent instruc- 
tion in the principles of safety. It is the opinion of 
many leading/safety educators that it should be made a 
criminal offense to run down a child in a school zone.”

THE WAR IS ON NOW: NEXT THE BATTLE IN ITALY 

War is not near, it is on now. What people have 
got to understand is that war is not only mobilization 
and Victory loans and amphibious landings and bomb- 
ing cities and casualties in battle, but the war of ideas 
and political systems, by which whole countries are 
being captured before our eyes with scarcely a pistol 
shot fired. 

Unfortunately to assure people that the Soviet 
Union; with the most developed part of its territory as 
devasted as Germany, and its aviation, electronics and 
atomic industries a decade or more behind the develop- 
ment. in America, is in no position whatever to chal- 
lenge the United States to an all-out inter-continental 
bombing war, often tends to lull them into compla- 
cency. 

“WAR” ON IN ITALY — 

Why should the Soviets make such a gamble as 
this, with the’ odds against them, when they are doing 
so well with their present methods? Let us be clear, the 
next “battle” which the Soviet leaders are planning and 
preparing is not an atomic “Pearl Harbor” launched 
against Washington, New York, Detroit and Toronto, 
or a putsch against Aklavik or the Coppermine, but 
the seizure of Italy through the same sort of means as 
were used with brilliant success in Czechoslovakia. 

The next “battle” after that is planned for the 
seizure of France, and the next, Germany. Similar 
“battles” are being brought to a successful conclusion 
today in Korea, Manchuria and Finland, swelling the 
population of the Soviet Empire to close on half a bil- 
lion today. These will be followed by “campaigns” in 
China proper, in Indo-China and Indonesia, Iran and 
Turkey. 

The war is on now. Can we win it? Almost all of 
the common people of the world are on our side, 
secretly, if they can’t be openly. The only question is 
whether we can provide decisive leadership which will 
inspire them to resistance, and a program of unity 
which will join their strength into an impregnable front.

DIET IN TEST FOR ALLERGY 


Until the word allergy came 
along, we used to speak about 
foods that agreed with us and 
foods that disagreed with us. Many 
of us now think that some foods 
disagree with us because we are 
allergic to them when, as a matter 
of fact, these foods disagree with 
us because they are hard for us 
to digest. When we eat foods that 
are not hard for us, to digest, nor 
hard for others to digest yet they 
cause hives or digestive upsets, lt 
is usually because of allergy. 

In the “Journal of Experimental 
Medicine,” Dr. Louis Tuft, Temple 
University, states: “Allergy may 
exist In almost any food, Most fre- 
quent offenders are wheat, milk 
and eggs, probably because these 
are most generally used and hard- 
est to avoid. 

While skin testing {is considerea 
valuable aid in finding if allergy 
is the cause of symptoms, {It Is 
pointed out that skin tests usually 
are made with extracts of raw 
foods, whereas the foods are eaten 
after cooking or other form of 
preparation which changes the na- 
ture of the foods. 

The most reliable test or “fina! 
proof” of allergy is the diet test. 
The patient js placed for 7 to 10 
days on a trial diet consisting of 
foods. that do not usually cause 
allergy. Among foods not usually 
causing allergy are: lamb, butter, 
gelatin, sugar, rice, barley, tapioca, 
lima beans, cooked apples, aspara- 
gus, weak tea. If no relief is ob- 
tained Ly the use of these non-al- 
lergy foods, the diet is changed by 
the substitution of foods for one 
or two months or until relief oc- 
curs. If there is no relief in two 
months, then it is considered that 
allergy is not the cause of the 
symptoms. 

When however, relief is obtained, 
other foods gradually are added to 
the trial diet. Fruits and vegetables 
should first be added to make sure 
that the diet contains enough min- 
erals and vitamins; then cereals 
and meats are added. When milk 
and buster are not allowed, one- 
half-to one teaspoon of calcium 
daily and vitamins to prevent ae- 
ficiency srould be given. 

When the food or foods causing 
allergy are found, they are left out 
of the diet for several months, aft- 
er which they may be added gradu- 
ally until they can be eaten in us~ 
ual amounts without causing 
symptoms, 


THYROID AND THE NOSE 

When we think about “colds” in 
the head, in which there is a run- 
ning nose, we usually think of the 
common cold or allergy as the 
cause. 

In the case of a cold, there usual- 
ly is a/little rise in temperature 
and pulse rate, and the lining of 
the nose js red. In the case of al- 
lergy---being sensitive to various 
substances---there is no rise in 
teinperature or increase in pulse 
rat2, and the lining of the nose is 
pale, This knowledge is of help to 
the patient and physician, and 
save time and money in rteat- 
ment. 

That all cases of nose irritation 
are not caused by the common cold 
or by allergy is shown by a report 
of Dr. A.W. Proetz in “Annals of 
Ear, Nose, and Throat,” St. Louis, 
Dr. Proetz states that certain in- 
dolent condi!ions of the nose, 
which resist the usual methods of 
treatment, are caused by underac- 
tivity of the thyroid gland situ- 
ated in the front part of the neck. 

The usual symptoms present 
from an underacllye thyrold gland 
are mental and physical sluggish- 
ness, a slow heart, and overweight. 
That lack of enough thyrold juice 
in the tystem could cause nose 
conditions will come as a surprise 
to physicians and laymen. 

Dr. Proetz concluded {rom a sur- 
vey of 84 cases that deficlency of 
the thyrold hormone (juice or ex- 
tract) may result in making the 
lining of the nose red, dry, irri- 
tated, “chapped” or peeling, or 
pale and boggy. 

Apparently, from observation of 
these 84 cases, patients with an 
insufficient amount of thyrofd hor- 
mone In the bloqd have both an 
increased tendency to develop 
colds and also are more Jikely to 
develop allergy. These two condl- 
tlons can be corrected by use of 
thyrold extract alone. Headache 
and obstruction of the nose are 
promjnent symptoms, 

What Js called the metabolism 


test, which shows whether the thy- 
roid gland !s normal, overactive or 
underactive, is of considerable help 
{n distinguishing cases suitable for 
treatment by thyroid extract. How- 
ever even where the metabolism 
test shows a normal thyrold, thy- 
roid extract helps many of these 
stubborn nose conditions, 


INDIGESTION 

“Doubtless much of the indiges- 
tion of Americans {s due to their 
habit of rushing out at lunch time 
to wolf down a sandwich or two, 
perhaps talking worrisomely about 
business, At other times it may be 
due to eating whil, a family row is 
going on. There is also the indig- 
estion of the harassed mother who, 
by the time she has gotten dinner, 
is tired out and in no mood to eat, 
Perhaps, then, if there are bitter 
arguments at the dinner table, or 
if the husband criticizes the food, 
the mother becomes ill.” 

I am quoting Dr, Walter Alvarez 
Mayo Clinic, the noted specialist 
in diseases of the digestive system, 
in the “Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion Journal.” 

That the above is only too true 
is known by the fact that when 
these “nervous” patients get away 
from home and business for a few 
days for observation in a hospital, 
many of their symptoms disappear 
“All the patient has to do is to talk 
over the telephone with an abusive 
wife or an unreasonable employer 
and he is {ll again.” 

These cases of nervous indiges- 
tlon often are suspected of being 
cancer or weer. The X-ray shows 
no sign of ulcer or cancer, but does 
show nervous irregular movements 
under the fluoroscope. 

In regard to thos, persons who 
complain of indigestion, bloating, 
abdominal pain and foul gas, Dr. 
Alvarez states that the cause Is of- 
ten allergy or sensitiveness ‘to one 
or more foods. The patient usually 
will tell the physician that he has 
learned that he must never drink 
milk, or eat eggs oF some other 
food. As a matter of fact, other 
foods eaten at the same meal may 
be causing the allergic symptoms. 

If these cases of allergy occur 
almost every day, the patient 
should be put on a diet of ‘foods 
that do not commonly cause sym- 
ptoms—lamb, rice, butter, sugar, 
and canned pears--to be eaten for 
only two days. If no symptoms 
arise in that time, it is not likely 
they ever will occur. If the pat- 
jent’s symptoms come only once in 
10 days or a month, he or she 
should keep @ record of the “un- 
usual” foods eaten before the at-- 


tack. 


STARCH FOODS TO SUPPLY 
MUSCLE ACTIVITY 

While it is not @ pleasant 
thought to realize that most ¢X- 
periments on food and feeding are 
done by the use of rats, neyerthe- 
less it is true that from. the. food 
and digestion standpoint the rat 
most resembles man. 

We all know that when the 
weather gets cold we need, and 
so eat, more food; that during hot 
weather we are satisfied with much 
less food. This is because about 
three-fourths of the food we eat is 
used to keep the body processes 
going and produce heat needed by 
the body for these processes--circ- 
ulation of the blood, digestion, 
breathing and other processes--to- 
gether with heat necessary to keep 
us warm. Naturally we need less 
food to manufacture heat during 
the warm weather. 

An interesting fact is recorded 
in the ‘American Journal of Phys- 
fology,” by Drs. S. Donhoffer and 
J. Vonotsky., These research work- 
ers show that just as the temper- 
ature of the weather changes, 50 
do these experimental animals 
make a change in their choice of 
foods--more in cold weather and 
less Jn hot weather. Whereas at & 
room temperature of about 70 de- 
grees F., nice consumed a food 
rich in fat; at a temperature of 
about 58 degrees F.,.not only was 
more food eaten but there also was 
a shift to a diet, rich In carbohy- 
drate (starch) food. 

It naturally would be thought 
that, with a lower temperature, 
more fat foods would be eaten be- 
cause fat foods give twice as much 
heat as starch foods, 

Why, then, should these animals 
choose more starch food during the 
lower or cooler temperature? 

These research workers state 
that the preference for starch 


foods {s due to the fact that starch

PRESSURE ELASTIC BAND- 

AGES IN CHRONIO RHEUMA- 
TISM 

We have been reading 
early rising after operations and 
the great benefit to the general 
health and morale of the patient 
by being allowed to be on his feet 
for a few minutes the same day as 
the operation, These benefits are 
due to the better circulation of the 
blood and the prevention of adhes- 
ions and stiffness. 

As students we were taught that 
in cases of swelling of a joint from 
rheumatism, the joint’ should be 
kept at absolute rest until all the 
swelling disappeared. Today some 


patients are told to rest the joint! 


not only until the swelling disap- 
pears but for some time afterwards, 
and other patients are told to he- 
gin moying the joint gently even 
when swelling 4s stil] present. 

Dr. Otto Meyer in “Rheuma- 
tism,” deyoted to the clinical as- 
pects and treatment of all rheu- 
matic disorders, states that rheu- 
matic (arthritic) patients often 
receive conflicting advice concern- 
ing rest and exercise. Some are 
told to stay in bed until the joint 
Inflammation subsides. Others are 
warned to keep the Joints moving 
or they will become fixed, 

It is generally agreed among 
physicians that where the rheuma- 
tism is causing severe pain and the 
joint or joints are swollen, com- 
plete rest is necessary, As the case 
gradually improves, continuation 
of absolute rest may cause wasting 
of the muscles, contracture, and 
ankylosis (complete loss of move- 
ment). “Some patients, over cons- 
clentious about rest for fear of 
pain, may rest unduly and may 
learn that the price of too much 
comfort js crippledom.” 

It is the moyemenc of the mus- 
cles that brings the blood back to 
the heart through the veins. If the 
blood is not moyed along the veins 
by the movement of muscles, there 
is congestion about the Joints, 
wastes wie not removed, and the 
conditioa becomes chronic. This 
congestion of the yeins not only af- 
fects the joints, but also all the 
tissues of the body suffer for lack 
of fresh or oxygenated blood, 

Dr, Meyer states that, instead of 
rest in bed, these chronic cases of 
rheumatism are helped by elastic 
pressure bandages which help the 
circulation and comfort the pa- 
tient as he walks around Instead 
of remaining in bed, He {s cured 
sooner.

SNOW HEDGE PLANTING: 
Location of Hedge. The hedge 
should be at least 50 feet from the 
edge of the travelled roadway 
where the road is being protected 
from the west and north. If closer, 
there would be the possibility that | 
the drift would extend across the | 
roadway when the hedge was 4 to 
10 feet in height. A hedge will oro- 
tect the road if it is placed up to 
400 teet from the road. A hedge 
closer than 50 feet would protect 
the road in the early part of the 
winter and throughout the winter 
in years when there were few bad | 
storms. When the trees, if Spruce 
or Cedar, have reached a height of 
15 feet they would give protection 
throughout the winter even if they 
were only 25 feet from the travelled | 
roadway. In locations where there 
are usually few bad storms from 8} 
certain direction the hedge could 
be planted closer to the road. 

SPECIES TO BE USED: Ever- 
greens should be used rather than 
deciduous trees for a snow hedge, 
because the deciduous trees do not 
stop the snow effectively.

than if they were moved in the 
ordinary way. 

Before the ground {is frozen in 
the fall, dig a trench around the 


|trees to the depth of the roots. The 


size of the ball will depend on the 
height of the trees. Place some 
strawy manure on the spot where 
the tree is to be planted in order

ing. 

After the first hard frost, which 
usually occurs around the first of 
\December, it will be found that the 
frozen ball of earth can be loosened 
and moved.

Scours develop, weight ts lost, eyes 
become sunken and coat stary. The 
lungs become overloaded with the 
poisonous by-products of the bac- 
teria, and pneumonia often <icvel- 
ops as a secondary condition caus- 
ing death. Microbes are the actual 
cause of the disease und most 
\calves either tarry the infection at 
birth or pick it up after bizth. It 
{s those that lack resistancg which 
succumb to the infection, says 
| George W. Muir, Dominion Ani- 
{mal Husbandman, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, 

Prevention through building up 
resistance involves proper cary2 and 
feeding of the dam during preg- 
nancy. A cow on good green pas- 
ture gets plenty of carotene con- 
taining vitamin A, the disease res- 
isting vitamin. She s able to store 
the surplus of this vitamin in her 
liver and carry it over for a period. 
Towards the end of the winter 
feeding period, however, the stored 
supply dwindles, particularly if the 
cow {s on a diet lacking green col- 
oured feed, such as well cured, 
green coloured hay. This means 
that a calf born on pasture or ear- 
jly in the winter season is usually 
well fortified through its dam with 
Vitamin A, while a calf born in the 
late winter or early spring months 
fs not so well fortified. It also ex- 
plains why there is more calf 
scours in the early spring months 
than at other seasons. 

Another consideration in preven- 
tion of calf scours is that the first 
milk or “colostrum” of the dam is 
|more stronglyy fortified with Vita- 
min A and antibcaies to fight 
microbes than is the milk from 
later milkings. 

It is important that the calf get 
a big feed of this first milk or 
colostrum. It should then be al- 
lowed time to digest and assimi- 
Hate this first protective feed, for 
24 hours or more. Subsequent feed- 
ing should consist of comparatively

SEED DRILL PERSPECTIVE 
FOR SPRING 
by 
Professor J. R. Scott 
Department of Agricultural 
Engineering 

There was something in the alr 
or the warm sun the other day that 
made everyone who lives on the 
land think about spring seeding. 
Whatever it was, it impelled the 
women folks to thumb through the 
new seed catalogues and the men 
folk to check over the supply of 
seed grain and seeding equipment. 

Impelled by this something we 
looked over the grain drill to make 
sure this important machine was 
ready to do {ts job, It wasn’t easy 
to get at it in the dark, crowded 
implement shed so we got it out 
and pulled it to the shop where 
we set it up on saw-horses so that 
| we could operate the seed-feed and 
fertilizer mechanism by turning 
the wheels. 

We took off the wheels, cleaned 
and examined the drive pawls and 
hubs, replacing all pawl springs 
since they have become weakend 
and the pawls which were worn and 
chipped. We spent some hours 
cleaning and checking the furrow 
opener bearings and rivetted new 
bearings onto about six of the disks 
where excess play indicated worn 
bearings. We also put a new chain 
on the fertilizer feed drive sprock- 
ets, Next we checkéd the operation 
of the clutch by engaging and dis- 
engaging with the furrow opener 
lever to see that it operated posi- 
tively. 

In spite of the careful cleaning 
given before storing, the fertilizer 
feed mechanism had rusted solid 
and would not turn until it had 
been stripped, soaked in kerosene 
|and wire brushed, Several of the 
| knockers, one of the distributor 
wheels and seyeral of the wood 
| screws in the plate retainer buttons 
had to be replaced. We left it to 
soak in used crank case oll to pre- 
vent further rusting. 

The seed-feed mechanism, hav- 
ing been cleaned before storing, 
} Was in’ pretty good shape and re- 
quired only to be checked for call- 
| bration. To do this, we raised the 
|furrow openers to disengage the 
feed and partly filled the grain box 
with seed oats. Then we plaged a

Then we 
got a tape and measured the width 
of the dull; it sows 9 feet wide and 
we divided 9 Into 43,560, the num- 
ber of square feet in one acre Ww 
find that the drill has to trave: 
4,840 feet to cover one acre. Then 
we measured the distanc- around 
one wheel; it was 12 feet. So we 
divided 12 ft. into 4,840 feet to find 
that the drill wheel makes 403 and 
1-3 revolutions in covering one 
acre or about 101 turns in one 
quarter acre. We tied a rag on the 
rim of each of the wheels to make 
it easier to count and after lower- 
ing the furrow openers to put the 
drill in gear set the seed-feed reg- 
ulators to 8 pecks per acre. We 
then turned the drill wheels by 
hand through 101 revolutions wat- 
ching the individual piles of seed 
under the spouts to see that the 
drill was seeding uniformly. When 
the 101 revolutions, the equivalent 
of one quarter acre, had been com- 
pleted, the furrow openers were 
raised and the board removed from 
the canvas. The canvas was pulled 
out from under the drill and the 
grain put into a bag and weighed; 
we had put 16 pounds of oats 
through the drill, Multiplying by 
four we found the amount sown to 
the acre, Thus the drill was cali- 
brated ccrrectly. We ran the re- 
maining seed out of the drill with 
the regulators set wide open. With 
a liberal application of grease to all 
the pressure fittings and used 
crankcase oil brushed on the fur- 
Tow openers, dragbar connections, 
pressure springs, feed-mechanism- 
drive gears and seed tubes we put 
the drill back in the implement 
shed, confident that it was ready 
to go to work without any delays.

ACT FOR FARMERS 3-YEAR 
EXTENSION 

Recently, the Dominion Parlia- 

ment passed two important amend- 

ments to the Farm uinbroXee 

Loans Act. 


|as from March 1, 1948. The Farm 
|Improvement Loans Act was first 
passed at the 1944 session of 
Parliament and came into force 
March 1, 1945. It provides for the 
making of certain classes of loans 
to farmers by the chartered banks 
of Canada over a three-year period 
under a 10 per cent guarantee 
against loss. 

One oz the main purposes of 
the Act is to enable the banks 
to make intermediate-term loans, 
that is, loans up to ten years, for 
farm bulidings, including dwellings 
The second amendment enlarges 
the type of security which a bank 
May accept with respect to loans 
for “the construction, repair or 
alteration of, or making additions 
to, any building or structure on a 
farm.” 

It is thought that this provision 
will greatly increase the usefullness 
of the Act with respect to loans 
for farm building, 

2-4-D WONDERFUL BUT NOT 
CURE-ALL 

For many years farmers every- 
where have hoped for some magic | 
chemical or machine which would 
help solve the problem of weed 
control. Chemicals of one kind 
or the other have from time to 
time been introduced, some good, 
some not so good, until the dis- 
covery of 2-4-D. This new chemical 
is proving to be one of the most 
effective in the control of a variety 
of weeds so Dr. R,O. Bibbey, Sec- 
retary, National Weed Committee, 
told the Ontario Crop Improve- 
ment Association at a recent mect- 


for 2-4-D in Canada has 
phenomenal. In 1947 about 500,000 
acres of farm land in Western 
Canada were treated with the new 
chemical, In 1948, according to 
an estimate of a leading manufac- 
turer of chemicals, from five to 10 
million acres will be treated.

Fitting 
the new chemicals into farming | 
practices will depend on the know- | 
ledge gained particularly as to the 
basic physiology of their action. 
New chemicals for weed control | 
should not be regarded as sa] 
“cure-all.” They can be powerful 
weapons in the farmer's fight 
against weeds. These chemicals in- 
crease the importance of, rather 
than replace sound farming prac- 
tices.

Tractor ‘Gray Marketeer’ 


Blames The Customer

Arkansas “gray market” in tractors and farm implements is out in the open. Its boast: One of the Biepest in U.S.

West Memphis, Ark—(NEA)— 
“You are interested in the gray 
market in farm machinery?” 

The man asking the question was 
Jim Wood, manager of the People’s 
Implement Co. here, one of the 
largest gray market operations in 
farm tractors and equipment in 
the nation. He had been watching 
me take pictures of the farm ma- 
chines lined up in his sales lot. 

“Come on inside,” Wood sald, 
“and I'll tell you the whole story 
of what we think has caused ‘t 
and why It ts going on now.” 

Wood grabbed his ledgers, flicked 
the keys of an adding machine for 
a few minutes, then sald; 

“Now according to exact count, 


we have sold 629 tractors since 
Sept. 1, 1947. We have hand'ed 
about $1,800,000 worth of ma- 


chinery, which {sn’t as good as last 
year.” 

Wood said the company makes 
about $100 per tractor. 

“Actually, we will have gressed 
only about $60,000 on these ‘trade 

@ machines’ this year. That's whet 
we call everything but the new 
machines we get from the factory 
for which We are a franchised 
dealer. 

“All of our machines direct from 
the factory we sell at the regular 
lst price, which is considerubly 
below the cost of trade machines. 
Our regular customers get these 
machines. 

“Actually we make much more 
money on new equipment; the 
factory allows us a 25 per cent 
mark-up on thelr prices.” 

But Wood says, his company was 
“forced” to buy and sell farm 
equipment above list prices. 

“Tt began several years ago dur- 
ing the war when farm equipment 

. oe very scarce. One of our cus- 
tomers had heard of somebody go- 
ing out West and getting a tractor. 
Be really got on ug to get him one.

We did and then we got tractors 
for others. We deyeloped contacts 
in the West.” 

Admitting his prices were high, 
Wood says the "man who usually 
makes the money is the farmer 
who gets the tractor from a dealer | 
at list price and then sells it to| 
us for $500 more than he paid ror | 
it, | 


“When we first’ started buying | 
tractors we couldn’t get them 
from the dealers. So we ar-| 
Tanged with a farmer to buy the 
tractor and then we would buy 
the tractor from the farmer.” 

Later, Wood says, “many of the! 
dealers decided they might as well! 
take the profit themselves. They 
remove the serial numbers from 
their machines so that the factor 
inspectors can’t trace the machines 
being sold at high prices. | 

“But understand, as a dealer in 
our regular line we do not sell our 
awn machines from the fa 
that way, Neither do we buy ba 
our machines from our customers. | 
We have been checked by the fac 
tory several times and our book; ! 
haye been O.K.'d.” 

Wood buys most of his tractors 
and heavy equipment from Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Oklahoma and 
Texas, “We.get them from every 
state in the Union, though.” 

“We will buy a lot of 
bines, corn pickers and hay pres 
ers here !n the Mid-South that 
won't be needed here and ship 
them to Iowa, Kansas, Wisconsin, 
Nebraska and states in the Corn 
Belt 

“I try to talk my customers ait 
of buying our trade machinery 
tractors now. I tell them to wait a 
bit when prices are high, that we 
might be able to do a little better. 
But let me tell you what one cus- 
tomer sald to me. 

“He said, ‘Before the war when 
cotton was 12 cents I could buy a 
tractor for $1200, Now cotton cells 
for 35 or 36 cents a pound. The

Venezuela Is Labratory 
For Rockefeller Pian 


1BEC and Government Cooperate to 
Piug Holes in Nation’s Economy

CARACAS, Venezuela — (NEA) 
This country is a guinea pig, or 
testing ground for Nelson Rock- 
feller’s experiment in helping Latin 
‘America to! help itself. 

Rockefeller’s International Bas- 
{ec Economy Corp. has three pro- 
jects in Brazil, But in Venezuela 
IBEC is making its major bid to 
prove that United States investors 
can get a reasonable profit out of 
helping these nations to develop 
their own resources, 


Nelson Rockefeller and his bro- 
thers have put in $4,750,000 of their 
own money thus far. Oil compan- 
jes in busihess here have pledged 
up to $15,000,000. The Venezuelan 
government, through a corporate 
agency is obligated thus far for 
some 7,000,000. 

With this there have been crea- 
ted the first four of the operating 
companies that will try to bolster 
Weak spots in the national econ- 
omy. 

Because food is Venezuela’s prime 
worry, three of the four companies 
are devoted to producing food 
The fourth will import and distri- 
bute the food and will try to put a 
dent in the terrific inflation that 
oil-bred prosperity has created. 

The first venture to get started 
is the Pesquerias Caribe, or Ca- 
ribbean Fisheries Co. 


The ocean off Venezuela swarms 
with food fish—sardines, red snap- 
per. mackerel, herring and lan- 
gosta—or Florida Lobster—among 
others. They are badly needed to 
fill nutritional holes. Yet they are 
scarce in Venezuela markets, ond 
costly. That is because fishing Is 
haphazard and inefficient; and for 
lack of refrigeration, storage and 


efficient distribution, spoilage is 
high. 
The Fisheries company has 


bought a tug boat, a refrigerated 
barge, four modern fishing boats 
two with radiotelephong for shore 
contact, one with sonic depth- 
finding and automatic steering— 
and two seine boats. ya 

Ice will be made ashore and sent 
to the fishing fleet. The ice boat 
will bring back fish. This will keep 
the catch fresh, and enable fish- 
ermen to stay out longer. 


Land has been bought in Puerto 
La Cruz, principal fishing port, 
and in Caracas, for ice-making, 
and fish storage plants. Part of the 
Ttegular dealers and to at least one 
Jatch will be distributed at once to 

tail outlet intended both to dem- 
Mstrate efficient methods and to 
jut a yardstick on retail prices. 
Dther fish will be quick frozen and 
stored, for use in off seasons. 

A Food Productlon Company 


will operate a relatively small num- 
ber of estates, located to serve im- 
portant consuming areas,, raising 
garden truck, dairy cattle, plan- 
tains, beans, corn and the like. 
Some day it is hoped to break up 
the estates into individual farming 
units, 


There is almost no fresh milk 
here. The Golden State Dairies, of 


‘California, are putting up $75,000, 


IBEC $290,000 and the Venezuelan 
government $365,000 to establish 
the Lacturia Caribe, or Caribbean 
milk, from the States, into 6,000,- 


Modernizations of Venezuela’s fishing industry,

IN YOUR PLANNING 1 
No matter how unfavorable the | 
the location there is some flower, | 
vegetable or shrub that will thrive 
in it. The ideal garden, of course, is | 
open to the sun and the soil is a | 
rich, well-drained loam. But there | 
are many plants which do not like | 


these ideal conditions. Some flow- | 
ers, vegetables and certain variet- 
jes of grass, prefer shade, some 
want acid soil rather than sweet, | 
gome like heavy clay better than | 
loam or sand. | 

The thing in planning is to con- 
sider these special likes and dis- | 
likes, then to select those plants | 
that suit ones special location. 

Most vegetables, however, ere | 
pretty keen on a generous am-/} 
ount of sun, but they have’ distinct | 
likes and dislikes in the matter of | 
soil. For deep-rooted things like 
carrots, potatoes, etc. it is import- 
ant that the sofls be fairly loose at 
least a foot down. Certain types | 
prefer sandy soil to clay. But no | 
matter what the soil is like to start | 
sith by a Uttle planning and care 
one can change it fairly easily. 
EOILS TO FIT 

If very wet and heavy it may be 
mecessary to drain the garden eith- 


But recent scientific tests have 
proved again that spading in gar- 
dens, and plowing for larger areas, 
are the best methods of condition- 
ing soil for planting. 

Depth of spading has long been a 
subject for debate. English garden- 
ers, with the experience of cen- 
turies behind them, are strong for 
trenching,” which means turning 
over the soil two spade lengths 
deep. Since the standard garden 
spade has a blade twelve inches 
Jong, this loosens the soil to a depth 
of two feet. 

For roses, perennials, and some 
annual crops, private gardeners in 
this country often practice trench- 
ing. It is a good way to prepare a 
perennial bed, where the plants 
are to grow for several years with- 


} out disturbance. 


But for vegetables, and annual 
flowers, trenching seems to be not 
necessary. Turning the soil to a 
depth of twelve inches is sufficient. 
By the time you have turned over 
a hundred sauare feet, on the first 
warm day of spring, you will be in- 
clined to settle on that basis. 

Spading, in fact, can be over- 
done, especially that first day. 
When muscles are soft after a win- 
ter’s rest, they must be broken in 
with caution. It is important, how-

Good Garden 
This Season 


ever, that you do not skimp on the 
depth of spading. Drive the spade 
straight down, never at an-angle, 
so that you get the full adyantage 
of its 12-inch blade. If you want to 
take it easy, and it is advisable that 
you do, limit the area that you 
spade each day, rather than lessen- 
ing the depth to which you dig. 

One hour’s work a day for eight 
days will turn over to spade depth 
1,500 square feet, and leave its 
owner without even sore muscles. 

Spading loosens the soil, lets: air 
into it, and leaves it in the best 
condition for both water and air 
to enter. Spading also can be used 
to mix with the soil coarse mate- 
rials which will improve its condi- 
tion. Good soil, Ohio State experi- 
ments showed, is composed of 25 
per cent ‘pores’ containing air, | 
25 per cent “pores” containing wa- — 
ter, and 50 per cent solid matter. 

Heavy clay soil has particles so | 
fine that there are not enough 
“pores” in it, But it can be made | 
good by mixing one inch of fine | 
cinders or very coarse sand, an 
inch of manure or a subsitute such 
as compost or peat moss, to four 
inches of clayey soil. This will give 
an idea of the quantity of coarse 
material needed to loosen heavy 
garden soil Spread it evenly over 
the garden, and try to mix it evenly 
with the soil, so that it will cre- 
ate ‘pores’ all through it, and 
thus improve aeration and also wa- 


ter retention.

Importance of fresh air.to garden 
plant roots has been stressed by re- 
cent scientific studies, which have 
| proved that in porous soil the air 
| down to a depth of eight inches 
| is completely changed once every 
hour. 

Both the leaves and roots of Jand 
plants breathe. When the soil in 
which they grow is flooded, air is 
excluded, and when this condition 
lasts too long the plant can drown, 
as surely as, though more slowly 
than, an animal which sinks under 
water. 

As water sinks down and drains 
off, air reenters the porous soil, 
| provided the surface of the soil 
| allows free passage. But when the 
| surface is cornpacted, as a result 
| of wetting, baking in the sun or 

other causes, circulation of the air 
| is checked, and the plants will suf- 

fer. 


| To loosen a compact or crusted 
surface and restore the free ex- 
change of air is a chief purpose 
of cultivation, The destruction of 
weeds is another. The former 
theory that cultivation is necessary 
to create a ‘‘dust mulch” on the 
soil to check evaporation of soil 
water is no longer widely held. 
But the amateur gardener, who 
has observed that plants grow bet- 
ter after the surface soil has been 
stirred, and the crust broken, should 
keep on doing this in much the 
same way. 


¢ 

CIRCULATION OF

Experiments have definitely dis- 
posed of the old time theory that 
the deeper soil is cultivated the 
better, however. It seems to be 
established that an inch, or two 
inches at the most, is as deep as the 
hoe should go down. Stirring any 
deeper, particularly close to plants, 
may disturb the roots of growing 
plants and do more harm than 
good. 

Mulches oyer the soil will serve 
the same purpose as cultivation, by 
preventing crust formation, and 
keeping fresh air in the soil. Good 
drainage is also stressed by the 
studies in aeration. Unless water 
runs off quickly, after a flooding 
tain, lack of air will injure and 
perhaps destroy the plants. 

But all these manipulations of 
the soil. will fail, if the soil itself 
is not porous. This means having 
coarse particles, and almost any 
material which will serve to coarsen 
a heavy soil, especially one con- 
taining too much clay, will be bene- 
ficial. What builders call torpedo 
sand, cinders, ashes and especially 
limestone screenings, which have 
a special chemical effect in clay, 
may be spaded in liberally. 

Above all, any kind of humus, 
including decayed manure, peat, 
and compost, will help loosen the 
soil, as well as improving it in 
other ways.

Pointed committee and elected 
commission to guide its affairs. Mr 
Baldwin said that when the comm- 


‘ission first took over Lindsay’s peak 


consumption was about 2,500 horse- 
power. “This has grown until in 
October last year the peak load was 
over 5,000 horsepower”, he stated. 
He told the gathering that he was 
pleased to be a member of the 


commission and that he had found 
the work interesting. The long- 
time member of the commission 


said that the present distribution 
system originally purchased at a 
cost of $121,436.20 now was valued 
at something like half a million 
dollars. 


Three of. those who sat in on or 
Were serving the town during the 
original negotiations were present 
for the occasion. They werg Mayor 
Chas Lamb, who at that time was

municipal office at that time. In 
addition to Mayor Chas Lamb who 
addressed the meeting in his cap- 
acity as chairman, Mr. Stewart, 
Mr Allely, Mr C V Sleep and 
Reeve H. H McFadden also spoke 

During his remarks Mayor Lamb 
called for a minute's silence in me- 
™mory of the pioneers of the early 
Lindsay Hydro Commission who 
had answered the call to higher 
service. His Worship Spoke feeling- 
ly of the service these men had ren 
derd the town in negotiating the 
purchase of hydro and helping to 
guide its early course. 

Mr Stewart briefly traced the 
early pre-hydro history of electric 
power in Lindsay and minimized 
his role as a member of the first 
committee.

Strikes 
Sour Note 


(British United Press) 
Not since the early days of World 
War Two has Europe cheered any- 
thing as it is cheering President 
Truman's speech to congress, 
The only sour note in Foreign re- 
action came —of course—from rad- 
fo Moscow which accused the U-S 
President of deliberately creating a 
crisis in the interests of party poli- 
tics. 
Vigorous reaction to Truman’s 
call for firm measures to block 
Communism came from high quar- 
ters around the world. 
But the Russians edged cautious- 
ly into a reply to the Truman mes- 
sage first reporting the main points 
in a broadcast, and then charging 
that it had provoked sharp criticism 
from “progressive American politic- 
Jans, 


All Moscow newspapers naye pri- 
nted a four sentence report itemiz- 


ling the main points of President 


Truman's speech. The Russian pa- 
pers say the speech contained what 
the publications call “digs at the 


|Soviet Union and the countries of 


Western and Central Europe.” 
In Western Europe, Truman’s 
speech was hailed as a new Monroe 
doctring designed to put teeth into 
the European recovery program. 
England—British observers cou- 
pled the speech with the signing of 
the five-nations Brussels pact, and 
looked upon both as twin means of 


“|halting the westward march of 


Communism, 


The London Daily Telegraph said 
the message “may well rank among- 
st the greatest pronouncements of 
history,” and added “it is good news 
for those in Europe.” 

France: Responsible French sour- 
ces hailed the speech as a “historic 
document putting teeth into the 
Marshall plan for economic aid to 
Western Europe.” 

Denmark: And in Denmark, the 
statement is interpreted as a guar- 
anteg of U-S participation in the 
Western European Union. News- 
papers stress that America is expect- 
ing Scandinavia to join the Union. 
Italy: Government sources in 
Rome welcomed the message as an 
indication of intensified United 
States interests in the Italian elec- 
tions on April the 18th and Italian 
Premier De Gasperi, whose govern- 
ment is fighting against a rise of 
Communism intends to use the 
Truman message for all it’s worth 
in the opposition camp. He has 
started on a five-day election 
campaign tour of the Communist- 
dominated Lombardy region in Nor- 
thern Italy. 

DENOUNCE WALLACE: 

Truman arrived in Washington 
Thursday after an overnight 
train trip from New York. Yester- 
day, after delivering his message to 
the U-S Congress, he went to New 
York for a St. Patrick's Day cele- 
bration.

Quebec Cuts 
Blamed For 
Shortage 


Toronto, March 19 (BUP)--Geo= 
rge Challies, vice-chairman of 
Ontario Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission, has explained the pri- 
Mary cause of the present power 
shortage im Ontario. 

‘He says the shortage is due te 
the weekly loss of 16 million kilow- 
att hours arising when Quebec 
power companies cut their deliver- 
fes by this amount. 

Challies gave the Ontario Legis- 
lature complete details yesterday 
of the Ontario Hydro Commission's 
lrecord since the Hepburn adminis- 
tration--which ended with the el- 
ection of the present Government. 

He said one of the factors in 
the shortage was the reduction of 
power deliveries combined with the 
deterioration in water flow. 

Said Challies-~"To criticize the 
Commission for lack of water, @ 
condition covering ~ _ the 
whole of the continent, is simply 
criticism for criticism’s sake” 

He said that actually there is” 
no great cause for alarm. He e2 
plained that the Province {s en- 
Joying unprecedented prosperity. 
and expansion. He said the short- 
age is seasonal and the wholeheart- 
ed voluntary conservation by con= 
sumers will solve it with little 
hardship to anyone.

In Wild 
'US Storms 


ie 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 

Spring began officially just be- 
fore noon (EST) Saturday. 
But for wide sections of the Am- 
erican midwest its arrival follows 
scenes of death and destruction. 
Tornadoes and storms that cut a 
yiolent path across eight states 
Friday left a death toll now esti- 
mated at 38 persons. All died with- 
in less than 12 hours. Thirty-four 
were killed directly by the twisters. 
| And four died in a flooded river. 

More than 600 person, are re- 
ported injured over the eight-state 
Storm area, And twenty of them 
are near death. 

Tllinois suffered the most: 
from twin tornadoes which swept 
down and killed 28 persons. Two 
small towns in southern Miinois--- 
Bunker Hill and Fosterburg---were 
practically wiped out. Reports say 
only two buildings in Bunker Hill 
were left standing---the school and 
a grocery store. The school was 
turned into a morgue, and the 
grocery s‘ore became a hospital. 


Many cf the tornado and flood 
victims were children. The body of 
a six-year-old girl who was to be a 
leader in a spring pageant toaay 
lies beside that of her mother in 
the Bunker Hill’school which be- 
came a morgue. A five-year-old 
Michigan boy took shelter from the 
terrific winds in his father’s barn. 
The barn collapsed and killed him 
Two children helping to fix the al- 
tar in a church in Landeck, Ohio, 
were killed by a falling roof. A nun 
pushed three other youngsters into 
a closet and saved thelr lives. 

The flood deaths occurred at 
Dyersburg, Tennessee. Charles 
Vaughan of Hornersyille, Missouri, 
and his three sons drowned when 
thelr truck rolled off a ferry boat 
crossing a swollen river. His. wife 
and an infant son were saved. 

Property damage in the midwest 
!s enormous. A Red Cross estimate 
says that 440 houses were destroyed 
in Missourl ard Illinois, and an- 
other 443 damaged.

County Culverts 
Take Terrific 


Beating 


Culverts along Victoria County 
roads have taken a terrific beating 
this spring. County Road Engineer 
H. D Wilford says he thinks they 
have taken more punishment this 
year than in many years past. He 
Says this applies to county, town- 
ship and possibly to some provin- 
cial roads. The engineer says the 
number of culverts which have been 
washed out in Victoria County 
alone will run into the hundreds. 

Mr. Wilford explains that this 
was a particularly tough spring for 
culverts to weather because of the 
suddenness with which it made its 
appearance. The dashing onslaught 
of spring caused snow to melt rap- 
idly and ditches and streams to 
overflow their banks with the great 
surge of surplus water, The result 
was that the culverts just couldn’t 
take it and they elther were washed 
out completely or the water dam- 
aged them so that extensive re- 
pairs will be necessary. 

Enginer Wilford says the actual 
culverts in practically all cases are 
undamaged and that repair would 
consist mainly of putting them 
back in place and providing fill to 
plug up the gap caused by the 
washout. He says their is no flood 
damage insurance available to pro- 
tect the county against losses of 
this type. 

British United Press in its roads 
summary of the day warns that 14 
Ontario highways are still blocked 
to-day as a result of floods. High- 
way No. 35 south of Lindsay is re- 
ported open again but the report 
Says motorists are advised not to 
USe roads. which although now op- 
en are in bad shape, unless absol- 
utely necessary. 

The highways department advis- 
es against using gravel roads unless 
absolutely mecessary. These roads 
are soft and heavy with mud they 
say. Motorists are advised to stick 
to paved roads as much as possible 
for the next few days.

Red Cross 
Story Told 
By President 


The origin, founding, growth, 
Scope and purpose oof the Red 
Cross was reviewed by Capt. Jas- 
per Forman. DCM, MM, President 
of the local Branch, in addressing 
the regular meeting of the Rotary 
Club on Monday. 

Mr. Forman tcld of the manner 
in which the Red Cross was first 
organized following the writings of 
Florence Nightingale of England” 
and of Henri Dunant of Switzer- 
land. “Fourteen nations, including 
Great Britain, formed the Red 
while 
still a young Colony organized the 
Canadian Red Cross Society in 
1896.” 

The speaker pointed out the 
great growth of the organization 
which stretches from shore to shore 
and has its branches as well as its 
Toots in almost every community 
large and small in every Province 
of the Dominion. “During the Boer 
War, the Red Cross contributed 
$50,000 as compared with over 
$127,000,000 in the war just past”. 

“Fifty-two million articles were 
shipped overseas or supplied at 
home,” said Mr, Forman. He went 
on to polnt out that many food 
parcels sent to war prisoners, am- 
bulance and mobile units, canteens 
and trucks sent overseas. “At pre- 
sent ning new Red Cross Lodges 
have been opened near the Mili- 
tary Hospitals for the use of vet- 
erans and visiting friends”. He also 
told of the 15,000 women and girls 
trained for first aid work. “The 
Canadian Red Cross has been giy- 
ing and will continue to help the 
Motherland through her present 
difficulties,” the speaker concluded. 

President Les Braunton presided 
during the meeting. Mr. Fred Per- 
rin introduced the speaker and Mr. 
Dan McQuarrie, a former president 
of the Lindsay Red Cross Branch 
moved the vote of thanks to Mr. 
Forman.

Allied troops have been moved 
into position to reinforce the civil 
police on the Yugoslav Frontier 
where Matshall Tito’s troops are 
reported to have pushed their lines 
forward by several hundred yards. 

This advance has been made in 
the last few days since the Western 
democracies proposd to hand the 
Free State back to the Italians. 

Inhabitants of the area say Bri- 
tish military police and recon- 
naissance units haye been patroll- 
ing the frontier since the Yugoslays 
began their advance.

Communists are to assemble in

Meanwile, British Foreign Minis- 
ter Ernest Bevin has denied to the 
British House of Commons the 
charges that the Western Proposal 
to hand Trieste to Italy was in the 
nature of Anti-Communist elec- 
tioneering.

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EDITORIAL 


A NEW TAX IS AVERTED — 

The highly controversial matter of levying an 
amusement tax to aid hospitals has again been brought 
to the fore — This time in a manner which will probably 
be more satisfactory to all concerned. 

Provincial Treasurer, Leslie Frost on Tuesday 
introduced a bill in the Ontario Legislature calling for 
the levying of a 20 per cent amusement tax by the 
province for hospital purposes, It has three important 
features. Firstly — it is not a new tax in the full sense 
of the word and does not impose any additional hard- 
ship on the amusement industry. There has been for 
some time back a 20% amusement tax levied by the 
Dominion Government which has recently signified its 
intention of vacating this field. What Mr. Frost pro- 
poses to do is continue the tax on a provincial basis at 
the same rate. 

Secondly — The proposed tax will not work 
any additional hardship on amusement patrons be- 
cause it will not be levied until the Dominion Govern- 
ment vacates the field. Therefore it will be a continua- 
tion ofa tax levied at the same rate. 

And thirdly — The provincial tax will be devoted, 
according to the finance minister, exclusively to the 
benefit of general hospitals. In this respect it differs 
from the Dominion levy which was pooled in the gen- 
eral tax fund and used for manifold purposes. 

Recently the amusement industry became 
alarmed over a proposal by ex-mayor Saunders of 


Toronto: to levy an additional tax on ‘the trade for~ 


hospital purposes. This was protested vigorously on 
the grounds that no new taxes were desirable. 

Mr. Frost’s proposal is seemingly the most logical 
way of providing additional revenue for general hos- 
pitals, many of which are showing operating deficits, 
without imposing additional hardship om any industry. 

While it is desirable to reduce taxation in any 
form at all times, if taxation is necessary to meet 
certain needs it is better that those already in existance 
be redistributed rather than new ones be imposed.

PAIN IN NECK, SHOULDER 
AND ARM 
In-comparing the pain of sciatica 
with that of acute rheumatism, a 
patient who had suffered with both 
ailments stated that the pain of 
rheumatism was like having a limb 
in a vise and haying the vise tight- 
ened to the operator's full strength, 
but sciatica was like having the 
operator give it one or two more 

turns. 
Because the sciatica nerve 1s 
large, if not the largest nerve in 


the body, pressure on 1t gives in- 
tense pain. If this pressure is not 
raised or lifted, then morphine or 
another strong, pain-killing drug 
is needed to relieve the pain. 
However, just as pressure on the 
sciatic nerve or roots of the sciatic 
nerye can cause intense pain in the 
lower back, hip, and down the 
back of the leg, so can pressure of 
the roots of the» nerves coming 
from the spinal column in the neck 
cause pain in the neck, shoulder 
and arm on the affected side. And 
just as pain in the lower back, hip, 


and leg is relieved by removal of 
pressure on the nerves of the lower 
spinal column,-so can pain in the 
neck, shoulder and arm be relieved 
by removing pressure on the nerve 
roots in the upper part of the spin- 
al coluinn. 

Just as the pressure in the lower 
spine is often caused by a rupt- 
ured dise (due to a blow or fall on 
the head) may cause pain in the 
neck, snoulder and arm. Removal 


of this pressure gives relief. 

However, this pain in the neck, 
shoulder and arm may not be 
caused by a ruptured disk but be- 
cause, as we grow older and grow 
tired more easily, we allow our- 
selves to “droop” a little. This 
drooping, due to weakness or tired- 
ness, causes the nerves coming 
from the spinal cord in the neck to 
also droop slightly. Therefore, in 
coming out through the little holes 
in the bones of the spinal column, 
the neryes press against ‘the bony 
edges of these holes. This pressure 
causes pain and almost paralysis of 
of the muscles. 

In severe cases, surgery is often 
necessary to remove any obstruc- 
tion and “‘straighten” the direction 
of the nerve, removing the “droop- 
ed” position. 

In mild cases, standing erect, 
with ostecpathic ana massage 
treatment, may be sufficient to re- 
lieve the pressure and to relieve the 
pain. 


BILL CURBS EXPORT OF 
DISEASED CATTLE 

The Senate has passed a bill 
which in effect will curb the ex- 
port of diseased cattle. The bill 
was approved by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Natural Resources to as- 
sist the Department of Agriculture 
In its work of approving export 
cattle. 

‘The bill provides for the offence 
of conspiracy to ship diseased ani- 
mals. 

It also provides heavy penalties 
and allows the Department longer 
to prosecute, 

The Department explained to the 
senate that it was experiencing 
difficulty in’ enforcing the act with 
respect! to the export of cattle, It 
said that infected cattle were being 
‘exported to the United States pur- 
{ suant to schemes involving buyers, 
shippers and others. 

The Department said that con- 
spiracy charges had been laid in a 
recent case. The charges were dis- 
missed, however, on the ground 
that the offenses under the act are 
enforceaole only on summary con- 
viction. 

Under the new bill the time for 
prosecution {s being extended to 
two years. This is because it is dif- 
ficult to discover the conspiracies 
and obtain the evidence necessary 
for a prosecution within the pres- 
ent time limit of six months, 

Dr. O, Hall of the Department of 
Agriculture told the Senate Com- 
mittee that a ring of three men 
could destroy the export cattle 
trade to the United States, He 
said some shippers had been re- 
moving official tags of approval 
from healthy cattle. They then 
placed them on diseused cattle 
which were shipped across’ the bor- 
der. 

The bill would provide for prose- 
cullons under the criminal code. 
It carries.fines from fifty to five

When Fanny Crosby was only 
six weeks of age, a doctor’s error 
had caused her to lose her sight. 
At the age of 15 years, she had > 
became a student of an cducation- 
al institution for the blind, indi- 
cating immediately a brillant tal- 
ent for creatng poetry. From 1847 
until 1858 she was a teacher in 
this institution where she became 
famous. However, this is not the 
whole story. In 1864, she started 
to write hymns and these will live 
forever, with mnumercus original 
works being even more popular 
to-day than in her own time. 

She wrote the words of the 
world famous song “There's Music 
In The Air” and some of the eyer- 
lasting hymns of this genius being 
“Safe In The Arms of Jesus”, 
“Pass Me Not, O Gentle Saviour”, 
etc. In fact she wrote over 6000 
religious poems. Many have been 
adopted by churches not only in 
the New World hut in England as 
well as elsewhere throughout the 
world, having been translated in- 
to several foreign languages.

red to symbolize the blood of Christ 
During the middle ages, an Easter 
gift of colored eggs came to de- 
note affection, Kings and nobles 
exchanged elaborately ‘gilded eggs, 
often studded with precious gems. 

But the eggs sometimes broke in 
transit. So, in the middle of the 
19th century the practical people of 
Northern Germany began sending 
pictures of eggs, instead of the 
eggs themselves. 

These gradually became 
Easter cards we know today. 

Those early Haster cards usually 
were religious scenes on highly 
colored velvets and silks, Often 
they had a cord tassel so they could 
be hung on the wall. Gradually, 
flowers were introduced to bright- 
en up the design. Then came bun- 
nies, chicks and ducks to add fur- 
ther gaiety to the cards. Finally the 
Easter card we know today. 

Which brings us to the fact that 
it's high time you went shopping 
for your Easter cards, if you nay- 
en’t already done so--and if you're 
planning on sending any. You'll 
find a wide selection of cards this 
year, ranging from the gay to the 
solemnly religious. Let's look at a 
few samples supplied by the Na- 
tional Association of Greeting 
Card Publishers, 


One card reflects the thinking of 
thousands of Canadian women. It 
shows a group of women shoppers 
looking over spring clothes. One 
Raster ontfit bears a price tag 
which says simply: “Too Much.” 
Another card shows a young lady 
dressed from head to toe in the 
soft pastel shades so appropriate to 
spring. Sre’s looking anxiously at a 
gray winter sky. And under her 
arm is a petition to the weather 
man pleading for a bright sun- 
shine on Easter morning. 

Another card with the clothing 
motiff shows Mr. and Mrs. Easter 
Bunny strolling leisurely through 
the park en Easter morning. De- 
bonair Mr. Bunny sports a silk 
topper, pink frock coat, bright yei~ 
low tie with a red rhinestone stock- 
pin, yellow gloves, white spats, ana 
& jaunty cane. Mrs, Bunny is garb- 
ed in a pink dress with white po.ka 
dots, scalloped yellow gloves, ana 
a sweeping yellow bonnet with pins 
ribbons and veil. 

Many of the cards poke gentle 
fun at the ladies’ tendency toward 
startling Easter Millinery. Bonnets 
are adorned with nests of live sing- 
ing birds, with rabbits nibbling 
carrots, and other odds and ends. 
And, as in past years, there are 
Plenty of cards with gay spring 
flowers. One particularly attractive 
card pictures a bank of fuzzy pussy 
willows, with their buds bursting 
into tiny playful kittens.

This 
method of calculating the date of

Mrs. Lindquist shoots for the 
live of the shooting. To her il's 
great sport. She doesn’t think that 
it keeps her slim and agile or does 
any of the other things that sports 
are supposed to do for people. 

But, she'll tell you with a shy 
Srin, it helped her get her hus- 
band. Elmer Lindquist, who's 
handy with a rifle himself, saw 
the Annie Oakley of Worcester 
first at a shooting match. He was a 
spectator, She was competing. 
She won the match and also El- 
mer, wno saw the match but con- 
centrated on the future Mrs, Lind- 
quist's brown eyes and brown hatr. 
“It was Jove at first sight,” he says, 

There's plenty of shooting talk 
in the Lindquist household-- but 
not a hid of feudin’ and fussin.’ 
All the nolse comes from their 
year-old son and 75 lovebirds. i 
When amunition was short dur- 
ing the war the Lindquist's became 
lovebird breeders. They get almost 
as many prizes for their birds as 
for their shooting skill. 

They had as many as 150 blue 
and green lovebirds during the 
war but now they’re down to 75. 
The lovebirds have one of the

Mrs. Lindquist divides her time 
between caring for the birds and 
shooting. Now that ammunition 
is ayailable, the birds come secona, 

She and Lindquist shoot about 
three nights a week. She’s the best 
shot in the local rifle and pistol 
club---its members include ‘her 
husband, one other woman ana 
about 30 other men. 


Mrs. Lindquist has had one year 
more experience than her husband, 
So maybe that accounts for the fact 
she’s a better shot. She started 
shooting when she was 16. 

So much promise was shown in 
her first try that her father decid- 
ed he'd make her a sharp shooter. 
He coached her to a victory in her 
first contest. 

In 1938 she won a National Am- 
erican Woman's record at the State 
Championship Matches at Ludlow. 
And recently she was runner-up in 
the New England championship 
trophy match in Boston. She lost 
out by one point. 

Lindquist---who goesn’t mind 
admitting his petite wife is the 
better shot--added to the family 
silver in 1938 when he won the 
Massachusetts class “B” title. 

During the winter the Lindquists 
shoot indoors with 22 caliber tar- 
get rifles. During the summer they 
use 30 cailber rifles outdoors. They 
always shoot together and some- 
times they team up with their fa- 
thers. 

When her husband and their 
fathers go hunting, Mrs. Lindquist 
usuallly stays at home with her son

ANOTHER MONOPOLY. . . THIS ONE ON MILK 
The Ontario Milk Producers Association has 
everything in order for submitting a new “milk mark- 
eting” scheme to the Ontario Legislature . . . by the 
time this is written it may even have been submitted. 
whichever is the case it should not be permitted to get 
past the submission stage because it would constitute 
-a virtual monopoly of the milk industry if approved by 
“parliament. 
% Under the proposed new marketing sheme the 
Ontario Milk Producer’s Association wants to be given 
power to control all milk — deduct fees to finance the 
organization — and insist on government controls and 
‘control of surpluses and shortages in separated areas, 
‘An executive of the Association modestly states that 
.“4f the Ontario Government made this scheme law, it 
would set a pattern for a radical change in the market- 
ing of all commodities in the province.” 

This could hardly be termed an overstatement 
when one considers the scope which the proposed milk 
marketing scheme would take in — in fact one would 
be more apt to wonder just what small role might be 
yeservyed for either the producer or the consumer to 
_play. 
on In denouncing the scheme it can be said without 
hesitation that it is an affront to intelligent, producers 

- and consumers in Ontario. It is an attempt of the most 

brazen variety to dictate to the producers and con- 
sumers what they will be paid and pay for certain 
services — an absolute breach of democratic business 
principles. : 

One can readily imagine what a disastrous thing 
it would be for the people of Ontario to have one or 
more of the essentials of life under the control of a 
dictatorial organzation. It would mean that the law of 
supply, and demand would cease to function and that 
controlled market would prevent price fluctuations 
in accordance with the times. 

It is to be hoped that parliamentarians will give 
the proposal the downward push it deserves with the 
greatest possible haste. 


AN UNUSUAL SET OF CIRCUMSTANCES ...- 

An unusual set of circumstances seems to exist 
in Lindsay in connection with the current power short- 
age. The people have been told that they must save 
power.or have Hydro save it for them by pulling the 
switches and there it ends. No evidence has been forth- 
coming to date to show that Hydro officials here are 
interested in doing anything else but having consumers 
save power. Up to the present moment no move on the 
part of the local commission to provide the town with 
additional sources of power has been made — nor have 
they shown any inclination to study the possibilities of 
auxiliary power for the town. This set of circumstances 
‘does not present much in the way of encouragement 
.for consumers to go on trying to save power and help 
out in the shortage which may go on indefinitely, to 
‘say nothing of the other factors which menace the pros- 
pects for future Hydro development schemes. 

In view of the present unsettled state of inter- 
national affairs which could end up in war, it seems 
that every Province in Canada, Ontario particularly 
should be giving serious thought to the power situation. 
If war comes it could mean the end of large scale 
Hydro developments for some time and: the possible 
destruction by saboteurs of some already in existence. 
With these things in mind doesn’t it seem very lax on 
the part of all concerned not to give the matter some 
serious study with a view to safeguarding the power 
supply of this community? War plants across Canada, 
including the one at Lindsay, see the wisdom of: having 
auxiliary power in the event of any emergency—is it 
not equally wise for towns to take the same pre- 
cautions? 

Unless something is started soon Lindsay will 
probably face next winter with a far greater power 
crisis on its hands than exists now, even though no un- 
toward developments such as war come to pass and 
nothing will have been provided to ease the inconveni- 
ence which will arise. An auxiliary power plant is 
needed here and needed badly. It is needed now — who 
will show some leadership in getting action on this 
vital issue? 


THE FIVE POWER TREATY OF BRUSSELS. . . 

“The general aim of the Five Power Treaty of 
Brussels signed on March 17th is to preserve by united 
action in every field the common democratic heritage 
of the five countries.” Thus does the United Kingdom 
Information Office sum up the purpose behind the 
history making treaty signed this week. 

Enlarging upon this the Information Office in its 
analyzation of the pact writes as follows: 

In its first three Articles, the Treaty provides for 
united action in the economic, social and cultural 
domains. Economic policies will be more closely co- 
ordinated, combined efforts will be made to improve 
social conditions, notably by raising the standard of 
living, and cultural exchanges will be intensified. 

It is laid down in the Treaty that the economic 
co-operation envisaged shall not duplicate or. prejudice 
but shall assist the work of other bodies such as the 
C.E.E.C, and the United Nations Hconomic Commission 
for Europe. 

The five Governments have further agreed to 
unite in collective self-defence against any attack on 
the Buropean territory of any one of them. This mutual 
military aid in collective self-defence is provided in 
Article 4 and is based on Article 51 of the United Nations 
Charter. Article 51 upholds the right of individual or 
collective self-defence if an armed attack occurs against 
a member of the United Nations until the Security 
Council has taken the measures necessary to maintain 
international peace and security. 

The following are the purposes of the Treaty as 
defined in the Preamble, which shows the identity of 
the Treaty with the purposes of the United Nations 
Charter. 

“To re-affirm their faith in fundamental human 
rights, in the dignity and worth of the human person 
and in the other ideals proclaimed in the Charter of the 
United Nations: to fortify and preserve the principles 
of democracy, personal freedom and political liberty, the 
constitutional traditions and rule of law which are 
their common heritage: to strengthen with these aims 
in view the economic, social and cultural ties by which 
they are already united: to co-operate locally and to 
co-ordinate their efforts to create in Western Europe a 
firm, basis for European recovery: to afford assistance 
to each other in accordance with the Charter of the 
United Nations in Maintaining international peace and 
security and in resisting any policy of aggression. to 
associate progressively in pursuance of these aims other 
states inspired by the same ideals and animated by a 
like determination.” 

And thus we witness the beginning of a new phase 
in democracy’s struggle to survive in a world menaced 
by ruthless totalitarianism. 


DON'T BE A COMMUNIST CREATOR. . .

“Tyvery time any Canadian gives short change or 
part weight to another Canadian; every time somebody 
sells something shoddy; every time somebody fails to 
give value, he is helping to make a Communist of an- 
other Canadian citizen.

“This is true because today millions of people 
think they have only one alternative to submitting to 
exactions and cruelties, They think the alternative is 
provided by communism. They are wrong. Nobody 
could be more wrong. But you cannot convince them 
otherwise.

“Who creates Communists? Not the laws of 
Canada, primarily, but the little corner grocer, who 
grabs a little too much; the wise guy who has a con- 
nection in the black market; the bootlegger, the over- 
charging lawyer, druggist and doctor; the impolite 
civic servant and government employee; the dishonest, 
slick newspaper man; the strictly legalistic judge, the 
arrogant employer who thinks labor is a commodity. 
They are the creators of Communism.” 

To what has already been said the Port Hope 
Guide in a commentary on the subject adds to the list 
“Those who exaggerate the value of their own time 
and their relative importance in keeping the wheels 
of industry turning, yet demand exorbitant wages for 
doing it; also their often misguided leaders who seem to 
entertain the idea that manufacturing plants can be run 
from below rather than above. These are the cogs in 
the wheels of building Communism. Such persons will

except Communism — and by that time there is no 
business, no job worth a hoot, no pay cheque, no happy 
little home, and no freedom.” 

In conclusion it may be said that all of us have 


a part to play in combatting Communism.

MARGARINE TROUBLE WITHOUT END. . . 


Canadians are not alone in their efforts to have 
discriminatory legislation against margarine removed. 


Americans are having trouble too — the only difference, - 


being that margarine is not generally totally outlawed 
there whereas it is here. 


Life in an outspoken editorial of a week ago 


brought to light some facts about the margarine situa- 
tion which are just as applicable in Canada as they are 
in U.S.A. Particularly does the editorial bring out for- 


cibly the fact that the butter lobby is responsible for the ~ 
moves which are sprung to shackle the margarine: 


makers. 


Writing under the caption of Margarine ys. Butter, _ 


Life says: 


“There’s a good fight shaping in Congress in which : 


all American housewives have a stake. If there side wins 
they can save at least $6 million a year on grocery bills 
and an estimated 88 million woman-hours a year in the 
kitchen. The country would also save 52 million bushel 
of grain, which could be exported to a hungry world in- 
stead of being fed to cows and churned into butter. At 
least that is what the makers of oleomargarine figure. 
Even if they exaggerate, there is no doubt that their 
side in this fight is the side of the housewife, of justice 
and of common sense.” 

“Ror the first time in over 60 years the margarine 
makers have a fighting chance to reduce or repeal the 
discriminatory taxes on margarine which have been im- 
posed on consumers by the butter lobby. Margarine is 
the only modern case of a perfectly respectable com- 
modity being taxed directly by the U.S. government 
just to keep down its sales for the benefit of a rival pro- 
duct. In addition to this direct tax a licensing law keeps 
half of all grocers from handling margarine; the sale of 
colored margarine is prohibited entirely in 23 states; 
and the U.S. Army and Navy are forbidden by law to use 


any kind of margarine, as are the public hospitals, jails, 


etc., of 17 states. 

In spite of this the per capita consumption of margar- 
ine has gradually gone up, especially since 1940. Such is 
the achievement of the patient margarine makers, 
whose product, made from vegetable oils instead of 
milk, is no less nutritious than butter, and whose prices, 
despite the tax handicap, are a whole lot lower. Most 
housewives who can get margarine for 30c or 40c aren’t 
going to pay 90c for butter, even if they have to waste 
time mixing in the color. So the tax is just a senseless 
penalty and an empty monument to the power of the 
butter lobby.” 

“Whether you like margarine or not, you must agree 


that’this is a fairly outrageous situation. When the first, 


antimargarine tax was passed in 1886, there were en- 
ough fraudulent margarine makers to lend a slight pro 
bono publico flavor to the legislation. That hasn’t been 
true for years. The butter lobby’s main argument for 
the tax nowadays is that dairy farming is great nation- 
asset. Representative Murray of Wisconsin brings a toy 
Holstein into the House, describes the miraculous food- 
producing powers of her species, and calls her “the fos- 
ter mother of the human race.’”’ No doubt she is all of 
that, but the soybean and the cottonseed are productive 
little assets too. Indeed, the soybean has recently been 
winning more new congressional friends than the cow. 
And this year the soybean and cottonseed Congressmen 
sparked by a Republican freshman from Indiana named 
Mitchell who used to peddle margarine from a truck, 
have organized a lobby, which is as loud and enthusi- 
astic as the butter lobby is quiet and smooth. They have 
been promised hearings on some of the many justice- 
to-margarine bills now in the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee. This committee is dairy-dominated and has 
smothered many such bills before. It may smother them 
again but, as we say, there is a fighting chance. So if 
you are tired of having margarine discriminated 
against, write to your own congressman or to Repres- 
entative Edward Mitchell. Incidentally, did you know 
that in the wintertime butter is artificially colored too?” 

In the case of the second last sentence the people of 
Canada might substitute congressmen for member 
of parliament if they would like to see some action in 
the Canadian front.

HOURS OF SALE OF GASOLINE. . . 

The Ontario Minister of Labour, the Hon. Charles 
Daley, has introduced a bill into the Legislature which 
will give municipalities the right to set hours of sale 
for gasoline. At present such hours of sale are set in 
zones, under provisions of the Industrial Standards Act, 
and this method of regulating sales by service stations 
has caused a good deal of dissatisfaction, The Industrial | 
Standards Act is a good Act where it concerns large 
‘industries, in which oyertime and shift-work create 
special problems. Its application to the comparatively 
small and rather personal business of running a service 
station has not been fortunate ‘and has, in our opinion, 
violated individual rights. 

The regulation as it stands permits city operators 
to dictate the hours which will be kept by country and 
village operators within the same zone; this is ‘upjust 
and Mr. Daley’s amendment will correct it. But it still 
looks as though a majority of service station operators 
in a community might force their will upon a minority 
in the matter of hours for gasoline sale. The nub of the 
matter is this; will municipalities under Mr. Daley’s 
regulation, be required to set gasoline hours according 
to the will of a majority of gasoline sellers, or, will the 
municipality be allowed to use its discretion? £5 

If a man wants to keep his service station open at 
hours when other stations are closed, we think that he 
should be allowed to do so. There are rules to keep him ~ 
from overworking his employees, and if he wants to 
work hard himself, that is his business and no majority 
in the same trade should be allowed to tell him that he 
must not do so. If a group of service station operators 
choose to make rules for their own conduct, that is 
their right. But they have no right at all to impose their 
rwes upon others in their trade who do not choose to 
abide by them. Unless Mr. Daley’s regulations make this 
clear they will not have reached the root of a vexatious 
problem. —The Examiner. 


TOWN: POPULATION 24 — 

When is a municipality a city? When a town? 
When a village? When a township? In Ontario neither 
population nor area are safe guides. Far from it. There 
is a hopeless confusion in the application of these muni- 
cipal terms. A glance through the annual statistics for 
1946 which have been issued by the Ontario depart- 
ment of municipal affairs reveals the discrepancies 
which exist. 

Cities are supposed to be larger than towns, but 
in 1946 the town of Timmins had a population of 25,856, 
which was greater than that of thirteen Ontario cities. 
A town is supposed to be larger than a village, but 
Forest Hill village had 14,574 inhabitants, a greater 
number than any town except Timmins, and greater 
than two cities had. Swansea (7,217) and Long Branch 
(5,220) are other villages whose population exceeds 
that of many towns. 

A town, in fact, may be of almost any size—or 
almost none. There are 22 towns in Ontario with a 
population of less than 1,000. They include Charlton in 
Temiskaming, population 157 in 1946; Nesterville in 
Algoma, 115; Frood Mines in Sudbury, 64; Ojibway in 
Essex, 24, which is the low record. Ojibway has no 
school, the report notes. 

Some of these tiny towns have a large acreage; 
Ojibway, 1,639, which is greater than that of Welland, 
Woodstock, Belleville or Sarnia. Bala, population 410, 
has 2,389 acres. The fine city of St. Catharines’ popula- 
tion 35,191) has little more — 2,502. —~ 3 

The confusion extends to townships, as well In 
the Toronto area, York, East York, North York, Scar- 
boro and Btobicoke; with populations in 1946 ranging 
down from York's 82,753 to Htobicoke’s 22,554, are 
largely urban, and just as much cities as those which 
have obtained their cityhood. But they are townships.

WHY NOT MARGARINE?. . .« 

Despite the efforts of a number of public spirited 
bodies and newspapers across the Dominion to permit 
the manufacture and distribution of oleomargarine, 
the federal government, presumably at the instigation 
of the agricultural interests, has refused to give its 
permission to a change in policy. f 

The consumption of butter has risen to such 
heights that the market has been unable to meet the 
demand. As a result large quantities are being imported 
from New Zealand but even with this addition to the 
domestic supply there have been shortages. In fact” 
press reports in recent weeks have told of the inability 
of residents of the Maritimes to secure butter. 

The shortage came right home to residents of 
“Oshawa on Wednesday of this week. A number of 
stores were unable to supply their customers. Other 
stores which had a scant supply doled it out in half 
pounds and expressed the hope there would be more by 
Friday. One dairy salesman informed customers on his 
route that he had about 300 customers and had been 
allocated only about one-tenth of that number of 
pounds of butter. 

Members of the armed forces and visitors to the 
British Isles tell us frankly that the margarine served 
their tastes just as well as butter. If that is the case 
why cannot Canadian authorities get down off their 
“high horse” and take the necessary action to provide 
housewives and their families with a substitute which 
would tend to stretch the supply of butter.

FARMERS URGED TO ; 
USE THE SOIL TESTING SERVICES. . . 


One of the greatest services agricultural experts 
in government and industry can give farmers is more 
information on how to get the most out of every dollar 
spent on fertilizers. While the farmer himself may be 
in some position to know this, co-operative efforts in 
the past have proven to be most effective. 

In giving advice on fertilizer use, the place to start 
is with the soil which requires constant feeding so it, 
in turn, can feed the plants. Only thorough soil tests 
can reveal the exact amount and kind of fertilizer re- 
quired to suit the crop being sown. By using proper 
mixtures, the farmer may be assured of maximum 
yields which means more money in his pocket. The use 
of good seed, correct seeding rates, proper cultivation 
and management are other economic factors to take 
into consideration. 

One company at least — Canadian Industries 
Limited, Montreal — has already taken steps towards 
assisting farmers in solving their soil problems by pro- 
viding a free soil testing service. All the farmer need 
do is send in a soil sample and in a short time the 
analysis, recommended fertilizer mixture formula and 
rate of application are returned to him. 

While this is a good beginning, it should be ex- 
panded to include a program of more effective land use. 
Such an effort is beyond the scope of any one organ- 
ization. It is essential co-operation be increased between 
government, industry and interested farm  organiza- 
tions. —Bowmanville Statesman.

TUBERCULOSIS MAY FOLLOW 
MEASLES 

A few weeks ago I pointed out 
that many parents gave little at- 
tention to the diseases of child- 
hood; in fact, many felt that it 
was nic, to have them over and 
be done with thom, It was shown 
that some cases of whooping cough 
ocourring in very young children 
were followed, several years later, 
by attacks of epilepsy. 

Another common disease, seldom 
taken seriously, {s measles, Yet in 
children of pre-school age Cander 
five). measles can prove highly 
dangerous. Not that measles itself 
jis usually the killer, but {t can 
weaken a child so that it makes 
him an easy victim for pneumonia 
or other serious after-effects. One 
of the serious after-effects men- 
tloned was ear disease. which is 
sometimes followed by brain dis- 
ense. 

While having one attack of a 


children's disease usually means 
freedom from further attacks, 
pneumonia--which often follows 


measles--is more apt to occur af- 
ter the first attack. Also aftey sev- 
eral attacks of pneumonia oF bron- 
chopneumonia, the youngster be- 
comes a predisposed to that dread 
disease, tuberculosis. ; 

In the “United States Naval Med- 
ical Bulletin,” Washington, D.C., 
Drs, M. P. Thomas and D L Knut- 


son. on the basis of a case history 
and reports in the literature, stress 
the rapid onset of tuberculosis 


following measles. They point out 
that children do not die of meas- 
les but do die of pneumonia; that 
where the youngster is slow in re- 
covering, and has a long convales- 
cence, the physician should be on 
the lookout for carly tuberculosis. 
They suggest that, in addition to 
the usual signs of tuberculosis—tir- 
edness, cough, loss of weight, after- 
noon temperature--there should be 
frequent X-rays of chest and ex- 
aminations of sputum. 

In their boox, “Handbook of 
Therapy,” Drs. Morris Fishbein and 
Oliver T. Osborn point out that 
the tuberculin test during and im- 
mediately following measles may 
be negative and thus mislead the 
physician. This fact also 1s noted 
by Drs. Thomas and Knutson. 

The thought, then, 1s that in 
cases of slow recovery from meas- 
les, the possibility of early tuber- 
culsis being present, should be re- 
membered. 


BONE BANKS Now IN USE 

when we read about blood banks, 
in whicn blood fs stored for use 
{n cases where a delay may occur 
in obtaining & suitable blood donor, 
we are not surprised as blood is 
such a ‘living” tissue, Nor are we 
greatly surprised when we learn 
of an eye bank in which the outer 
or window coat of the cye of an 
individual who recently has died, 
can be preserved for the use of 
those who have had this outer eye 
coat destroyed by injury or disease. 

Most of us, however, will be sur- 
prised to learn that a bone bank 
{s now a reality, as described by 
Dr. L.F. Bush in the “Journal of 
Bone and Joint Surgery,” Boston. 
Dr, Bush reports observations in 
67 operations in which bone grafts 
were used. 

We, perhaps, always have 
thought of bone as something solid, 
not like soft tissues such as the 
liver or muscle, in which case we 
can readily understand the blood 
bringing materials to bulld tissue 
and carrying away wastes, 

A fortunatg cicumstance in con- 
nection with bone grafts is that 
the type of blood makes no differ- 
ence nor does the RH factor influ- 
ence the results. 

Bone may be stored in sealed 
containers at 2 to 5 degrees ©. for 
as long as three weeks, Bone may 
be preserved in unsealed containers 
in the deep freezer at approxim- 
ately-25 degrees C. for an indefin- 
{te period. 

That bone grafts “take hold," 
and that the operation is success- 
ful !s shown by tho actual results In 
the patient, by direct inspection of 
where the new graft fuses into the 
bone present in the body, and by 
the X-ray showings. 

By having bone grafts available 
in a bono bank, there will not be 
the necassity of a second operation 
on a normal hip or shin bone, with 
its possible complications, and will 
shorten the time of operation and 
the lengti of stay in the hospital. 

The old saying that we should 
take caro of all our organs and tis- 
sues, a8 We cannot obtain “spare 
parts,” 1s not wholly true, as we 
remember that there now are blood 
banks, eye banks, and bone banks 
to supply these needs.

As soon as danger presents itself, 
every muscle fiber !n man and ani= 
mal becomes alert, ready to give 
protection or ready to run or fly to 
preservo Jife. 


However, because man has a& 
brain and consclence, he not only 
becomes alert when an emergency 
or danger arises, but he also thinks 
ahead about possible emergencies 
and dangers, which thinking caus- 
es alertness of muscles and nerves 
Then, even after the danger or 
emergency has been met, he con- 
tinues to think and so keeps tensed. 
And, as always, tenseness tires. 

In the “Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal,” Dr. G.H. Steven- 
son, London, Ontario, states that 
{f we could learn to keep our minds 
relaxed, cur emotions under more 
control when dangers or emergen~ 
cies (sometimes of little import- 
ance) arise, we would have bet- 
ter physical and mental health, 

“The angry person becomes mus- 
cularly tense and aggressive, the 
depressed person becomes agitated 
and restless. perhaps panic strick- 
en.” 

As every emotion affects the 
body itself--increased perspiration, 
rise in blood pressure, digestive 
disturbances--it can» be seen how 
meeting life’s stresses with more 
emotional control, less tenseness of 
mind and body will mean “more 
life in our years.” 

Dr. Stevenson points out that 
man should use his alertness of 
mind and body for emergencies 
only as does the animal, and relax 
when the emergency passes. Un- 
fortunately, man spends so much 
of his time worrying, fearing and 
hating that he disturbs his physic- 
al, mental and emotional health. 

The proper thing to do, then, is 
to imitate the cat or dog which

SYMPTOMS CAUSED BY LACK 
OF PROTEINS IN DIET 

Many of us were thrilled when 
we read about the 300 British 
medical students flown to the starv 
ing prisoners In European concen- 
tration camps, These students car- 
tled supplies of amino-acids der- 
ived from proteins. These amino- 
acids built up these starved people 
within a matter of weeks, 

“Proteins are the building blocks 
of the body and amino-acids are 
the basic protein units used for the 
formation of the complex pro- 
teins of cells.” That js, the amino- 
acids of proteins do the real build- 
ing up of cells, forming body struc- 
ture, while other parts of proteins 
do other forms of work. 

If an individual is getting enough 
protein in his diet---derived from 
meat, fowl, fish, milk,--he feels 
strong and well, is not apt to be- 
come as much overweight as when 
eating !arge amounts of carbohy- 
drate (starch) food. 

When proteins are eater in suf- 
ficient quantitles to maintam 
breath, aid wastes from the bowol. 
dividual takes in more proteins in 
his dally diet than. ‘s thrown out 
in wastes--urlne, perspiration, 
breath, and wastes from the gows 
This {s called positive nitrogen 
balance; if his loss of proteins in 
his wastes Js greater than his pro- 
tein food intake, he is in negative 
protein balance, 

In “Clinical Medicine,” Dr. Ja- 
cob Joseph Weinstein, Washington, 
D,.C., outlines the symptoms pres- 
ent when not enough protein food 
is being eaten, or too much pro- 
tein 1s going out in wastes. These 
are: Lassitude, fatigue, muscular 
weakness, psychosis (imagining an 
ailment is present), slow healing of 
wounds, slow emptying of stomach 
contents into small intestine, sus- 
ceptibility and slowness in manu- 
facture of digestive Juices and mn- 
terlals to form blood, and also 
slowness in digestion and use of 
protein foods. 

The amino-acid Dr, Weinstein 
suggests for use to overcome this 
protein lack Is made up from cow's 
blood and 1s injected into a yein, 
muscle, or under the skin. 

This information, learned from 
World War II, will help physicians 
to build up the blood--in fact, the 
whole body--of tired, worn-out in- 
dividuals, 

THE IMPORTANCE OF STOM- 
ACHE MUSCLE 

When I was a youngster, my 
mother never was upset if any of 
the family had a vomiting spell. 
Sho had us miss one or two meals, 
and calmly stated that a “good” 
stomach would “throw up" any- 
thing we should not have enten and 
that we should remain quiot for the 
rest of the day. 

That the muscles of the stom- 
ach, which churn the food and 
mix it well with tho stomach juice, 
are important to digestion and 
health is stated by Dr. Janet Lind- 
say Grelg, Melbourne, Australin, in 
“Medical Journal of Australia,”

REGARDING CEREAL GRAINS 

What variety of cereal grain is 
best to grow this year? This is a 
question which is being frequently 
asked of the Cereal Division, Cent- 
ral Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
Before giving the answer all the 
contributing and limiting factors, 
quch as use of the crop, type of soil 


and soil m ure situation, for 
early or late seeding, should be! 
considered. 


There are some new cereal var- 
leties just coming into cultivation 
on which some general informa- 
tion might prove interesting. In 
oats the following are either new 
or relatively new varieties: 

The new variety Abegweit which 
was introduced in 1947 is recom- 
mended primarily for Prince Ed- 
ward Island. It is being accepted. 
however, as a superior variety in 
parts of New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. 

In 1947 the two new varieties of 


oats Beacon and Garry were dam- {| 


aged by the new Helminthosporium 
root rot disease. In view of the un-

Two new varieties of wheats are 
being distributed this year, Saun- 
ders in Northern and Western Al- 
berta, and Cascade in Eastern Can- 
ada. 

Saunders is a hard red spring 
wheat which yields with Thatcher, 
matures with Garnet and has 
Marquis quality. Saunders is res- 
istant to stem rust and loose smut 
and moderately resistant to hunt 
Some 5,700 bushels will be released 
to farmers in Alberta this season. 

Cascade is a semi-hard, white 
spring wheat with high yield and 
is resistant to both stem rust and 
mildew. This variety was developed 
for Eastern Canada and is not con- 
sidered satisfactory’ for growing 
on the Prairies. 

Farmers desiring detailed In- 
formation would write to their 
nearest Experimental Farm or Sta- 
tion, or to the Departments of Ag- 
Tronomy at their Universities or to 
their Agricultural Representatives.

Prof. A. E. Neyhart Seis U.S 
Road Toll At 6,500,000,000 

The United States is slipping! It 
costs too much to kill 32,600 and 
pérmanently cripple 100,000 people 
on the highways of the United 
States each year, according to Prof. 
Amos E. Neyhart, administrative 
head of the Institute of Public 


' Safety, Penneylvania State College 


and enthusiastic proponent of road 
driving tests, who is the leading 
supervisors’ training coursé, now 
professor at the motor vehicle fleet 
being: given by McGill University. 

It would be much less costly, 
more humane and certainly more 
efficient to line up this number 
of people and machine-gun them, 
according to the professors fig- 
tres. He pointed out that the 
gearly economic loss caused by 
traffic accidents in the United 
States was  6,500,000,000. Even 
public school education, which 
came high, only took $3,000,000,- 
0CG0. Things are definitely out of 
proportion he believes. 

Profesor Neyhart ,who has full 
substantiation of Canadian losses 
in statistics compiled by Prof. W. 
Arch. Bryce of the University of 
Toronto, who is also on the pro- 
fessional staff of the five-day 
course believes that since 85 per 
cent of traffic accidente are at- 
tributable to human error, thous- 
ands of lives could be saved on 
North American highways each 
year if psychophysical fitness 
testing were established as a stan- 
dard procedure before drivers lic- 
emses Were granted. 

Professor Bryce stated that exp- 
eriments in this direction were now 
conclusive. He said that one large 
firm in Toronto had cut its traf- 
fic accident toll 25 per cent. a year 
for three consecutive years by 
instituting such tests and following

Garden Rows Should Be Straight and Parallel for Efficient Production. 


When vegetables or flowers are 
grown in rows, every five minutes 
you spend in making the rows 
straight, parallel, and the whole 
layout square and precise will save 
an hour in the work of caring for 
the garden later on. 

Payment in pride will be even 
@reater, since an orderly garden 
is pleasant to work in, and to show 
your neighbors. An exception to 
the rule for straight rows may be 
made in hilly country, where the 
wash of soil may be checked by 
contour planting. Here rows should 
Tun at right angles to the slope, 
but they should still be parallel, 
though on rounded slopes they will 
be curved. 

Serpentine, slanting or uneven 
rows will double the work of culti- 
vation, and give an appearance of 
incompetence to the garden. 

Rows are spaced with varying 
distances between them, depending 
on two factors: The needs of the 
crop, and the convenience of culti- 


vation. In rich soil vegetables may | 


be spaced more closely than in 
poor; but when spaced too close 
together, it is difficult to cultivate 
between the rows. 

For crops growing twelve inches 
tall or less, rows may be spaced 
10 inches to a foot apart and culti- 
vated with hand tools.

When It’s Too Dry or Wet, | 
Don’t Spade Garden Soil | 


One of the first maxims begin- 
i gardeners are likely to hear 
‘Never work the soil when it is 


ir own experience, the hard way, 
that it is difficult, often impossible, 
to work most soils when they are 
too dry. 

There is a point in between when 
the ground is neither too wet, nor 
too dry, and any garden task can 
be performed with a minimum of 
exertion and a maximum of bene- 
fit, so far as working the soil is 
concerned. Spading, cultivating, 
sowing seed and transplanting seed- 
lings all are tasks most easily and 
efficiently performed when the soil 
is just right.

mum distance, since it is necessary 
to avoid disturbing the roots of the 
vegetables, whatever tool is used. 

Taller vegetables, and those that 
make vines, large bushes, or have | 
a sprawling habit, must be given | 
more distance between rows. In 
small gardens, 4 feet will usually 
be the maximum distance, given 
only for such crops as bush squash 
and cucumbers. 

First, decide on the crops you 
will grow, which should be those 
that your family likes, or ought to 
like.

Lindsay's Mill Rate Third 
Lowest In 14 Years 


Lindsay's 1948 tax rate of 37 
mills is one mill higher than the 
1947 rate, but remains the third 
lowest In the past 14 years. In the 
same time assessments have in- 
creased about $1,000,000. The high- 
est mill rate in that period was in 
1935 wien {t was 47.6. From then 
on the tax rate took a downward 
trend until ft hit a low of 34.5 in 


ny 1945. The past three years, the mill 


rate has never varied more than 
2.5 mills. Lindsay's rate compares 
favourably with other towns of 
slightly larger population--Orillia 
50, Barrle 54, Leaside 59.

There's really a shortage of butter 
in Lindsay and no amount of soft 
soap can smere that fact over.

Three chain stores were 
without butter in the afternoon and 
one of the three didn’t think they 
would have any more until Thurs- 
day, A Willlam St. grocer said he 


had run out: of butter on Saturday . 


but that some had arrived in since. 

Practically all dealers were of the 
opinion that hoarding had a certain 
amount to do with the present 
shortage. One dealer sald that if 
the press and radio would soft pedal 
the facts there would be less panic 
buying. He thought it was the duty 
of the press and radio to ask people 
to avold panic buying. “If people will 
only be satisfied to buy their nor- 
mal requirements there will prob- 
ably be enough butter to go 
around,” he stated. 
MARGARINE FAVORED 

Margarine seems to be favored 
as a substitute by most of the 
merchants. The general concensus 
of opinion being that If butter is to 
scarce to meet demands, margarine 
should surely be made or imported 
to ease the situation. The hard- 
ship that the high price of butter 
works on large families was also 
cited by one dealer as a reason Zor 
making margarine available. “But- 
ter at 71 cents per pound is more 
than most people can afford if they 
use much of it,” he asserted. 
QUIRK OF THE SHORTAGE 

The critical butter shortage in

The indications are that the farmers of Victoria 
county are going to get away to a better start this spring 
than they were last.

THE LAST OF SOCIAL CREDIT — 

The Social Credit theory in the Province of 
Alberta is sinking fast.

Remove skins, 
dry and brown in heated butter on 


top of stove, stirring constantly. 
Remove from fire when they are 
very light brown, then drain on 
brown paper and sprinkle with 
salt. 

Q. How can I remove varnish 
from metal? 

A. Qld varnish can be removed 
from metal by dipping the article 
Into equal parts of ammonia and 
alcohol. 

Q. How can I keep plants moist? 

A. Water-soaked newspapers 
swisted around the roots of the 
plants, against the dirt, will keep 
the plants moist. 

Q. How can I disolve beeswax 
and turpentine floor wax? 

A. Mix a little ammoma with 
the beeswax and turpentine, and 
jthe wax will dissolve readily.

In first estimates, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics reports that 
the total income last year was six 
billion 111-million dollars, and five 
billion 195 millon for 1946. 

D-B-S says more money was paid 
out in 1947 in wages and salaries 
all industries excepting agriculture 
and fishing. The recording ag- 
ency adds that employment and 
average earnings were generally 
higher in 1947. And that the index’ 
of employment in nine leading in- 
dustries averaged about nine per 
cent higher than 1946.

A SAFE AND HAPPY EASTER 
FOR OUR CHILDREN. .« « 

The Minister of Highways for Ontario has jssued 
a {imely appeal to motorists under the above caption 
fn which he asks for their special co-operation {n pre- 
venting accidents during Baster week. . 

In his appeal the Highways Minister writes: 

“Saturday is the worst day of the week for traffic 
accidents our records show, and the Waster holidays 
which start when school closes this week are like a 
whole week of Saturdays to the children themselves:” 

“Not only is every holiday like Saturday for these 
children, but Haster is a particularly bad time for traf- 
fic accidents because all of us use our cars more and 
more as winter relaxes its grip.” 

“The year 1947 saw a record number of child 
fatalities, 132, despite the fact that there were actually 
fewer child injuries than in 1946. There was no improve- 
ment in the child accident picture until after. the 
children went back to school in the fall, when the num- 
ber of deaths and injuries from traffic accidents among 
school-age children then dropped 26% below the same 

riod of 1946.” 
cs “The continuing safety-education work both in 
schools and among adults appears to be having some 
good results. Teachers in Ontario schools are to be 
commended for their continuing efforts to develop safe 
habits among children. Newspaper editors, radio 
stations and all who demonstrate an interest in traffic 
safety can feel that their efforts to promote safer 
driving and walking practices have not been in vain. 

Our 1947 accident records show 845 accidents 
occurred when children crossed streets at other than 
intersections; 310 children playing in the street were 
accident victims; 269 accidents happened to children 
running out from behind parked cars or other objects; 
147 accidents involved children crossing highways and 
141 were cases where children were crossing at inter- 
sections that had no signals.” 

“These figures must warn every motorist: they 
tell him what to watch out for. When children are 
about, expect the unexpected. No matter how well a 
youngster has been taught, there are times when he is 
completely absorbed with his games or thoughts and 
forgets his safety lessons. Every motorist must take 
this into account and drive cautiously whenever and 
wherever children are present. This is especially applic- 
able during the coming Haster holiday.” 

“Pigures are cold things. They cannot convey 
the story of the suffering and grief that follows when 
a child is killed or injured. Accidents that do not kill 
can still maim and cripple. Fractured skulls, brain con- 
cussions, broken backs and limbs, internal injuries are 
only a few of the horrible results when a motor vehicle 
strikes. The grief of parents and the drivers involved, 
the hospital and medical expenses, long absences from 
school, all contribute to the frightfulness of our acci- 
dent facts.” 

“Waster cannot be happy unless we are free of 
accidents, Will you please do everything you can to 
keep our roads and highways safe?”

LAY THAT DUST! 

Spring is here again and with the going of the 
snow all the accumulated debris of the winter litters 
the sidewalks and roadways of the town. 

During a particularly windy day last week much 
of this accumulated debris was being whisked up in 
clouds of dust for eyeryone to breath in which was 
not a good condition to have existing. 

It is common knowledge that dust laden alr is 
germ laden air and every effort should be made to 
keep dust at a minimum. Particularly is this true of 
our streets — there is no more injurious form of dust 
than that which lies on sidewalks and roadways when 
winter goes and all the accumulated residue dries out 
in the warm spring sunshine to be sent swirling through 
the air at the slightest disturbance. 

This accumulation of filth can be to a large extent 
disposed of with a liberal application of water. Waiting 
for a rain to do the job is not good enough however, 
because rain does not fall with sufficient forcy to 
flush the streets clean, Therefore it must be attacked 
with pressurized equipment such as Lindsay possesses 
if a thorough job is to be done, 

It is somewhat surprising that with so much at- 
tention being given to keeping restaurants, bakeries 
and other businesses clean inside that more thought 
is not given to protecting the health of the public out- 
side. While these precautions are commendable they 
are rendered partially ineffective if exterlor conditions 
are neglected. What for example is to be gained by 
keeping our homes and businesses spotless if they are 
to be invaded by clouds of dust from our streets with 
every passing car or gust of wind? 

Water is cheap and a, liberal aaplication of-it to 
the town’s streets in dry times and particularly in the 
spring to get rid of the debris of winter, would seem 
lke good, economical health insurance. 


EARLY CLOSING SHOULD BE OPTIONAL. . . 

There is a movement under way in Lindsay at the 
present time to have early closing among the merch- 
ants on Saturday night. One meeting has been held to 
discuss the matter and the results of the meeting 
show that about 50 per cent wished to close while the 
other 50 per cent wished to remain open or were in- 
different. 

It is quite probable that an effort will be made to 
have a by-law passed whereby all merchants will be 
compelled to close up shop at a certain hour, A by-law 
such as this would be grossly unfalr to those who 
wished to remain open and on those gfounds it should 
be rejected.

WHAT AILS THE RIVERS — 

The swamps of Ontario once acted ap great 
Matural reservoirs in which rain and melted snow ac- 
cumulated, to be released gradually throughout the 
drier months, The result was that spring floods were 
as a rule Jess violent than today. And rivers which are 
now mere trickles in summer continued throughout 
the year as respectable streams,

was not often serious. As time went on however some of 
the villages grew to towns and some of the towns to 
cities, and the spring floods grow, too. So now many 
communities, some great, some small, await the spring

has been tried above Fergus, where the Belwood lake: 
of many names) holds back at least a substantial part 
of the Grand’s flow at that point. But it is evident that 
there must be further precautions taken on the Grand 
and its tributarles: in the Thames Valley, too and on 
a number of other streams which run amok in the 
spring. This is a question on which the provincial gov- 
ernment and the municipalities concerned must get to- 
gether. The trouble is that enthusiastic approach to 
the problem resembles the problem itself — a great 
flood in spring when the damage is done, but only a 
trickle as the months pass. —Toronto Star. 


URBAN LIFE DENIES CHILD'S NATURAL RIGHTS 

“The past 50 years of what we call civilization 
have ruined urban childhood.” declares Philip Wylie in 
The Reader’s Digest for March. “The automobile, re- 
stricting children to yard or block, has conditioned their 
very impulse to chase a ball. Parents, trying to barricade 
their children from perils, have fenced in school-yards 
and hired more cops at corners, mére counsellors at 
camp. As soon as he can crawl, the child is impounded 
in a playpen which frustrates his every vital instinct.” 

In an article condensed from The Atlantic 
Monthly, Wylie holds that only through “a process of 
adyenture, experience and exploit” can a child become 
an emotionally mature and self-reliant adult. But fear- 
ful parents, instead of aiding this process, inhabit its 
developments by over-protection. 

Many parents; in the artificial life of our urban 
centres, are themselves lacking in basic experience, 
Wylie contends. “They join welfare and hygiene socie- 
ties, but have never seen a chicken killed or a kitten 
born. They cross the Atlantic, but they cannot swim. 
They haye slept in hotels in Cairo and Bombay, but 
never in the woods. They drive to the top of Pike’s Peak 
but they have never shinnied a tree.” 

Without such basic experience adults lack self- 
reliance, the author maintains, Adult fears, ranging 
from anxfety about ¢rossing the street to panic over the 
possibility of another war, are projected upon children, 
in the shape of parental taboos and restrictions of the 
very activities essential to youngsters. Cited as an ex- 
ample is the “safe and sane” Fourth of July, which 
destroyed “the most emotionally potent national fiesta 
America ever had... the day of greatest boyhood in- 
dependence.” 

The one discipline which a child must have, he 


agserts, is the natural discipline of cause and effect—” 


the perfect’ honesty of nature and the inviolability of 
its laws. Children have the right to observe and experi- 
ence every fact of nature in environs where they can 
dig, pluck, build, walk, swim or chop without let or 
hindrance,” 

But in modern urban life such expressions of a 
child’s instincts are necessarily illegal. “If a boy peels 
the bark off a tree to make a toy boat to float on a pool, 
he destroys somebody's birch, his dad has to pay, and 
the old lady who owns the goldfish pond ‘has him chased 
by policemen,” —Port Hope Guide. 


OZONE GENERATORS — 

Since ozone machines are on sale in several pro- 
vinces and industrial concerns buy and use these 
machines in situations for which they are entirely un- 
suited, the following information is given: 

The ozone machine is a relatively simple appar- 
atus for passing air through an electric arc. In the 
process, some of the oxygen in the air is converted into 
ozone. It has been found that, even-in very low concen- 
trations, ozone exerts a powerful irritating action on 
the mucous membranes of the nose, throat and lungs. 
The maximum allowable concentration of ozone recom- 
mended by the Industrial Health Division of the Depart- 
ment of National Health and Welfare is one part per 


‘ million of air, Concentrations above this value can be 


expected to have a harmful effect on the respiratory 
organs and should not be permitted in any industrial 
environment, 

Presence of ozone: in locker plants is harmful 
rather than useful. It does not control or reduce ran- 
cjdity in meat but rather hastens the oxidizing action on 
‘the fats of the meat, which then develop a rancid 
‘flavour, most objectionable to the consumer. It is 
claimed that ozone deodorizes, by oxidizing any rancid 
odor, However, the apparent ‘deodorization is produced 
by masking the objectionable odor through substitution 
of the stronger odor of ozone and by the effect of ozone 
in causing fatigue of the olfactory nerve endings. 

A much more dangerous, misuse of ozone is in 


: garages. Having no appreciable effect on the concen- 


tration of carbon monoxide, it can give a false sense of 
security to the occupants by masking the smell ‘of 
exhaust gases and delaying the installation of necessary 
ventilation control, 

In this connection, the United States Public 
Health Service observes: “While ozone is an oxidizing 
agent, it can only be expected to have this effect on 
carbon monoxide when the pure gases are used — not 
diluted as they both are when applied to garage con- 
ditions. Ozone generators In operation do not convert 
carbon monoxide Into''carbon dioxide at a rate that is 
fast enough or complete enough to be of any practical 
value.”’ —Industrial Health Bulletin,

A COMMON CAUSE OF OVER- 
WEIGHT 


Nutrition research workers state 
that infants and animals can sel- 
ect the diet most suitable for thelr 
needs better than can men and 
women. 

In the “New Zealand Medical 
Journal”, Dr. C. McBrooks says 
that it has been shown in “cafe- 
terla or self-selection studies”, in 
which required foods must be sel- 
ected from materials all presented 
at the one tim, in a large num- 
ber of vessels that pigs, rats, mon- 
keys and newly weaned children 
can select from a wide variety of 
materials a very good diet con- 
taining all necessary food stuffs in 
the right quantity and proportion. 

Why are adult men and women 
not capable of selecting proper 
kinds and amounts of food? 

Dr. Brooks states that there Is 
so much talk among housewives, 
{n newspapers and radio advertis- 
ing about just what should be eat- 
en, especially regarding vitamins 
and minerals, that many individ- 
uals develop prejudices about foods 
just when they should be eaten, 
and in what order. “Food fadism, 
taboos, local prejudices against 
certain types of food and individual 
emotional abnormalities often tend 
to restrict diets and modify the 
appetite to a decidely narrow 
choice of food stuffs.” 

It is this narrowing the choice of 
foods to what the individual likes 
or thinks is best for him that is 
a common, if vol the commonest, 
form of overweigit (obesity). “lt 
is a type of self indulgence and 
pleasure which can be used as & 
compensation when other channels 
which normally bring satisfacdon 
are blocked.” - 

Thus. It is the same story 9 out 
10 cases of overweight; the over- 
weight eats more food than his 
body needs to create heat atd en- 
ergy. Any overweight that will eat 
less food cannot help but reduce 
weight. If he or she is eating2,500 
calories daily and reduces the {n- 
take to 2,000 calories, 1,500 less 
calories will be eaten in 30 days. 
If table salt and liquids are rc- 
duced also, reduction in weight 
will be even greater. 

“The cure of obesity depends on 
reaquiring other activities and in- 
terests which are capable of dwart- 
ing the importance of cating.” 


THE PATIENT FAMILY 
PHYSICIAN CAN OFTEN 
CORRECT MENTAL ILLNESS 

It is known that more men were 
in the hospital and discharged 
from the armed forces because of 
stomach disturbances than for any 
other ailment. 

This was not because of anything 
wrong with the food eaten because 
it was the best obtainable any- 
where, out because of mental and 
emotional disturbances which 
caused interference with the prop- 
er working of the stomach and oth- 
er digestive organs. Heartburn {s a 
common symptom of emotional 
disturbance. 

Next in the order of causes of 
discharge was “heart” symptoms 
which caused breathlessness and 
tiredness. 

Tt is not hard to understand: how 
some old and experienced military 
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officers became impatient with 
these men, who were fit when ex- 
amined yet in a few weeks or 
months--sometimes even before. 
ever proceeding overseas--had to 
be discharged as unfit because of 
these functional (not organic) all- 
ments. It {is true, of course, that 
real or organic ailments, such =5 
ulcer of the stomach and of the 
first pait of the stnail intestine 
were caused by emotional disturb 
ances. 

Dr. Walter Alvarez, whose work 
on the stomach and intestine is so 
well known, states in the “Journ- 
al of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation” that these same symptoms 
--tiredness, stomach upsets, heart 
symptoms, inability to work, fre- 
quent urination during the day but 
not at night, chronic diarrhoea, 
bloating after eating, migraine, 
one-sided headache---occur also in 
civilflans and must be recognized, 
or prolonged medical treatment 
and unnecessary operations may 
be prescribed. : 

Dr. Alvarez suggests that every 
physician needs to be more or less 
a psychiatrist, and should listen 
carefully and long to the patient's 
story which often reveals conflicts 
and unhappiness--the annoying 
boss, husband, wife, inother-in- 
law. “He must see that many of his 
patients are ill because of inborn 
nervousness, constitutional  frail- 
ness, excessive worry, excessive 
Strain, that none of the tests on 
which he so relies for a diagnosis 
reyeal a neurosis or nervous break- 
down, and that most of the feelings 
of chronic fatigue and {l] health 
Probably arise in the brain.” 

The suggestion is that after a 
thorough examination and careful 
listening to the patient's descrip- 
ton of his symptoms, these nervous. 
emotional individuals can be help- 
ed by friendly, sensible advice. The 
worst ones should be sent to a 
psychiatrist. 


COMMON SENSE PSYCHIATRY 

When physicians who grecuated 
20 or more years ago remember 
the short time, if any, given to 
Psychiatry, they naturally feel that 
they missed much that they could 


medicine. 

While it {s true that there have 
been various schools of psychiatry 
--Charcot, Freud, Janet and others 
--Dr. CG. B. Farrar, Toronto, with 
many years of practical experience 
in psychiatry, states in the “Cana- 
dian Medical Association Journal” 
that the average general prac- 
tioner need have no concern with 
the various schools and their teach 
ings. “Rather the psychotherapy 
We @fe concerned with is a simple 
procedure universally applicable in 
medicine, and js essentially only ap 
plied in common sense. We may 
define it as the influence of one 
mind on another to promote 
health:” 

Dr. Farrar stresses the import- 
ance of the first visit or contact 
with the patient--listening to com- 
plaints, observing the patient's be- 
havior, taking the history and 
making the first thorough sxamin- 
ation. 

After the examination, the phys\- 
clan must ask himself how much 
of the symptoms are caused by 
the emotions and how much by 
some actual illness of the body 
some physicians believe that, in 
the majority of cases, about three- 
quarters of the symptoms are due 
to the emotions and onlyy one- 
quarter to {llIness of the boay. “It 
{s a conservative statement that 
at least 50 per cent, one alt, of 
the persons seeking medical help 
{n a doctor’s office and in. hos- 
pital wards will have emotional 
conditions that have a definite 
bearing on the case.” His domestic 
or business life may be agyraya- 
ting a real illness oh his illness may 
be aggravating domestic and busi- 
ness relations. 

The physician must know more 
,than just the condition of the pat- 
\jent’s organs He must beconic 
aquainted with him as “a person” 
to understand him sympathetically 
and make him feel that he {s in- 
terested in him as well as in his 
ilIness. He wants to know what 
the patlent thinks and  worrles 
Jabout. This is the essence of psych- 
fatry. 

By explaining to the patient that 
his symptoms are real but are not 
caused by the organic ailment and 
showing him how emotions inter- 
"fere with the normal action of 
an organ or many organs, this 
‘common sense method brings Te- 
sults.

FARM IMPROVEMENT REPORT 
TABLED 

Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
has tabled in Parllamént a report 
on the Farm, Improvement Loans 
Act for the year ending December, 
1947, 

The Minister sufd that in the 12- 
month period covered by the report 
22-thousand and 46 loans were | 
made in the amount of 18-million, 
160-thousand, 821 dollars and 47 
cents. These figures are more than 
double the comparable figures for 
the previous year. The volume of 
business under the act during 1947 
represents an increase over 1946 of 
69.19 per cent In the number of 
Joans made and an increase of 83.8 
per cent in dollar value. 

Since the act became operative 
on March first 1945, it has been 
made a total of 39-thousand, 387 
Joans to a dollar value of 31-mil- 
lion, 324-thousand, 129 dollars ad 
23 cents up to December 31st, 1947, 
Repayments on the total value 
loaned ave amounted to 49.1 per 
cent. 

The Minister said that the 
greatest demand for loans under 
the act was for the purchase of 
farm equipment and farm motor 


Total loans relating to expendl- 
tures In connection with 
pbuilding amounted to over ohe and 
three-quarter - million dollars dur- 
ing 1947, Of this amount 22 per 
cent was borrowed for the con- 
struction of new farm houses. And 
52 per cent of the amount was for 
the building of farm utility projects 
such as new barns and sheds. 

The average loan for farm houses 
barely exceeded one thousand, two 
hundred dollars. The Report says 
that these figures indicate that, 
where farmers are borrowing for 
the construction of new homes, 
they are not doing so because of a 
need for large amounts of cash. 


The Minister said thab one of 
the primary objectives of the loan 
act is to make funds available for 
farmers to use in developing new 
jagricultural areas. The expansion 
of productive farming has been 
greatly facilitated by the develop- 
ment of modern mechanized ma- 
chinery for use in the clearing and 
breaking of the jand. This ma- 
chinery is available on a customs 
basis,
